Aubrey C. Ross, acting director 
of the Birmingham office, has 
announced that special days have 
been set aside for helping tax- 
payers prepare their federal in- 
come tax returns. 

“Taxpayers will be assisted 
from 8:00 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. Mon- 
days and Fridays, January 4 
through April (except February 
22); also Tuesdays, Wednesdays 
and Thursdays, January 22 to 
February 14; and April 9, 10 and 
11, Ross said. The office is lo- 
cated at 1531 Third Avenue North 
in Birmingham. 

Ross stated that last year’s pol- 
icy of asking taxpayers to do as 
much of their own work as pos- 
sible would be continued. He point- 
ed out that the program was well 
received throughout the nation, 
enabling the service to devote an 
additional 158,489 man-days to en- 
forcement activities. 

The acting director suggests 
that. taxpayers start the prepara- 
tion of their returns at home and 
call 53-3421 if they need answers 
to questions. “Most questions can 
be answered quickly by telephone, 
saving the taxpayer a trip to our 
office,” Ross explained. 

He emphasized that taxpayers 
who cannot solve their problems 
by telephone should go to the 
office on a taxpayer assistance 
day. He promisdd that qualified 
employees will be available to ad- 
vise them in completing the re- 
turns on those days.

Montgomery, Dec. 29—Barring 
an unforeseen world crisis or @ 
drastic change in policy in the 
State government, Alabama will 
have another banner year in 1957, 
Roland L. Adams, of York, presi- 
dent of the Alabama State Cham- 
ber of Commerce, predicts. 


“Alabama during 1956”, Adams 
said, “had the third best year in- 
dustrially in its history, and all 
signs point toward this industrial 
development continuing and even 
increasing in 1957.” Only in 1951 
and in 1955 did industrial devel- 
opment and expansion exceed the 
‘1956 total of $274,386.000. In 1951 
more than 348 million dollars was 
spent by industry, 28 per cent 
more than in 1956, while in 1955, 
some 284 million dollars came to 
Alabama, four and a half per cent 
more than in 1956. These figures 
do not include utilities. 

Adams was especially careful to 
point out that existing industries 
in Alabama in 1956 announced 
plans to spend more than twice 
as much money in expanding their 
plants as: new industries would 
spend. The confidence of existing 
industries in Alabama is the best 
possible advertisement Alabama 
can have in attracting new indus- 
tries, the State Chamber president 
added. It is sound industrial pro- 
gress, he continued, when existing 
industry steadily expands from 
year to year, reflecting their sat- 
isfaction with their operations in 
Alabama. 

Although the full effect of this 
industrial expansion and develop- 
ment will not be felt for a year 
or more, the steady development 
for the past several years is re- 
flected in the rapid percentage- 
wise increase in the per capita 
income in the State. For the, years 
between 1952 and 1956, the per 
capita income increased 17 per 
cent in Alabama, more than any 
Southern state and third in the 
nation. 

Although the State’s per capita 
income is still low dollar-wise, 
Alabama is making better prog, 
ress at a more rapid rate than are 
45 other states 


Progress in Many Ways 


The State has made progress in 
many fields, including agriculture. 
There has been some improvement 
in cattle prices and there ara now 
more than a million head of cat- 
tle in Alabama, with the largest 
livestock market east of Fort 
Worth and south of the Ohio Riv- 
er, in Montgomery. While the cot- 
ton crop was below 1955’s bumper 
harvest, it is likely that total farm | 
income will exceed 1955.

One di- 
rectory lists over 4,000 hotels and 
motels that make special provisions 
for dogs,.so you don’t have to leave 
Fido home when you take a trip any 
more. 

A few precautions are in order if 
you plan to motor with a dog. In 
one of his stories, James Thurber 
describes a show-dog that suffered 
from “a kind of Freudian car sick- 
ness” on his way to every perform- 
ance. Dogs do suffer from motion 
sickness just as we do. The Ameri- 
can Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals suggests that 
several short rides can help get the 
dog used to the car’s motion.

The first session of the 85th 
Congress began last week with a 
burst of activity. On Thursday the 
members were sworn in and the 
officers of the new Congress were 
elected. Already having served 
longer as Speaker of the House 
of Representatives than any man 
in our country’s history, Rep. 
Sam Rayburn was elected Speaker 
for the eighth time. Rep. John 
McCormack of Massachusetts was 
chosen as majority legder. 

Lyndon Johnson of Texas will 
again serve as Senate majority 
leader, and Sen. Carl Hayden of 


New Mexico will take over as 
President Pro-Tem. 
Democratic Margin 
In the House, :there are now 
233 Democrats and 200 Republi- 


cans. Two vacancies exist, one Re- 
publican and the other Democratic. 
These vacancies were caused by 
the deaths since the November 
election of two members-elect. 
Forty-nine Democrats in the Sen- 
ate hold only a two-seat margin 
over their Republican colleagues. 

Assignment of members to the 
various committees will not be 
completed for another week or 
ten days. However, I will con- 
tinue as a member of the House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs. 
Even before Congress convened 
last week, my committee met with 
Secretary of State Dulles who 
summarized for the members pres- 
ent the President’s proposed Mid- 
dle Eastern policy. 


Dnlimited Senate Debate 


The efforts of a group of bi- 
‘partisan liberals to change the 
rules of the Senate in order to 
imit Senate debate were defeated 
ast Friday by a vote of 55 to 38. 
Had the Senate voted at the start 
of the session to wipe out existing 
rules and write new ones, it 
would have struck down 169 years 
of precedent. Jt is generally recog- 
nized, however, that the effort 
that was made last week to limit 
Senate debate is only the first 
round in a drive to pass so-called 
civil rights legislation during the 
85th Congress. 


President’s Request 


President Eisenhower spoke to 
a joint session of the House and 
Senate on Saturday afternoon. In 
his message he asked for advance 
authority to use American troops 
in the Middle East when request- 
ed by nations of that area that 
are threatened by communist ag- 
gression. He expressed the belief 
that, if Congress would join with 
him in laying down this new poli- 
cy, it would “serve to halt any 
contemplated aggression.” 

The President’s request, submit- 
ted to both the House and Senate 
in the form of a resolution short-

Attention Is Called 
To Truck Use Tax 


District Director of Internal 
Revenue George D. Patterson has 


called the attention of truck own- 
ers and operators to the fact that 
city streets, state roads and all 
other public ways are considered 
to be public highways for purpos- 
es of tha new Federal use tax 
which went into effect last July 
1, 1956. Mr. Patterson said that 
this tax applies to the use on the 
public highways in the United 
States of highway motor vehicles 
having a taxable gross weight of 
more’ than 26,000 pounds. Thus, he 
explained, the tax applies in the 
case of those vehicles, even if they 
are operated solely within a city, 
town, metropolitan area, or any 
roadway in the United States that 
is not a private roadway. 

Copies of the tax return blanks 


necessary may be secured from the 
District office of the Internal 
Revenue Service in Birmingham.

If you skid your wood, 
high stumps will often hang up your 
logs—and a feller can waste a lot of 
time workin’ the logs free. Besides, 
this ain't easy work, and it may dam- 
age a tractor or bruise a horse’s shoul- 
ders. So cut those stumps short—it’s a 
sign of good forestry!

In Lis second appearance before 
a joint session of Congress in 
less than a week, President Eisen- 
hower last Thursday delivered his | 
annual State of thea Union mes- 
sage. The President’s speech, with 
a few exceptions, was general in 
nature. 


Possibly the most hotable ex- 
ception was his specific request 
for a four-point civil rights pro- 
gram. He called for the creation 
ef a commission to investigate 
asserted violations of civil rights; 
the creation of a civil rights di- 
vision in the Department of Jus- 
tice; the enactment of new laws 
to aid in the enforcement of vot- 
ing rights; and amendment of the 
laws so as to permit the federal 
government.to seek from the civil 
courts preventive relief in civil 
rights cases. Also mentioned spe- 
cifically by the President was the 
school construction bill. He urgéd 
it be given “high priority” and 
stated that it should be “un- 
complicated” by desegregation 
riders. 


In his address, the President 
described inflation as the “prin- 
cipal threat” to our nation’s pros- 
perity and called on businessmen 
and labor leaders to avoid ex- 
cesses that might be inflationary. 


He ‘referred only briefly to ag: 
riculture, pointing out that legis- 
lative recommendations in that 
field would be sent to Congress 
in his--budget message. However, 
he specifically endorsed an over- 
all rather than a piece-meal de- 
velopment of our river valleys and 
asked state, local, and private 
groups to participate with the 
federal government in such un- 
dertakings on a “partnership” ba- 
sis. 


Middle East Proposal 


In’ his State of the Union mes- 
suge, the President reiterated his 
appeal for swift action on a reso- 
lution pledging assistance to Mid- 
dle Eastern countries attacked by 
forces of international commu- 
nism. The resolution to which 
President Eisenhower referred is 
presently being considered by the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee 


_of which I am a member. Last 


week the committee was in ses- 
sion for some 20 hours and re- 
ceived extensive testimony in fa- 
vor of the proposal from Secre- 
tary of State Dulles and Admiral 
Arthur Radford, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

The committee also heard from 
former Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson. Mr. Acheson recommend- 
ed that Congress pass a simple 
resolution outlining American pol- 
icy in the Middle East instead of 
giving the President the legisla- 
tive grant of powers he has re- 
quested. 

The committee resumes the con- 
sideration of the Middle Eastern 
resolution this week. A number 
of witnesses have already ‘asked 
to be heard which indicates that 
hearings will continue’ through

Progress Report— 


Shelby County Constructs 150 Miles 
Of Highways on “Pay As You Go” Basis 


Since the inception of Farm-to- 
Market and Federal Aid Second-, 
ary Programs Shelby County has 
constructed 150 miles of bitumi- 
nous surfaced highways. 


Shelby County has attained this 
progress on a “pay-as-you-go” 
basis without incurring any in- 
debtedness whatever. Heavy equip- 
ment has been slowly replaced 
with new and more efficient 
equipment. In addition to the 150 
miles of Farm-to-Market and fed- 
eral aid secondary highways, the 
county has constructed 40 miles 
of highways having comparable 
width and specifications to Farm- 
to-Market aad federal aid second- 
ary highways. These 40 miles of 
newly constructed roads will re- 
ceive a bituminous pavement as 
county finances permit. An addi- 
tional 25 miles pf highways will 
be bituminous [surfaced during 
1957. There are 25 miles of Farm- 
to-Market and federal aid second- 
ary highways presently under con- 
struction. 

At the present time, in addi- 
tion to the constant maintenance 
of the many hundreds of miles of

rural roads and bridges, the coun- 
ty has two construction units to 
carry forward a program of un- 
ceasing construction. The larger 
unit constructs our Farm-to-Mar- 
ket and federal aid secondary 
highways receiving state and fed- 
eral funds to supplement county 
revenue. The second unit operates 
solely on county revenue to more 
speedily construct roads about the 
county. In carrying forward these 
two programs the cooperation of 
our citizens is tantamount to good 
progress. Ample rights-of-way is 
imperative for sound construction. 
The county asks its citizens to 
donate these rights-of-way and to 
cooperate in the resetting of 
fences and other problems rela- 
tive to construction. Present coun- 
ty highway revenues are not suf- 
ficient to hire large labor crews 
for carrying on a program with 
the second unit comparable to 
Farm-to-Market and federal aid 
secondary construction. 


In addition to these cpnstruction 
programs, six reinforced concrete 
and steel bridges and numerous 
concrete culverts and bridge cul- 
verts have been constructéd with 
state and federal aid funds sup- 
plementing county revenue. Due 
to financial ‘limitations, the many 
scores of wood bridges are being 
replaced with 10 lbs. per cu. ft. 
creosote treated timber to mini- 
mum widths of 21 feet. The life 
expectancy of this type structure 
is approximately 25 years. Ten of 
these bridges have been construct- 
ed in 1956. 

Construction of the county’s 
roads and bridges has been closely 
spread over each of the four dis- 
tricts. A map of these locations 
can be viewed in the office of the 
County Engineer at Columbiana. 


Due to the limitation of county 
highway revenues, several steps 
have been initiated to reduce the 
cost of several highway construc- 
tion materials. The county now 
manufactures small diameter plain 
and reinforced concrete pipe to 
take care of its own construction 
need at a very substantial sav- 
ings. Also, bulk asphalt is pur- 
chased in large quantity at con- 
siderably less cost. 


The constant planning and work 
of the Shelby County Highway 
Department is dedicated to more 
and better highways and bridges 
for the citizens of Shelby County. 

The excellent cooperation of the 
Board of Revenue and Control 
with the Shelby County Highway 
Department has and is making 
this non-debt progress possible.

Alabama Cattlemen Urge Interposition 


The Alabama Cattlemen’s Asso- 
ciation Saturday called on state 
officials to “actually put into ef- 
fect” the principle of interposi- 
tion as a barrier against racial in- 
tegration. 

The cattlemen adopted a reso- 
lution urging the legislature to 
appropriate funds for defense of 
all public officials for theif offic- 
ial acts in upholding the state’s 
Constitution and laws in “carry- 
ing out the principles of interpo- 
sition”. 

The legislature has adopted an 
interposition resolution which de- 
clares that the U. S. Supreme 
Court school integration decree is 
“null and void and of no effect’ 
in the state. 

The resolution of the’ agricul- 
tural. group said each member be- 
lieves “that integration is wrong, 
and segregation, according to 
God’s pattern, is right.” 

“The Alabama Cattlemen’s As- 
sociation proclaims its unalterable 
opposition to violence, hate, mal- 
ice and intimidation,” the resolu- 
tion said, “‘but insists upon and 
reaffirms our ‘right’ and the 
‘right’ of any and all people to 
stand upon the legal and moral 
principles of interposition and le- 
gal precedent to which our state 
and nation are committed.” 

The cattlemen called recent de- 
cisions of the Supreme Court ill- 
conceived “in that they fail to 
recognize the rights of the states.”

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Report from Washington 





While President Eisenhower 
was recommending to Congress 
last week a record peace-time 
budget, Treasury Secretary 
George Humphrey warned that 
the amount requested in the bud- 
get was too high. Mr. Humphrey 
offered no Suggestions, however, 
as to where cuts should be made. 

The President estimated that 


federal expenses during fiscal 
year 1958, which begins next July 
1, will total $71.8 -billion. He pre- 
dicted that revenue for the same 
period will be $73.6 billion, leaving 
a $1.8 billion surplus. However, 
he said there should be no tax 
cuts this year and that the anti- 
cipated surplus will be used to 
reduce the national debt. Secre- 
tary Humphrey also stated that 
the Treasury Department will 
fight any tax reductions that 
will mean a substantial loss of 
revenue. 

The total budget estimate for 
fiscal year 1958 is $2.9 billion 
more than the estimate for the 
current fiscal year. Approximate- 
ly $2 billion of the anticipated 
increase will result from addi- 
tional military expenditures. 


Changes in Military 


In the military budget, the 
President calls for the reduction 
ef an Army division in 1958, but 
advocates an increase in atomic 
support commands which are par- 
ticularly suitable as back-up for 
the ground forces of allied coun- 
tries. The number of Air Force 
wings, which was expected to 
reach 137 by next summer, is now 
scheduled to be’ reduced by the 
end of fiscal 1958. However, our 
first guided missile wing will be 
formed and the B-36 bomber fleet 
will be replaced with all-jet B- 
52’s. 

The Marine Corps will continue 
to. maintain its three divisions 
and three air wings and will be 
equipped with atomic weapons. 
For the Navy, the President has 
earmarked funds for the world’s 
first nuclear-powered aircraft car- 
rier, and additional atomic sub- 
marines will also be built. 

In spite of these recommended 
changes, the total personnel of 
the armed forces will remain at 
approximately 2,800,000. 


Other Recommendations 


In addition to the military re- 
quests, the President has recom- 
mended for national security a 
$600 million increase in the 
amount of foreign aid actually 
appropriated for the current fis- 
cal year and $400 million addi- 
tional for the Atomic Energy 
Commission. 

President Eisenhower also ask- 
ed Congress to appropriate $451 
million for the first year of the 
four-year school construction pro- 
gram recommended by him, and 
to increase postal rates in order 
to bring about $654 million of 
additional revenue for the Post 
Office Department. Annual ex- 
penditures for the veterans of this 
country are scheduled to remain 
at approximately $5 billion. For 
the soil bank program, the-Presi- 
dent estimated that expenditures 
will be $1.3 billion in fiscal 1958.

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Farmers May Apply 
For Cotton Soil 
Bank Payments 


Monday, Feb. 4, is the opening 
date for Shelby County farmers 
to place cotton land in the Soil 
Bank’s acreage reserve program. 

Applications under the program 
will be taken and payments made 
on a first ‘come, first served ba- 
sis, H. C. McDanal, chairman of 
the county’s Agricultural Stabili- 
zation and Conservation Commit- 
tee, said today. He added that 
applications will be accepted only 
as long as the amount of indi-! 
vidual payments applied for does 
not exceed the funds to be allo- 
cated to the county under Soil 
Bank provisions. 

Although the deadline for fil- 
ing applications is March 1, coun- 
ty funds will probably be ex- 
hausted long beforehand. 

The sign-up for farmers with 
corn allotments and tobacco al- 
lotments is to run concurrently 
with the filing of cotton acreage 
reserve applications. Procedures 
will be substantially the same as 
for cotton. 

The current program is for 
1957 only, explained Mr. McDan- 
al. Placing cotton, corn, or to- 
bacco in the acreage reserve will 
not affect 1958 allotments. 

A farmer can have in the acre- 
age, reserve no more than 10 
acres or 30 per cent of his cotton 
allotment, whichéver is greater. 

The federal government has al- 
located $13,322,400 to pay Ala-

Progress in the control of tu- 
berculosis is definitely being made 
in Shelby County but, due to the 
chronicity of the disease and the 
tendency of the tuberculosis germ 
to lie dormant for years and then 
suddenly become active, a great 
deal of work remains to be done. 

This is no time to assume a 
complacent attitude toward tuber- 
culosis which by far outranks all 
other communicable diseases in 
prevalence, destruction and ex- 
pensiveness. a

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I have introduced a measure in 
the House of Representatives 
which, if enacted into law, will 
compensate the cotton farmers of 
our district and state for cotton 
acreage lost to other states since 
1950. The other eight members of 
the House of Representatives 
from Alabama have joined with 
me in introducing identical bills. 


According to the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture the period 
during which the greatest number 
of acres were in cotton cultiva- 
tion was the five year period be- 
ginning in 1946 and extending 
through 1950. Although Congress 
last year froze the 1957 and 1958 
cotton acréage allotments at the 
1956 level, Alabama’s 1957 allot- 
ment still falls far below the 
amount planted during the 1946- 
50 period. 


At the present time cotton al- 
lotments are based on the aver- 
age planted over the three pre- 
ceding years. Any failure to plant 
all of the alloted acreage conse- 
quently results in a decline in the 
following year’s allotment. While 
the large cotton farmers of our 
Western states almost always 
plant every foot allotted to them, 
the small cotton farmers of our 
Southeastern states often fail to 


do so. As a result the loss: of 
acreage in’ Alabama and other 
Southeastern states has been 


much greater than in the West. 
In the case of Alabama the loss 
of acreage since the 1946-50 per- 
iod is 15.5% greater than the 
national average. 

The purpose of the legislation 
I have introduced is to make resti- 
tution through the soil bank pro- 
gram to Alabama cotton produc- 
ers, and those of other states

similarly situated, for the exces- 
sive losses sustained in cotton 
acreage since 1950. The bill pro- 
vides that in any state where 
acreage reductions are greater 
than the national average, the 
Secretary of Agriculture must es- 
tablish for each old cotton farm 
a “farm base acreage.” The farm’s 
present allotment plus an increase 
of 20% will constitute the new 
“farm base acreage.” Producers 
will then be paid through the 
Soil Bank program for reducing 
their acreage of cotton below 
their “farm base acreage.” Such 
a plan of restitution would ac- 
complish a_ two-fold objective. 
First, it would compensate 
through Soil Bank payments cot- 
ton farmers in states like Ala- 
bama who have suffered exces- 
sive losses of cotton acreage since 
1950, and second, it would not 
add another bale of cotton to the 
already burdensome surplus of 
cotton now stored in warehouses 
throughout the country. 


To illustrate, let’s suppose that 
Mr. Richard Roe of Shélby Coun- 
ty has a 1957 cotton acreage al- 
lotment of 6 acres. Should this 
proposed legislation be enacted 
into law, the Shelby County ASC 
Committee could then notify Mr. 
Roe that he has been assigned a 
1957 “farm base acreage’ of 7.2 
acres, an increase of 20%. He 
would then be paid for the dif- 
ference between the acreage he 
plants and the total of his “farm 
base--acreage.” For example, if 
Mr. Roe actually planted the 
‘maximum of 6 acres allotted to 
him, he would then draw com- 
pensation under the Soil Bank 
plan for the 1.2 acres which he 
has left under his 1957 “farm

Accurate Measurement 


Another important section in 
the proposed legislation directs 
the Secretary of Agriculture to 
provide, through the County ASC 
Committee, for the measurement 
in ,metes and bounds of acreage 
planted in cotton provided the 
grower requests such measure- 
ment in writing from the County 
Committee.- A measurement poli- 


ey, as set forth in this bill, would 
fix and make certain from year 
to year proper acreage measure- 
ments and eliminate inconsistent 
measurements that have been 
common in years past. 

Every effort will be made by 
the members of Congress from 
Alabama to have this legislation 
considered by the House Agricul- 
ture Committee at the earliest 
possible date.

Military Aid 

Under the terms of the resolu- 
tion, military intervention in the 
area of the Middle East hinges 
on certain conditions. First, the 
President can intervene only in 
the case of overt armed aggres- 
sion. Second, the aggressor must 
eyme from a nation controlled by 
international communism. Third, 
the nation or group of nations at- 
tacked must request our aid. 

The purpose of the section of 
the resolution authorizing mili- 
tary aid is to make clear to the 
Soviet Union our intentions in the 
area of the Middle East and there- 
by reduce the danger of any mis- 
calculations on its part. While no 
one could state categorically that 
the Middle East resolution would 
avert armed conflict, the testi- 
mony presented to our committee 
indicated that its passage would 
lessen rather than increase the 
likelihood of war. 

Economic Assistance 


The section of the resolution 
that deals with economic aid givs 
the President greater discretion 
as to the use of $200 million that 
has already been appropriated by 
Congress. However, no new funds 
are authorized by the resolution. 
An amendment, recommended by 
the committee and adopted by the 
House of Representatives, limits 
to $30 million the amount that 
can be spent in any one country 
under this section. It also estab- 
lishes the end of the present fis- 
cal year as the termination date 
on the authority granted the 
President in the use of the $200 
million. 

Another important amendment, 
also recommended by the commit- 
tee and adopted by the House of 
Representatives, provides that the 
resolution can be terminated at 
any time by a simple majority of 
the House and Senate. .

Under the terms of the resolu- 
tion, military intervention in the 
area of the Middle East hinges 
on certain conditions.

While no 
one could state categorically that 
the Middle East resolution would 
avert armed conflict, the testi- 
mony presented to our committee 
indicated that its passage would 
lessen rather than increase the 
likelihood of war.

Federal Land Bank 
Plans Anniversary 


The Birmingham National Farm 
Loan Association and the 62 other 
National Farm Loan Associations 
in the fifty farm credit district, 
which includes Mississippi, Louisi- 
ana and Alabama, this year will 
join with the Federal Land Bank 
of New Orleans in observing the 
bank’s fortieth anniversary, Au- 
brey S. Miree, secretary-treasurer, 
announces this week. 

Federal Land Bank loans are 
made and serviced through local 
National Farm Loan Associations. 
which are within easy reach of 
all farmers. 

The Federal Land Bank of New 
Orleans was chartered on March 
8. 1917, under terms of the Farm 
Loan Act passed by the Congress 
in 1916, Mr. Miree explained. “For 
forty years,” he said, “the Fed- 
eral Land Bank has been making 
long-term, low-cost loans to farm- 
ers. During this time the bank 
has made 134,514 farm loans for 
a total of more than $359,517,- 
860.” 

During the time the Land Bank 
has been operating agriculture 
has made many revolutionary 
changes and great advances in 
all phases of farming. The Fed- 
eral Land Bank has contributed 
much to the development of agri- 
culture and the improvement cf 
rural life. 


He said, “The Land Bank has 
pioneered practically every im- 
provement made in _ long-term 
eredit and provided many thou- 
sands of farmers with the money 
they needed’ to buy farms, pur- 
chase additional land, build hous- 
es and barns, make all kinds of 
farm improvements and for many 
other purposes.” 

“Our National Farm Loan As- 
sociation plans to observe. the 
bank’s fortieth anniversary in va- 
rious ways,” Mr. Miree stated. He 
said the association will feature 
the anniversary theme at its an- 
nual meeting in July.

Fire Ant Problem 
Serious in County 


Shelby County is becoming in- 
fested with the imported fire ant 
more and more each day. Farmers 
in Alabama and Shelby County 
are facing the worst plague in 
history, agricultural leaders be- 
lieve. The menace caused by these 
devastating land demons has no 
end. They take over pastureland, 
clog up farm machinery with their 
honey-combed mounds and make 
harvest virtually impossible wher- 
ever they dwell in large numbers. 
The numbers are beginning to 
reach frightening stages in a 
number of counties. Based on their 
rate of increase in certain areas 
of South Alabama, the entire 
state could be completely infested 
within months, specialists say. 

Some 140 acres have been put 
under test by Supt. L. A. Smith 
and the late W. B. Kelley. Three 
solutions have proved-effective to 
some degree on the test plots. 

With 2 pounds of dieldrin per 
acre, the ants have been kept 
ddwn for four years. Another test 
using two pounds of heptachlor, 
which is some cheaper than diel- 
drin, has proved effective since it 
was applied three years ago. Time 
will tell whether it will be effect- 
ive as long as dieldrin. 


A third chemical, chloradane, 
has been effective when broadcast 
at the rate of 4 pounds per acre. 


The insecticides can be broad- 
cast, Smith says, with any dis- 
tributor used for fertilizer. The 
use of light winged planes has not 
been approved as yet, he added. 

Another method of applying the 
insecticide is in combination form 
with commercial fertilizers. Soil 
fertility interests, which include 
commercia] fertilizer. dealers and 
research groups, have already 
been eyeing methods of handling 
the combined product in an effort 
to help the farmer take care of 
two major jobs in one operation.

SCIENCE IN 


YOUR LIFE 


Laboratory Earth 


The ancient Greeks pictured the 
earth as a flat disc floating on the 
surface of a world ocean. 

Today, almost any schoolboy can 
describe the earth’s true shape, its 
dimensions and its major land and 
sea masses. He 
can probably tell 
you something 
about the other 
planets in our 
solar system, too, 


and galaxies. 

The naive con- 
jectures of antiq- 
uity have been dis- 
placed by a body 
of precise knowl- 
edge drawn from centuries of sci- 
entific observation, experiment, and 
exploration. But much is still to be 
learned about our physical world. 

More than three million square 
miles of Antarctica remain unex- 
plored. The ocean depths still hold 
many mysteries. Weather and cli- 
mate are not fully understoed. 

Scientists believe that many of 
the blank pages in our terrestrial 
book of knowledge will be filled dur- 
ing the forthcoming International 
Geophysical Year. 

Since the earth itself is the labo- 
ratory of the geophysicist, nature’s 
routine must be observed on a global 
scale. 

Beginning in July, 1957, scientists 
of 39 countries will co-operate in a 
simultaneous probe into the physical 
nature of man’s environment.

From this mass of concerted ob- 
servations, scientists expect to 
gather data to answer many of the 
unsolved ques‘ions in our physical 
universe. They also hope that the 
Geophysical Year will provide a 
common effort on which all nations 
can agree. The planet Earth is, 
after all, the one place that all 
people can claim as “home.”

Benson Is Urged 
To Combat Fire 
Ant Problem 


Washington, Feb. 16—Rep. Ar- 
mistead Selden has called on Ag- 
riculture Secretary Benson to be- 
gin immediately a “practical and 
effective program” to rid Ala- 
bama of the imported fire ant. 


In a telegram to Benson, the 
Sixth District Congressman point-" 
ed out that the imported fire ant 
is spreading at an alarming rate 
in the State of Alabama. “As a 
result,” he said, “untold damage 
is being inflicted on pastures, cul- 
tivated crops, poultry and live- 
stock.” His telegram to the Sec- 
retary was followed by a detailed 
letter outlining the destruction be- 
ing caused by the fire ant and re- 
questing an eradication program 
to be included in an ASC practice. 


The insect is referred to as the 
“imported” fire ant to distinguish 
it from the domestic species. [t 
is believed to have entered the 
United, States from South Amer- 
ica and was first identified about 
1980. It is currently found in 10 
states, including Alabama. The 
imported fire ants’ distinguishing 
characteristic is their habit of 
building huge, hard - crusted 
mounds to house their colonies. 
The pests seriously damage cer- 
tain crops and often attack young 
animals and poultry.

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Report from Washi ngton 





Last week I appeared before 
a special subcommittee of the 
House Judiciary Committee in op- 
position to so-called civil rights 
measures that are presently under 
consideration by that group. 

You will remember that a civil 
rights bill was passed by the 
House of Representatives during 
the last session of Congress. But, 
due to delaying tactics skillfully 
executed by Southern members of 
the House, passage came too late 
in the session to permit Senate 
action before adjournment. 


Early Action Pushed 


Realizing that any delay in 
the consideration of legislation of 
this type may block its passage, 
the proponents are urging House 
action early in the present ses- 
sion. In his state of the union 
message, President Eisenhower 
again called for passage of legis- 
lation embodying his four-point 
civil rights program. To consider 
the bills that had been introduced 
to carry out the President’s re- 
quest, the chairman of the House 
Judiciary Committee, Rep. Eman- 
uel Celler of New York, appoint- 
ed a special seven man subcom- 
mittee. This subcommittee consists 
of four members from New York, 
one from New Jersey, one from 
Ohio, and the other from Col- 
crado. Although there are eight 
Southern members of the Judi- 
ciary Committee, any one of whom 
is eligible to serve on the spe- 
cial subcommittee, they are con- 
spicuously absent from the sub- 
committee’s membership. 

While many proponents of tha 
so-called civil rights measures had 
urged prompt committee action 
without hearings, the subcommit- 
tee has already heard witnesses 
for six days and Chairman Celler 
has scheduled additional hearings 
on February 25 and 26. In addi- 
tion to my appearance before the 
committee, a number of other 
Alabamians have also been heard. 
They include Congressmen An- 
drews and Huddleston, Circuit 
Judge George Wallace, Attorney 
General John Patterson, and As- 
sistant Atterney General McDon- 
ald Gallion. Others from our state 
will probably appear before the 
committee’s hearings are termi-. 
nated. 

Because the membership of the 
Judiciary Committee has changed 
little since the last Congress, a 
bill either identical to or closely 
resembling the one reported last 
year probably will receive commit- 
tee approval early in March. It 
is generally conceded, however, 
that the testimony presented by 
Southern members to date has al- 
ready delayed committee action, 
on the measure by at least.‘’a 
month. 


Measure Dangerous 


The measure that is expected 
to receive committee anprcvai 
would, if enacted into law, strike 
a major blow against the tradi- 
tional power and independence of 


the individual states. We all know 


that the very foundation of our 
government is the division of

authority between the federal and 
state governments. Yet, this pro- 
posed legislation would give to 
the federal government the power 
to supervise the states in matters 
traditionally within the field of 
state authority. At the same time, 
it would vest the federal govern- 
ment with new powers with which 
it could oppress the individual 
citizen. 

In my testimony before the 
committee, I pointed out specific 
sections of the bill that I felt 
were extremely dangerous, Should 
this unwise legislation reach the 
floor of the House for debate— 
and all indications are that it will 
—I intend to again speak out in 
opposition to it.

Congressman, Sixth District 


The House of Representatives 
voted last week to reduce the bud- 
get request for the Treasury and 
Post Office Departments and the 
United States Tax Court by $80,- 
864,000. This reduction of about 
2 per cent in the first major ap- 
propriation bill of 1958 had been 
recommended earlier by the House 
Appropriations Committee. 

The largest cut was made in the 
Post Office Department’s budget. 
From it was trimmed $58 million, 
leaving a total of about $3.2 bil- 
lion for the operation of that de- 
partment during the next fiscal 
year. For the Treasury Depart- 
ment, the House approved $691 
million or $22 million less than 
the budget request. 

An attempt was made during 
debate on the measure to restore 
$29 million to the Post Office 
Department’s funds, but the pro- 
posed amendment was defeated by 
a standing vote of 177 to 124. 
While several members ° of the 
House predicted that failure to 
restore these funds would result 
in curtailed postal services and 
reduced personnel, a number of 
the members of the Appropriation 
Committee assured the House it 
would not happen. At the same 
time, they emphasized that more 
funds are actually provided in the 
current bill than were appropriat- 
ed for the present fiscal year. 

Although the reduction in this 
appropriation bill was moderate, 
it indicates that further cuts will 
probably be made by the House 
of Representatives in the twelve 
remaining appropriation bills that 
eomplete the make-up of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s record peace- 
time budget. 


Dangerous Doctrine 


For a number of years the Un- 
ited States Supreme Court has 
held that when Congress passes a 
law .on any subject, it intends 
that all state laws on the same 
subject be superceded. This rule 
of law recognizing exclusive fed- 
eral jurisdiction in all cases is 
having iniquitous results. 

Let me illustrate how it affect- 
ed our own State of Alabama in 
a recent United States Supreme 
Court decision. For the purpose of 
protecting our own citizens, the 
State of Alabama’ sought to in- 
spect the product of the Clover- 
leaf Company which was engaged 
in the renovation of butter, some 
of which was shipped in interstate 
commerce and subject to inspec- 
tion under the Federal Pure Food 
and Drug Act. The Supreme Court 
in the case of Cloverleaf Compa- 
ny against Patterson, held that 
since Congress had enacted the 
pure food laws, it had assumed 
entire jurisdiction over the sub- 
ject and the states were power- 
less to enforce their laws for the 


protection of the health of their |- 


citizens. 

In recent years Congress has 
legislated on a multitude of sub- 
jects. As a result, if the Supreme 
Court continues to follow this doc- 
trine, it will only be a matter of 
time before the states will be de- 
prived of practically all powers

and sovereignty in the enactment 
and enforcement of laws for the 
protection of the health and wel- 
fare of their local citizens. 
Corrective Legislation 

Relizing these dangers, I joined 
with Rep. Howard W. Smith of 
Virginia on the first day of the 
present session in introducing 
identical bills that will modify 
this doctrine. These measures, if 
enacted into law, will permit con- 
current jurisdiction in order that 
the state law, where not in con- 
flict with the federal act, also 
can be enforced in the state courts 
for the protection of the state and 
its citizens. 

There is an urgent need for the 
enactment of legislation of this 
type. It is our hope that we can 


muster support for it from other 
sections of our nation as well as 
from the South.

More than 3300 communities in 
our country, I hear, now own for- 
ests! They range in size from a five- 
acre wood lot in Arkansas to a 
67,000-acre watershed in the Cas- 
cade Mountains, which is -owned 
by the city of Seattle. Thirty-one 
years ago, for instance, the town of 
Pembroke, Mass., took over 100 
acres of nearly-worthless land. To- 
day that land, covered with pine 
and taney yields a harvest of tim. 
ber worth $2,000 a year! And part 
of that land is used for recreation: 
for baseball, picnics and hikes, 

* * * 

Same thing is happenin’ all over, 
Waynesville, N.C. has owned 8244 
acres of woodland since 1915. In 1948 
the town began to harvest its timber, 
and since that time has realized a net 
profit of $250,000! In Danville, N.H., 
a church-owned wood lot has earned 
$45,000 for the church in the last 100 
years. And Groton, Mass., which uses 
the principles of selective cutting and 
reforestation on its 420 acres of white 
pine, has just finished cutting $2,000 
worth of timber, The oldest commu- 
nity forest in America, they tell me, 
is at Newington, N.H. When Paul 
Revere repaired Newington's cracked 
church bell just before the American 
Revolution, he was paid with money 
the town forest had earned!

But the idea is even older than 
that. Zurich, Switzerland, owns a 
forest 650 years old, which pays the 
city sheen aes year.

Lots of folks think community for- 
ests are a good idea. The Massachu- 
setts Association, for instance, plants 
5,000 free trees.for any town that is 
willin’ to set aside.100 acres of land 
—and today one out of three towns in 
the state owns a forest. I think cdm- 
mounity forests make good sense. May- 
be your town could use one!

Research Works For You 


Cooperative research has de- 
veloped a farming system for 
rolling Class III land that allows 
a loss of less than two tons of 
soil per acre, and rainfall run-off 
of less than 5 per cent. This sys- 
tem includes terraces, contour 
plowing, and a four-year rota- 
tion: Oats, fescue, clover the first 
year; fescue, clbver second; corn 
third; and cotton the fourth year. 

Making the rotation a, three- 
year cycle by leaving off the cot- 
ton year further reduced losses. 

During the same period contin- 
uous cotton on this land caused 
18 per cent of rainfall to be lost 
and 2 tons of soil. 

The Soil Conservation Service, 
the Agricultural Research Service 
and the University of Georgia 
College of Agriculture teamed up 
on the experiments. 

Results of such research form 
the basis for recommendations 
your SCS technicians make to soil 
conservation district cooperators. 
Not only are the SCS men in- 
formed of latest developments, 
but once each year each conserva- 
tionist gets a chance to present 
questions his county nedds aps- 
wered, These needs are listed dad 
either the Alabama Experiment 
Station staff or the U. S. Agri- 
cultural Research Service dtnder- 
take the mést urgent problems. 

Experiments covering erosion 
control, drainage, water use and 
conservation, soil productivity, 
plant growth, crop quality, etc., 
are constantly being performed.

Research results are first test- 
ed in each area and in each coun- 
ty to establish exact value and 
application to the county by dis- 
trict supervisors and SCS, ARS, 
and state college personnel.

Red Cross Drive 
Opens in County 


William Varden, Chairman of 
the Shelby County Chapter of the 
American Red Cross, issues the 
following statement relative to the 
Red Cross fund drive in Shelby 
County: 

I solicit your support in the 
Red Cross Fund Drive. The un- 
dertakings of the Red Cross are 
large. Therefore, the annual drive 
in March is always a matter of 
importance, burdened with urg- 
ency to those of us who are serv- 
ing with the organization. 

Indications are that this year 
will be laden with the needs of 
those stricken’ by disaster.

A successful fund drive will in- 
sure the continuation of the local 
program. Many requests are met 
each year by our chapter, requests 
from local people in need for va- 
rious reasons, and many from the 
men serving in our armed forces.

of the election for the county tax, 


appointment of the Hospital Board 
and all things necessary to assure 
compliance with requirements of 
the laws and regulations govern- 
ing the hospital organization. 
When the legal opinions are 
rendered and show that everything 
is in order, then the County Board 
of Revenue can proceed to give 
final authorization for the Hos- 
pital Board to enter into financial 
negotiations necessary to begin 
the actual acquirement of proper- 
ty and construction of buildings. 
It was stated that an architect 
has been employed and has begun 
to make plans for the ‘first hos- 
pital at Alabaster. . 
Agreement was made by the 
Board that the members will pro- 
ceed to arrange for temporary 
money necessary to take care of 
about $500 of incidental expenses 
that have been incurred up to 
now. 
Letters to the Board from Mrs. 


Hunt and Dr. Eber were read by, 


Chairman Downs. These letters 
were requests that the Hospital 
Board include-in its plans some 
facilities for caring for mental 
health patients. Discussion of the 
réquests revealed that the Board 
favors such facilities in connec- 
tion with the hospital program 
and will find out if such can be 
included.

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Report from Washington

A House Judiciary Subcommit- 
tee concluded hearings last week 
on the President’s civil rights leg- 
islation and ordered a bill reported 
to the full committee for its con- 
sideration. The measure, similar 
to the bill that received House ap- 
proval last year, includes Presi- 
dent LEisenhower’s main civil 
rights proposals. Despite the ap- 
parent dangers of enacting such 
legislation, approval by the full 
Judiciary Committee is expected 
within the next week. 


Back Stage Activities 


While daily accounts are issued 
in.the press concerning hearings 
in both*the House and Senate on 
so-called civil rights legislation, 
little is known of the back stage 
activities that have been taking 
place. 


It is no secret here on Capitol 
Hill that at the beginning of the 
session an agreement was reached 
by leaders of both parties to al- 
low early passage of a civil rights 
bill by the House. Feb. 15 was 
set as a deadline. It was felt that 
early House approval would make 
it, impossible for Southern Senat- 
ors to kill the measure by a fili- 
buster. 

Although the odds are stacked 
heavily against us, Southern mem- 
bers of Congress have refused to 
capitulate. A carefully selected 
Judiciary Subcommittee, composed 
of members from sections other 
than” the South, had expected to 
report a measure. without hear- 
ings. However, demands of the 
Southern members of Congress re- 
sulted in hearings that have ex- 
tended over a period of more than 
a month. 

While Judiciary Committee ap- 
proval will eliminate, one import- 
ant hurdle for the proponents of 
this legislation, their battle is far 
from won. Behind the scenes ma- 
neuvers are \ continuing to take 
place in an effort to delay the 
bill’s final consideration. 


Other Hurdles 


After approval by the full Ju- 
diciary Committee, the measure 
will be sent to the House Com- 
mittee on Rules. Although this 
committee is composed primarily 
of Northern Democrats and Re- 
publicans, it is expected that the 
chairman, Howard Smith of Vir- 
ginia, and the tommittee’s rank- 
ing member, Rep. Colmer of Mis- 
sissippi, both strong opponents of 
the bill, will be able to effect fur- 
ther delays in the measure’s pas- 
sage through parliamentary ma- 
neuvers. Yet, even the most avid 
opponents of the legislation real- 
ize that it cannot be delayed in- 
definitely and will eventually 
reach the floor of the House for 
debate and vote. They also recog- 
nize that, since House debate is 
limited, the measure finally will 
receive House approval as it did 
last year.

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Sen. Sparkman Discusses ‘Civil Rights’’ 


The following is a statement 
made by Senator John Sparkman 
before the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee on constitutional rights on 
Thursday, February 28: 

Mr. Chairman: I confess that I 
have not agreed with Attorney 
General» Brownell and other pro- 
ponents of the so-called: civil 
rights legislation now before your 
committee. 

There is one statement, however, 
that the Attorney General mada 
in his testimony with which I am 
in hearty accord. It is that there 
is needed “a greater knowledge 
of the problem”. 


In this regard, Mr. Brownell is 
entirely correct. For some years, 
I have advocated a better under- 
standing of the facts. That would 
show, in my opinion, that the kind 
of legislation now before this com- 
mittee would not accomplish what 
its sponsors think. You just. can 
not legislate the mores or tradi- 
tions or habits of a people. The 
Prohibition Amendment proves 
this, and the law books are re- 
plete with similar illustrations. 
Moreover, events happening every 
day in all parts of this nation 
Show that in actual practice! there 
is just as much _ discrimination 
elsewhere as in the South. Maybe 
the laws are not the same, but 
by and large, the customs and the 
practices are. | 


Such a study of the facts would 
also show that improvement in 
economic conditions inevitably 
makes for improvement in racial 
relations. 


Economic improvements in the 
South during the past 20 years 
have demonstrated this fact. Un- 
til the distrust and fear of recent 
months caused by outside pressure 
and agitators, we in the South en- 
joyed the best relations of this 
century. 

If the Congress sincerely wants 
to improve the welfare of the 
Southern minority, if it wants to 
prevent or lessen racial discrim- 
ination, give us in the South the 
assistance so greatly needed to 
enable our school children to re- 
ceive education on par with that 
of other sections of the country. 
Forced integration won’t make for 
better education — just the oppo- 
Bite; adequate facilities and well- 
trained teachers in time will do it. 

Such a study would also show 
that the greater the percentage 
of the minority, the greater is 
the discrimination. This is not 
just true of the Negro in the 
South; it is also true of the Negro 
in the North, of the Japanese or 
Chinese in the West, of the Puerto 
Rican and the Negro in New 
York, and of minorities wherever 
they may be. 

Since the legislation before you 
is generallyy accepted as being’ 
aimed at the South, perhaps we 
should enact laws to provide for 
government assistance to resettle 
any of our Negro citizens that 
may want to move to other states, 
especially to those where the per- 
centage of the Negro population 
is less than five or ten per cent 
of the total population. 

This presently proposed legis- 
lation. is so far-reaching as to 
negate the rights guaranteed to 
persons or individuals under the 
Constitution. 

The legislation would give the 
Attorney General, or certain ones 
under his supervision, the power 
to intimidate citizens, and state 
and local government officials. It 
would hold the accused guilty un- 
til he proves himself innocent, the 


exact reversal of existing judicial 
practice; it would deprive the ac- 
cused of trial by jury; it would 
remove power and control over 
schools and other institutions 
from the hands of local people 
who know the problems best. 


There is no individual or group, 
no government agency, local or 
national; no employee, federal, 
state or privatg, that would be 
free of the whims and fancies, 
real or imaginary, of the Attorney 
General and the lawyers he would 
hire under this legislation. 


Nor is the scope of the pending 
legislation limited to race rela- 
tions. It embraces all rights ex- 
tended to the people of this coun- 
try by the Constitution and by ex- 
isting laws. é 


Congressman Huddleston, im tes- 
timony already given before the 
House Judiciary Committee, has 
pointed out that the legislation 
would cut across and dissipate the 
power spelled out in current labor 
laws. 

The people of the South, Mr. 
Chairman, almost to a man, are 
opposed to this legislation. Recent 
decisions of the Supreme Court 
that would destroy customs of 
generations, and agitation result- 
ing from these decisions have al- 
ready set back for a generation 
or more, friendly relations that 
had been built between. the races. 
Legislative agitation on top off 
that will simply make for an even 
worse situation. 

A people can be pushed too far. 
I fear this legislation! would do 
just that. 

It is easy, Mr. Chairman, to talk 
about civil rights. Often in their 
zeal to enact legislation supposed 
to deal with civil rights, many 
people seem to forget that the 
basic civil rights which we have 
so long proclaimed are the rights 
of every accused person: 

1. To be presumed to be inno- 


cent until proved guilty. 

2. To be clearly informed of the 
charges against him. 

3. To trial by a jury of his 
peers. 

These are the fundamental civil 
rights. 

These great rights were won 
by our forebears from kings and 
tyrants over long years of hard 
effort and even _ bloodshed. 
These rights we have long treas- 
ured and have proudly guarded. 

To impair them is to strike at 
the very heart of our system of 
justice, which we believe to be the 
world’s best. 

This legislation requested by 
the Attorney General, if enacted 
into law, would violate and indeed 
break down these fundamental 
civil rights. 

This must not be done.

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Report from Washington

After many weeks of commit- 
tee hearings and floor debate, the 
Senate last week passed the Presi- 
dent’s requested ‘Middle Eastern 
resolution by a 72 to 19 vote. 

This resolution, adopted in Jan- 
vary by the House of Represen- 
tatives, contains two important 
provisions. The first provision 
makes it perfectly clear that the 
United States will assist mili- 
tarily any Middle Eastern country 


asking for our help in the event 
of overt armed aggression by a 
communist nation. The second 
provision gives the President the 
authority to spend up to .$200 
million of existing mutual se- 
curity funds in this area before 
July 1: 

Although the Senate amended 
the House-adopted resolution, it 
was generally agreed that no ma- 
terial changes were made as a 
result of the Senate’s action. On 
Thursday, the House agreed to 
the Senate amendments and the 
resolution was signed by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower two days later. 


Mission to Middle East. 


Leaving for the Middle. East 
early this week is a special mis- 
sion whose main purpose is to 
explain tne Eisenhower doctrine 
to the people of that area. To 
head this mission, President Ei- 
senhower has appointed James 
P, Richards of South Carolina, 
former chairman of the House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs. A 
Democrat, Ambassador Richards 
retired at the end of the 84th 
Congress after serving 24 years 
as a member of the House of 
Representatives. It was my privi- 
lege to work very closely with 
“Dick” Richards during the last 
Congress, and I know of no mem- 
ber of the House of Representa- 
tives who was more highly re- 
spected. 

Two-thirds of the world’s known 
oil reserves are in the Middle 
East, and the entire economy of 
Western Europe depends to a 
large extent on that oil supply. 
Should the Middle Eastern area 
fall under communist control, the 
security of our allies in Western 
Europe would be seriously im- 
periled. ‘ 

Ambassador Richards is well 
aware of the importance of his 
mission, and his former colleagues 
in Congress know that he will 
tackle with real determination the 
difficult assignment he has under- 
taken. 


Congress’ Anniversary 


The House of Representatives 
interrupted its legislative activi- 
ties on Monday of last week to 
observe the 168th anniversary of 
the Congress of the United States. 

The 91 members of the First 
Congress—26 Senators and 65 
Representatives —- assembled on

their initial session. Because of:

Diseases of the heart and blood 
vessels cause the death of well 
over 8,000 Alabamians each year. 
Of these diseases, about 60 per 
cent are hypertensive and arte- 
rio-sclerosic. These lead to heart 
enlargement of the left ventricle 
and finally failure from over- 
work, or to occlusion of the coro- 
nary arteries of the heart, or to 
apoplexy. 

The number ‘of cases seen in 
the chest clinic with enlargement 
of the heart, high blood pressure 
and signs of hardening of the ar- 
teries, is cause for considerable 
concern. By having the blood pres- 
sure determined at least twice a 
year and the condition of the 
heart evaluated, your doctor can 
find these diseases while they can 
still be controlled. Many active 
years can be added to your life. 
If these conditions are disregard- 
ed and the trouble allowed to pro- 
gress, irreversible changes will 
take place. 


The next most important form 
of heart disease is that accompa- 
nying or following rheumatic fe- 
ver. This is usually preceded by a 
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streptococcus infection, most often 
in the throat. In case of a strep- 
tococcus sore throat, do not stop 
going to your doctor as soon as 
the symptoms are alleviated. It 
has been proved that if you will 
continue with the antibiotics us- 
ually used, for at least 10 days 
after the sore throat, fever, etc., 
have subsided, the vast majority 
of cases of rheumatic heart dis- 
ease can be prevented.

Eradication of Fire Ant Is 
Object of Selden Bill 


Rep. Armistead Selden has in- 
troduced legislation in the House 
of Representatives that will auth- 
orize the Secretary of Agracul- 
ture to establish a fire ant eradi- 
cation program under the pro- 
visions of a section of the De- 
partment of Agriculture Organic 
Act of 1944. 

The present law lists the spe- 
cific insects and plant diseases 
which can be attacked by the 
Agriculture Department, such as 
the Japanese beetle, peach mo- 
siac, Dutch elm disease, and oth- 
ers. Congressman Selden’s bill 
amends this aprovision by includ- 
ing authorization for a program 
to eradicate “insect pests ... 
such as imported fire ant.” 

The measure has been referred 
to the House Committee on Ag- 
riculture, and Rep. Selden is urg- 
ing the committee’ members to 
act on this legislation at the 
earliest possible date.

In the 1956 Agriculture Act, 
Congress established a 51-million 
acre national base acerage for 
corn, but required as a condition 
for price support that the equiva- 
lent of 15% of the farmer’s base 


corn acreage be placed in the soil 
bank. This plan was ‘to be effec- 
tive in 1956 but would not remain 
operative in subsequent years un- 
less commercial corn growers vot- 
ed to continue it. 

In a referendum held last De- 
cember, less than the necessary 
two-thirds voted to continue the 
plan. As a result, national corn 
acreage for 1957 was set in ac- 
cordance with the 1938 Agricul- 
ture Act at 37.3 million acres with 
price supports at $1.36 a bushel. 

Agricultural experts predicted 
that commercial corn producers 
would forfeit federal aid rather 
than comply with such a small 
allotment, and corn surpluses 
would continue to increase as 
farmers overplanted to gain |in- 
come. 


Corn Legislation Defeated 


In an effort to remedy this 
situation, the House of Represen- 
tatives last week considered legis- 
lation designed to grant emer- 
gency aid to major corn producing 
areas. 

At one point during the debate 
on the bill, House members voted 
against sending the measure back 
to the Agriculture Committee for 
revisions—an indication the legis- 
lation would be approved. It was 
evident, however, that an in- 
creased corn subsidy program 
would be expensive. It was also 
felt by many members that, if 
the corn producers were to bene- 
fit, the legislation should be en- 
larged to provide subsidies to cot- 
ton, rice, tobacco, and wheat 
farmers who have diverted their 
acreage to other grain crops. As 
a result, the first farm bill of the 
session was finally rejected by a 
vote of 217-188. 

While it is still possible for 
the Senate to approve a measure 
that will be acceptable, or for 
the House Agriculture Committee 
to make another try, the pros- 
pects for the passage of corn

legislation this year is far from 
bright. 


Budget Reduction 


For the first time in history, 
Congress has called on the Presi- 
dent to recommend possible re- 
ductions in the national budget. 
House members adopted a resolu- 
tion last Tuesday respectfully re- 
questing President Eisenhower to 
“indicate the places and amounts 
in his budget where he thinks 
substantial reductions may best! 
be made.” This action came as a 
result of the President’s 
ences to the press that the budget 
he had presented to Congress in 
January was too high and should 
be reduced by Congress.

On the day following the pas- 
sage of this unprecedented resolu- 
tion, members of the House of 
Representatives voted to reduce 
the appropriation for the office 
of the President and several other

Also passed last week by the 
House of Representatives Was a 
measure that will extend until 
April 1, 1958, the current 25% 
corporate income tax rate and 
certain excise taxes scheduled for 
reduction on the ffrst of next 
month.

STRAY DOGS 


An article in last week’s issue 
of The Reporter in reference to 
stray dogs was read with much 
interest. 

That these stray dogs are a 
hazard and a nuisance can not be 
denied. The State Dog Control 
Act, the enforcement of which is 
a function of the County Board 
of Health, is designed primarily 


to enable dog owners to have their 
dogs immunized against rabies.. 
The County Rabies Inspector, Mr. 
Bloomer Wilson, is appointed by’ 
the County Board of Health and 
during the summer months he con- 
ducts inoculation clinics in every 
section of the county. At times 
he takes up dogs and impounds 
them, but he is in no sense of the 
word a county-wide dog catcher. 

Since most stray dogs. are in 
the towns, the best approach to 
the problem is for each munici- 
pality to pass a dog control ordi- 
nance, to require all dog owners 
to pay $1.00 license for each dog, 
and to require the owner to pro- 
duce a certificate of inoculation 
against rabies for the current year 
before a license will be issued. 

Then after September 1, under 
supervision of the police depart- 
ment, a systematic search should 
be made for strays and all dogs 
found without a license tag and 
rabies tag on their collars would 
be humanely disposed of. 

Such a municipal ordinance to 
supplement the state law is the 
only way the towns can deal with 
the stray dog problem. This has, 
on several occasions, been called 
to the attention of every mayor 
and town council in the county. 
Thus far, three towns have adopt- 
ed such ordinances.

To rig for diving in a modern 
submarine, the crew must con- 
duct 225 individual operational 
and equipment checks.

EASY AS PIE 


Having trouble with your pies? 
Qne of the Home Economics II 
foods classes at the Montevallo 
High School has been studying 
desserts. This week the laboratory 
work has been focused on pies, 
often called “America’s favorite 
dessert”. The class found that 
pies have long been enjoyed as 
desserts. In the thirteenth cen- 
tury, they were so popular that 
landlords sometimes accepted them 
as payment for rent. 

The girls have learned that a 
good cream pie is one that has 
crisp, flaky, tender pastry, a fill- 
ing that has a smooth, rich, vel- 
vety texture, topped off by a 
beautifully swirled, light straw- 
colored meringue that is crisp on 
the outside and has a soft, tender 
interior. 

Class members are beginning to 
realize that perfect pastry can re- 
sult from practice and from using 
correct proportions of flour, wat- 
er, and fat. Pastry is flaky when 
the fat is cut into the flour in 
little lumps. 


One of the factors in the sue- 


cess of a cream filling is preheat- 
ing the milk before adding the 
other ingredients. 

“Weepy” meringue is a prob- 
lem that some cooks have with 
cream pies. This is caused by a 
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leakage of liquid from ‘the mer- 
ingue into the cream filling, mak- 
ing the pie unsightly when cut. 
Also, when the uncooked; meringue 
is not extended to the ed¢ge of the 
pie crust and completely “sealed”, 
this affects the texture of the 
filling. f 

In a recent issue of The Journal 
of Home Economics, Dr. Jean Gil- 
lis and Mrs. Natalie Fitch report- 
ed their research on ringues. 
They found that the mgst stable 
méringues were made by using 
two tablespoons of sugar to each 
egg white, beating the whites with 
an electric beater at high speed 
for 20 to 40 seconds before ad- 
ding the sugar, and by baking at 
325 degrees for 18 minutes. 

The pies made in class this

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County Chest Clinic 


Is First in State 


The Shelby County Health Cen- 
ter is justifiably proud of its 
Chest Clinic. This clinic has been 
in operation since 1944, was the 
first of its kind in the State, and 
has won state-wide recognition. 

The State Health Department 
has demonstrated its interest in 
the work being done by inviting 
your Health Officer, who is also 
clinician for the clinic, to address 
some 600 public health workers 
at their annual conference in Bir- 
mingham. The clinician is also 
an approved film interpreter for 
the State Health Department and 
a member of the American Tru- 
dean Society and the Alabama 
Heart Association. 

So many X-ray films showed 
evidence of heart disease that it 
was deemed advisable to estab- 
lish a heart clinic. This plan was 
discussed with the County Medi- 
cal Society and received their en- 
thusiastic support. ' 

Blood pressures are taken on 
all patients referred to the chest 
clinic. Since the X-ray films are 
not usually developed and studied 
until the day following the regu- 
lar X-ray day, it is necessary to 
notify the patient to come back in 
the event that the presence of 
heart disease is suspected. When 
he comes back for a heart exam- 
ination, an adequate history is 
taken, the blood pressure is. re- 
checked, he is fluoroscoped in va- 
rious positions, his heart is ex- 
amined by the usual methods and 
an electrocardiagram is made. Af- 
ter these findings are correlated, 
a report is sent to the family doc- 
tor. 

Since this work requires consid- 
_ erable time, only chest clinic pa- 


tients and patients referred by a 
physician can be admitted to the 
heart. clinic. - 

Your county tuberculosis asso- 
ciation and county chapter of the 
heart association help to make 
this work possible and deserve 
your support. It is only by the 
collaboration of these organiza- 
tions and the Board of Revenue 
and the state and county health 
departments that these clinics are 
made possible.

Tips on Tipping 


There are many ways of spotting an Spee traveler, He has 


label-covered suitcases. He never’gets up 
proaching foreign shores. He remains unruffled when customs ins 
elon ings and he never carries “careless cash”.. He 

f travelers cheques. Another thing he never does 


pore over his 
rotects himself wit 
is overtip. 

How much should a traveler 
tip? And when? 

While the principles are the 
same from Times Square to Tim- 
buctoo, the amounts may differ — 
and who gets tipped varies widely. 

For example, in-France you'll 
be expected to tip the theatre 
usher or the subway station wash- 
room attendant — people you'd 
seldom think of tipping in the U.S. 
In certain big-city restaurants 
you are expected to tip not only 
the waiter but the head waiter, 
und perhaps the maitre d’, Folks 
who travel abroad discover that 
an astonishing number of persons 
are aecustomed to being tipped. 
But here are some general guide 
rules. , 

En route in a plane your tipping 
problems are nil and on a train 
they are few. In the case of the 
latter, porters, stewards, and con- 
ductors are tipped for each service 
rendered. Shipboard travelers, 
however, should count on about 10 
per cent of the cost of the fare to 

' be apportioned among the Cabin, 
Dining Room, Bath and Deck 
Stewards. Supplement bar bills by 
10 to 15 per cent, to take care of 
the entire bar staff including wait- 
er, bartender and wine steward. 


The familiar “percentage” rule 
of tipping — between 10. and 15 
pek cout of the bill — is useful, but 

imited. Frequently, the amount of 

the bill is no guide at all, such as 
In city taxicabs. On the other 
hand, tips are properly on the low 
side in such places as Latin-Amer- 
ica and most of Asia, where nearer 
10 per cent is acceptable. 


The expérienced traveler always 
earries plenty of small change 


efore breakfast when ap- 
ctors 


and, when abroad, does his tipping 
in the local currency. This doesn’t 
mean you have to carry a lot of 
cash — and be concerned about 
losing it. You can take all except 
a small amount of your funds in 
American Express travelers 
cheques. These ‘may be changed 
into local currency as needed, any- 
where in the world. You can buy 
them at your local bank before 
you leave home, and if any get 
lost, American Express will make 
a prompt refund. While you. are 
away from home, it’s generally a 
good idea to change one of your 
travelers cheques into small bills 
and coin-of-the-realm when you 
start your day, and then you are 
ready for anything. { 
Most European and Latin 
American hotels add a “service 
charge” to their bills for distribu- 
tion to the entire staff. Many trav- 
elers leave a little extra, anyway, 
especially if they may-go back, .

After almost two weeks of de- | 
bate on the appropriation bill for 
the Department of Labor and the 
Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare, members of the 
House of Representatives com- 
pleted action on this legislation 
last Thursday. A total of $2,846,- 
730,781 was approved for operat- 
ing the two departments and their 
related agencies for fiscal 1958. 
This amount was $15.7 million 
less. than the appropriation rec- 
ommended by the Appropriations 
Committee and was $134 million 
below the President’s budget re- 
quest, 

There were 14 roll call votes 
during final action on the measure 
on Thursday.

Naval Exercises 


As a member of a Naval Re- 
serve unit composed of congress- 
men and congressional staff mem- 
bers, I took part last week end 
in a simulated air, sea, and un- 
derwater anti-submarine exercise. 
Included in this demonstration 
were surface #hips, submarines, 
blimps, helicopters, and aircraft. 
Except for the fact that the wea- 
pons fired did not contain lethal 


_ explosives, the exercise was com- 


pletely realistic. 

The four participating subma- 
rines endeavored to penetrate a 
protective screen set up by sur- 
face ships and all types of air- 
craft. When the surface vessels 
and aircraft detected a submarine 
on their; underwater sound equip- 
ment, they sought to “annihilate” 
the target with “live” ammunition. 
The submarines were unrestricted 
in their maneuvers, and a number 
of torpedoes were launched by 
them against surface targets. 


Fastest Submarine 


Those of us present were di- 
vided into five groups so that we 
might have an opportunity to 
participate in the exercises on a 
vessel or aircraft of. our choice. 
I was very fortunate in being as- 
signed to the Navy’s experimental 
submarine, the Albacore. This stib- 
marine is the fastest and most 
maneuverable underwater vessel in 
the Navy today and is often re- 
ferred to as the submarine of the 
future. ; 

Although thé Albacore was sur- 
faced a portioh of the time we 
were aboard, she was submerged 
for nearly, two hours. While un- 
derwater we operated at high 
speeds and great depths.

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Montevallo Students Win Awards. 
At Birmingham Science Fair 


High school science and mathe- 
matics students from about 25 
schools in the Birmingham dis- 
trict attended and displayed pro- 
jects at the third annual science 
fair held at Municipal Auditorium 
in Birmingham April 11 and 12. 


Students from Montevallo High 
School won first and third places 
in the senior division of botany, 
bacteriology and virology. 


Phyllis Woolley, whose subject 
was “The Induction of Cancer by 
Virus”, won first place in the 
senior division of virology. She 
had experimented with two dif- 
ferent broods of chickens, one in 
the fall and one in the spring. By 
inoculating four different breeds 
of chickens with Rous Sarcoma 
Virus, she was able to determine 
the breed most susceptible to can- 
cer. These had been preserved 
and were displayed. 

Ann Burchfield’s subject, Lich- 
ens, Mosses and Liverworts and 
Ferns growing on and near Fall- 
ing Rock in Shelby County, won 
third place in the senior division 
of botany. Ann’s paper mache 
model of Falling Rock, with plants 
she had identified were realistical- 
ly exhibited. 

Sonny Lucas won third award 


in the junior division of zoology. 


His project, “The Imported Fire 
Ant”, led to the collection and 
preservation of a queen, drone, a 
worker and the larva stage of the 
insect. Fire ants had been cap- 
tured and their habits observed 
for at least three weeks. Sonny 
had also experimented in his pas- 
ture with chlorodane, dieldrin and 
arsenate of lead. He ‘plans to fol- 
low through with this experiment 
until definite conclusions are de- 
termined. 

In the senior division of zool- 
ogy, James Earl Davis, compet- 
ing with 81 entrants, won the 
third award on his project entitl- 
ed “Attracting Birds”. He ex- 
perimented with three tracts of 
land to determine to what extent 
food, shelter and water influenced 
the attraction of birds. In a sec- 
ond experiment he found that the 
birds like dark colors in’ prefer- 
ence to bright flashy colors for 
their homes and feeding stations. 
James Earl’s models of bird hous- 
es and feeders were well con- 
structed and workable. His | dis- 
play of paper mache birds feed- 
ing, nesting and in flight was 
life-like and showed ingenious 
skill. 

Other students who exhibited 
projects were Tony Burchfield, 
junior three in botany; Josslyn 
Blakely, senior two, and Vance 
Bush, senior one, in chemistry. 
Ronda Albright, senior one, ex- 
hibited her project, “Our English 
and Metric Systems”, in the field

Report from Washington

A measure was passed last week 
by the House of Representatives 
that gives the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture the auth- 
ority necessary to eliminate or 
control the imported fire ant. This 
bill is similar to legislation I in- 
troduced early last month. 

In a statement supporting the 
House-adopted measure, I empha- 
sized that its passage alone would 
not eliminate or control the fire 
ant and that additional legisla- 
tion as well as the appropriation 
of funds would undoubtedly be 
necessary. However, the passage 
of this bill was a necessary ini- 
tial step in our efforts to obtain 
federal assistance to fight this 
dangerous and destructive insect. 


1945 British Loan 


On December 6, 1945, the gov- 
ernments of the United States and 
the United Kingdom entered into 
a financial agreement whereby 
our government loaned to the

United Kingdom $3,750,000,000. 
Repayment of this loan was to be 
made over a period of 50 years 
in the amount of $138.4 million 
annually. These annual payments 
which began in 1951 were to in- 
clude both principal and interest. 
However, provision was made in 
the 1945 financial agreement for 
the waiver of interest payments 
whenever the United Kingdom 
found itself in serious financial 
difficulties. 


Repayment of the loan began 
five years ago and Great Britain 
made all payments on the princi- 
pal and interest until December 
81,.1956. On that date, the Brit- 
ish government paid the principal 
but made a formal request for 
a waiver of interest under the 
terms of the original agreement. 

Finding the 1945 “waiver for- 
mula” inadequate, the United 
States was faced with the alterna- 
tive of extended negotiations over 
the waiver provisions, with the 
ultimate possibility that the~ mat- 
ter might end up in prolonged le- 
gal dispute, or of achieving a new 
formula agreeable to both coun- 
tries. The latter alternative was 
chosen. 


Agreement Revised 


Under the terms of the new 
agreement, the United Kingdom 
gives up all rights to claim a 
waiver of interest. In return the 
United States agrees that Great 
Britain may ‘postpone but not 
waive a maximum of seven pay- 
ments of principal and interest. 

Under the 1945 waiver provi- 
sion, it was theoretically possible 
for the United Kingdom to quali+ 
fy for complete forgiveness of in-

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GRAND JURY REPORT 


The following report of the Grand 
Jury of Shelby County was ren- 
dered to Judge A. L. Hardegree in 
the Circuit Court last week: | 

We have investigated 65 cases 
and we return into court 57 in- 
dictments, 46 of which are for 
felonies and the remainder are for 
misdemeanors. 

We have examined audits of the 
accounts of various public offic- 
ials prepared by examiners of the 
State Department of Examiners 
of Public Accounts, as follows: 

The County Board of Educa- 
tion and Custodian of County 
School Funds; Boggs of Revenue 
and Control; Tax Assessor; Tax 
Collector; Consolidated Report of 
Justices of the Peace. 

We are impressed by our exam- 
ination of these reports that the 
officials reported upon have ren- 
dered good service to the county. 
We commend them for their good 
work. 

We do note that in one or two 
instances Justices of the Peace 
have not submitted reports as 
promptly as is required by lqaw. 
We urge that those delinquent 
justices fulfill their duties in the 
manner now being done by the 
great majority of those officials 
serving in this capacity. 

Jail Inspected 


All of our number visited the 
county jail. We inspected the 
building and facilities and we ob- 
served that the jail is kept in a 
clean and sanitary condition. The 
prisoners spoke favorably of the 
treatment that they have received 
Since their confinement. They said 
that they were served good food 
adequate in quantity. 

We wish to commend Mr. Elvie 
Parker, the jailer, and Mrs. Park-

work they are doing. 

In proceeding to the jail from 
the second floor of the courthouse 
it was necessary for us to walk 
through the courthouse, the addi- 
tion to the courthouse and up 
three flights of stairs to the Sher- 
iff’s office. It occurred to us that 
a connecting walk from the third 
floor of the addition to the sec- 
ond floor of the courthouse would 
be of considerable convenience and 
highly desirable. To those who 
might be responsible for a modi- 
fication of this sort, we recom- 
mend that such change be given 
consideration. 


Buildings and Grounds 


A committee appointed by our 
foreman examined the court house 
grounds and buildings. They re- 
port to us that this public proper- 
ty is being cared for in a very 
fine manner. They found the prop- 
erty to be clean and generally in 
a good state of repair. They rec- 
ommend that certain matters re- 
ceive attention. They suggest that 
a coat of paint on the outside 
wood work is needed. It was their 
observation that rack facilities are 
needed in the office of the County 
Engineer for the hanging of blue 
prints used by this department. It 
was the committee’s opinion that 
present facilities are greatly in- 
adequate. Several occupants of the 
addition to the courthouse request- 
ed that it be reported to the 
Grand Jury that overhead lights 
in the passage ways are not used 
in that building; that in their 
judgment, use of such _ lights 
would be desirable. The hallways 
are lengthy and on cloudy days 
the passageways become quite 
dark. Therefore, we recommend 
that these light facilities be used. 

The A. S. C. office has just 
‘moved into the quarters formerly 
occupied by the Health Depart- 
ment. Personnel in this office sug- 
gested that sinks attached to the 
wall and formerly used by the 
Health Department are now ob- 
structions and in the way of the 
new occupants of this space’ We 
recommend that these sinks be 
removed. 


Tax Collector’s Office 


Our committee, together with a 
second committee charged with 
the duty of visiting the various 
county offices, both observed that 
the furnishings and equipment in 
the Tax Collector’s office is quite 
below the standard maintained in 
the offices of other officials. We 
are in agreement that, if possible, 
new and better equipment should 
be purchased for this office. It is 
also our judgment that this office 
should be supplied with a cash 
register. We believe this recom- 
mendation to be a matter of im- 
portance, as rather large sums of 
money are handled by the Collect- 
or and he should be furnished 
adequate equipment for the per- 
formance of his duties. 

It has been brought to our at- 
tention that witnesses who appear 
before the Grand Jury and who 
attend court in response to sub- 
poenas issued in behalf of the 
State are not paid until some time 
after date of their appearance. 
Sometime this delay in paying 
these people may extend longer 
than one or two years. We suggest 
that local legislation be employed 
te make lawful the payment of 
these witnesses at the ‘time they 
prove their attendance.

F.D.A.F. 
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Report from Washington

_ Before adjourning last week for 
a ten-day Easter recess, the House 
of Representatives made a fur- 
ther reduction of $101,850,000 in 
the President’s 1958 budget re- 
quest. This lateSt reduction was 
made in funds for the Depart- 
ments of State and Justice and 
the United States Information 
Agency. More than one billion 
dollars has been cut from the 
eight appropriation bills consider- 
ed to date by the House of Rep- 
resentatives. The Senate has yet 
to act on any of these measures. 


Committee Study 

One of the most important tasks 
assigned to the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee each year is 
the authorization of funds for the 
Mutual Security (foreign aid) 
Program. This year the President 
has recommended for that pro- 
gram a total of $4.4 billion. I am 
one among several on the commit- 
tee who feel that this sum can be 
reduced substantially. In order to 
secure first-hand information on 
the current operations of the Mu- 
tual Security Program in Europe, 
the Subcommittee on Europe of 
the House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee, of which I am a mem- 
ber, is sclHeduled to spend the 
Easter recess in that area in an 
effort to determine if and where 
our assistance programs can be 
be safely curtailed. 


Other important matters will 
also be looked into during the 
subcommittee’s European mission. 
Included will be the question of 
a co-ordinated effort with the 
members of NATO and with oth- 
er European countries to streng- 
then the fight for and mainten- 
ance of freedom, independence, 
and stability in the European 
area. 


The subcommittee expects to 
spend several days in Austria in 
an effort to secure information 
in connection with the Hungarian 
refugee program. Committee mem- 
bers have been concerned for sev- 
eral months over reports /relating 
to the screening of Hungarian es- 
capees who were brought to the 
United States, and we expect to 
furnish the full committee with 
a detailed report on that subject. 

Itinerary 

The chairman of the European 
Subcommittee announced the pro- 
posed study mission in February 
and, since that time, we have held 
a series of preliminary hearings 
here in Washington. In addition, 
we have conferred at United Na- 
tions headquarters with Ambassa- 
dor Henry Cabot Lodge and with 
other United States representa- 
tives to the U. N. 

In Europe, the subcommittee 
members will meet with American 
officials in France, Austria, Ger- 
many, and England, as well as 
with government representatives 
and other citizens of these coun- 
tries. 

Report on Study 

After our return, we will pre- 
sent to the full committee a re- 
port that will be published and 
made available to the public. In 
the meantime, I shail give an ac-

However, it is not 
made clear just what and where 
his church is. 

Last week he was here while a 
revival was going on at Enon 
Baptist Church. 

So Mr. Bennett, in addition to 
his jail mission work, also took 
on voluntarily the work of put- 
ting in a plug for the Enon re- 
vival, which he also attended. 

In some instances where he 
made solicitations, he left the im- 
pression that he was working for 


and in the interest of Enon. This,|.- 


he says, was unintentional. 

When the Deacons .of Enon 
found out that Mr. Bennett had 
possibly made unauthorized rep- 
resentation of their church, they 
called upon him to go back to 
those whom he had solicited and 
make it clear that he was not 
authorized to collect money for 
Enon Church, nor to represent the 
church in any way. 

This Mr. Bennett readily con- 
sented to do, and also signed the 
following statement for publica- 
tion:

To Whom It May Concern: 


It has come to my knowledge 
that some people in this area are 
under the impression that I have 
in recent days solicited contribu- 
tions on behalf of Enon Baptist 
Chur¢h. 

I wish to make it clear that 
my solicitations have been made 
on behalf of the work I have rep- 
resented for several years as a 
missionary to distribute Bibles in 
jails and to preaeh the gospel to 
prisoners. . 

I regret that'some may have 
misunderstood my mission. I have 
no connection with nor authority 
from Enon Baptist Church. If my 
statements have been misleading 
to anyone, I offer my sincere ap- 
ology and stand ready to make 
full restitution for the same—

Calera Is Assured of 
Adequate Water Supply 


The proceeds from, the Calera 
Water Works - Board revenue 
bonds were received in Birming- 
ham Monday by Z. S. Cowart, 
chairman and Carlos C. Warren, 
treasurer, and placed in the First 
National Bank in Gadsden. 


This, assures Calera of an ade- 
quate water supply for many 
years to come. In fact, it is esti- 
mated by the engineering firm 
that the supply will be sufficient 
to furnish a population of 16,000. 

Stansell Springs has been pur- 
chased, which flows at 475 gal- 
lons per minute, and this water 
has been approved by the State 
Health Department for chlorina- 
tion only. 

A contract with the Stockbridge 
Stone Company was also signed 
Monday for a period of ten years 
for standby water service. This 
contract is a very liberal one for 
the Water Works Board and will 
help assure the repayment of the 
loan. 

Construction of the pumping 
station and pipeline was begun 
Tuesday by Paul Hancock Jr., of 
Center Point and Chicago Bridge 
and Iron Company has already 
started construction of the new 
storage tank. It is expected that 
the new system will be completed 
some time ‘in August.

In all cases the guiding 
principle governing military 
grants should be the obligation of 
each country to bear its fair 
share of the cost of the common 
defense.

In another section report lev- 
eled severe criticism at foreign 
aid administration’s propensity 
for jumping on a horse and gal- 
loping off in all directions. Re- 
port states foreign aid officials 
have over 2,000 foreign projects in 
hopper or much more than they 
can handle. It is recommended 
the number of projects be sub- 
stantially reduced, and also num- 
ber of U.S. personnel abroad to 
reduce causes of friction with 
people of other lands, 

* * * 

In other words, while the re- 
port, as to be expected from 
committee’s make up finds merit 
in principle of foreign aid, it was 
not a whitewash of foreign aid 
operations. Thus, it differs from 
the reports of similarly picked 
adminisfration committees that 
studied tariff protection and anti 
trust laws. And if this commit- 
tee, with interests abroad, could 
not wholeheartedly approve of 
the foreign aid operation, it 
would be interesting to see what 
report would be made on the 
same subject by a committee se- 
lected by Congress from the 
ranks of independent business- 
men with no foreign ties.

McConaughy Is

President Eisenhower has sent 
to the Senate the nomination of 
Walter P. McConaughy as Ameri- 
can Ambassador to Burma. 

Mr. McConaughy has served 
about 27 years in the foreign ser- 
vice of the United States with 
many years of -this service in the 
Far East. J 

Born in Montevallo, Walter was 
graduated from Birmingham-Sou- 
thern College in 1928. Before go- 
ing to Duke University for grad- 
uate work, he taught in the high 
school at Brundidge. 

His foreign service began in 
1980 as vice consul at Tampico, 
Mexico. In 19382 he went to Kobe, 
Japan in the same capacity. From 
1937 to 19389 he was consul in 
Kobe, Nagasaki and Osaka. In 
1941 he became second secretary 
at the embassy in Peiping until 
the U. S. entered World War II.

Alfalfa Regains 
Favor of Cattlemen 


By Bob Chesnutt 


Auburn, Ala.—Alfalfa, the best 
hay crop ever to grow in Alabama 
soil, is regaining favor among 
state livestockmen. 

Indeed, county agents report 
that the atreage going into al- 
falfa this fall may be the high- 
est on record. And, according to 
API: Extension Agronomist O. N. 
Andrews, farmers couldn’t swing 
toward a better crop. 

Looking toward the fall plant- 
ing season, Andrews said that 
Alabama livestock farmers are of- 
fered a variety of grasses and 
legumes- for hay and grazing— 
most of them good. But, he de- 
clared, the dairyman, hog grow- 
er, or cattleman who : overlooks 
alfalfa in his forage program is 
missing a good bet. 

Andrews pointed out several ad- 
vantages of the fast-growing leg- 
ume crop. To name a few: It 
produces three to five tons of 
top-quality hay per acre; makes 
very good supplementary grazing 
for cattle; is one of the best 
grazing crops for hogs; and is a 
good soil builder. Too, one plant- 
ing lasts several years. 

One slight disadvantage of al- 
falfa, as listed by the pasture ex- 
pert, is that it may cause cattle 
to bloat, particularly in the early 
spring. However, he pointed out 
that this drawback is common to 
all fast-growing, succulent leg- 
umes. 

The agronomist said the first 
job ahead for farmers who expect 
to plant the crop this fall is’ to

select a well-drained, productive 
piece of land. And he noted that 
land now in winter legumes will 
likely make an excellent site for 
an alfalfa field. It’s best not to 
plant on land where oats or oth- 
er small grains have been har- 
vested for seed, according to An- 
drews. And farmers were warned 


never to try alfalfa on land in- 
fested with such pests as Ber- 
muda grass, Johnson grass, and 


nut grass. These grasses can ruin 
a good stand of alfalfa in a year 
or so. 


After deciding on a field for 
the hay-making legume, take soil 
samples’ and send \them to the 
testing laboratory in Auburn for 
lime and fertilizer recommenda- 
In case you don’t get the 
soil tested, check with the local 
county agent for general lime and 
fertilizer requirements for your 
particular farm. 


The site chosen should be turned 
no later than June, and the land 
disked lightly every three or four 
weeks to conserve moisture, to 
keep down weeds, and to make 
a firm seed bed. 


Andrews said 25 pounds per 
acre of certified inoculated seed 
should be put down on a firm 
seedbed with a drill or cyclone 
seeder and firmed with a culti- 
packer. Ideal planting time is. a 
cloudy day followed by a slow 
rain. But Andrews advised against 
waiting for such an occasion. He 
said farm experience has proved 
that it pays to plant from Aft. 1 
to Sept. 15 in North Alabama; 
Sept. 1 to Oct. 1 in Central Ala- 
bama; and Sept. 1 to Oct. 15 in 
South Alabama. 


Alfalfa varieties recommended 
for Alabama are Buffalo, Wil- 
liamsburg, Atlantic, Kansas Com- 
mon, Oklahoma Common, Vernal 
and Narragansett. 


Andrews added that farmers 
planting alfalfa for the first time

@iIn towns or cities, seek 
shelter inside, preferably in 
a substantial building. Stay 
away from windows. 

@ The southwest corne?f of 
the basement of a frame 
house is safer than in a brick 
or stone house. If there is no 
basement, lie down on the 
first floor under a table or 
bed (preferably in the south- 
west. corner). 

@ Urban schools: Stay in- 
side, away from windows; 
remain near an inside wall 
on a lower floor. Avoid audi- 
toriums and gymnasiums. 

@ Rural schools of frame 
construction: Teachers 
should remove children to a 
ravine or ditch if storm shel- 
ter is not available.

It now seems plainer than when 
we first remarked it some days 
ago that the business of the Fol- 
some Administration from here 
on in is to delouse and soothe the 
state in preparation for a third 
term campaign .in 1962. 


One after the other Folsom has 
abandoned, or promised to aban- 
don, legislation and policies that 
have set public opinion against 
him. 

The first time Folsom went af- 
ter office, the scandals of his 
maladministration continued right 
up to the end—the climax was 
the pardon-parole orgy—and he 
did not commence to regain favor 
until he had departed the Capitol. 
This time he evidently has con- 
cluded that the time to regain fa- 
vor is before the end of the term 
and the way to meet opposition 
charges is to make the record 
show that he abated the abuses 
himself. 

Not long ago Folsom himself 
announced that he would not agi- 
tate for reapportionment in this 
legislature. This is a notable come 
down since from the start that, 
with a constitutional convention, 
has been basic with him. 

Sunday Senator Broughton 
JT.amberth, a Folsom floor leader, 
said that the Folsom Administra- 
tion would either sponsor its own 
legislation to preserve school seg- 
regation .or support that offered 
by others. 

Lamberth further revealed that

control over Mansion Fund ex- 
penditures would be removed from 
the governor and that competitive 
bidding on state purchases over 
$500 would be required by new 
laws sponsored by the administra- 


tion. Likewise the active duty pay | 


for National Guardsmen would be 
regulated by a law that would re- 
move the suspicion that the call- 
ups were used to pay off Fol- 
somites. 


All of this is sound legislation, 
but the droll aspect of it is that 
no new laws are needed by Fol- 
som to achieve these reforms. 
For example, had Folsom believed 
in competitive bidding, he could 
have required it; nothing stood in 
his way except the need to gorge 
the faithful. At any time he 
could have told the adjutant gen- 
eral to eliminate the abuse of the 
Guard’s active duty carnival. 


If all of this comes to pass and 
in another campaign Folsom is 
confronted with the scandals at- 
taching to these items, he will 
acknowledge them but point out 
that he cleaned his own stable 
before leaving~ office. This would 
probably be disarming and effec- 
tive. 

But one wonders why he is 
exerting himself so systematically 
to delouse. After all, did he not 
get elected in one primary by 
telling Alabama, “Shore I stole— 
that’s the only way you could get 
it from them fellows down in 
Montgomery”?

COME AND GO 


It seems a fair statement that 
what the people of Alabama want 
out of this legislature is for the 
legislature to come and go. 

So far as we are aware, there 
is only one state issue in which 
citizens maintain an active and 
abiding interest, apartness of the 
races. Our principal legislative 
hedges against mixing the schools 
are already on the books. Unfor- 
tunately, the prospect is that 
some fool legislation introduced 
by fanciful extremists will have 
to be debated to the advantage 
of, not the prevailing order, but 
its adversaries. 

Talk of repealing the right-to- 
work bill is probably idle. The 
trend is to an extension of this 
law to other states. That the law 
actually makes much difference 
in practice is not readily demon- 
strated, but the idea it embodies 
represents an enduring cleavage 
of public opinion. Dominant public 
opinion endorses the right-to-work 
concept. The Dave Beck plunder- 
ing, though it doesn’t directly in- 
volve right-to-work provisions, 
nevertheless reinforces the public 
attitude that the law is a sound 
idea. 

The popular revolt against the 
tremendous budget proposed by 
President ‘Eisenhower well tells 
that Alabama is in no mood to 
consider more state taxes. 

A fértile field for legislation 
exists, but the people simply want 
the legislature to be here today, 
gone tomorrow.—Montgomery Ad- 
vertiser.

Fishing License 
Law Explained 


Montgomery, May 8—Alabama’s 
$1 pole and line and $2 rod and 
reel fishing licenses still are caus- 
ing confusion, judging from the 
number of inquiries directed to 
the Department of Conservation 
by fishermen in doubt as to which 
license to buy. 

The - Conservation Department 
makes the following statement of 
clarification: 


If you are 65 or more years of 
age, a lifetime license can be had 
for a 15 cent. issuance fee, and 
should be secured from your Pro- 
bate Judge. This license allows 
use of any legal means of sport 
fishing in public or private wat- 
ers of Alabama. 

If you are between the ages of 
16 and 65, and fish in public or 
private fresh or salt waters more 
than one mile outside your home 
county with pole and line, but 


never use rod and reel, the $1 pole: 


and line license is the one for you 
to buy. If you never fish more 
than one mile outside your home 
county, and don’t ever use rod 
and reel, then you may fish with- 
out any fishing license. 


If you are between 16 and 65 
years of age and fish in , public 
or private waters, including farm 
ponds (which do not belong to 
you or a member of your family 
or which you don’t control as a 
tenant) anywhere in Alabama 
with rod and erel, then you’ must 
have the $2 license. If you use 
both pole and line and rod and 
reel, the rod and reel license will 
cover both types of fishing any- 
where in tha state.

Selden Appointed to 
Memorial Commission 


Washington, D. C., May 9 — 
President Eisenhower announced 
today the appointment of Rep. 
Armistead Selden of Alabama’s 
6th District to the Corregidor- 
Bataan Memorial Commission. 

The Commission was created 
for the purpose of planning and 
constructing a memorial to all 
who fought and died under the 
American flag in the Pacific area 
during World War II. The memo- 
rial is also to be an expression of 
the unity of the Filipinos and the 
Americans in defeating an ag- 
gressor nation in the Pacific. 

Membership on the Commission 
is limited to nine men—three U. 
S. Representatives, three Sena- 
tors, and three non-congressional 
members. All are appointed by 
the President. The positions are 
not salaried. Congressman Selden 
goes on the Commission in place 
of a deceased former member of 
the House of Representatives.

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE TOWN

VALLO, ALABAMA, as follows: 


Section 1. That the grade of Oak Street 
from the northeast property line of Shelby 
Street to the southwest property line of 
Middle Street; Quarles Street from the 
western property line of Selma Road to 
the eastern property line of Samford Street; 
Samford Street from the northerly prop- 
erty line of Graham Street to the southerly 
property line of Quarles Street, including 
the intersection of Quarles Street and Sam- 
ford Street; Graham Street from a point 
84.0 feet east of the east property line of 
Samford Street to a point 63.0 feet west 
of the west property line of Waller Street, 
including the intersection of Samford Street 
and Graham Street and the intersection of 
Waller.

NO. 6-B 


AN ORDINANCE TO PROVIDE FOR CER- 
TAIN _ IMPROVEMENTS ON OAK 
STREET, QUARLES STREET, SAM- 
FORD STREET, QRAHAM 8&TREET, 
EAST BOUNDARY STREET, NORTH 
BOUNDARY STREET, ISLAND 
STREET, PARKWAY CIRCLE, PINE- 
VIEW ROAD, MEADOW ROAD, 
SHELBY STREET AND WILSON 
DRIVE, ALL IN THE TOWN OF MON- 
TEVALLO, ALABAMA. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE TOWN 
COUNCIL OF THE TOWN OF MONTE- 
VALLO, ALABAMA, as follows: 


Section 1, The Town Council has deter- 
mined to improve the following named and 
described streets jn the Town of Monte- 
vallo to the extent hereinafter indicated: 

(a) OAK STREET shall be improved 
from the Northeast property line of Shelby 
Street to the southwest property line of 
Middle Street, by grading, the construction 
of combined curb and gutter on each side 
of said street, and paving the roadway be- 
tween the gutter lines with .a one-course 
asphaltic concrete paving 2 inches thick 
on a 6 inch compacted base course. The 
paving between the gutters shall be 26 
feet wide. The gutters shall be 2 feet wide 
and 6 inches thick and the curb shall be 
6 inches high. 


(b) QUARLES STREET shall be im- 
proved from the western property line of 
Selma Road to the eastern property line 
of Samford Street, including the intersec- 
tion of Quarles Street with Selma Road, 
by grading and the installation of concrete 
valley gutters 2 feet wide and 6 inches 
thick on the outer edge of paving 22 feet 
wide. The paving shall consist of a 2 inch 
asphaltic concrete paving on a 6 inch com- 
pacted base course. 


(c) SAMFORD STREET shall be §im- 
proved from the northerly property line of 
Graham Street to the southerly property 
line of Quarles Street, including the inter- 
section of Quarles Street and Samford 
Street, by grading and the construction of 
concrete valley gutters 2 feet wide and 6 
inches thick along the outer edges of a 
strip of paving 22 feet wide. The paving 
shall consist of a 2 inch asphaltic concrete 
paving on a 6 inch compacted base course. 

(d) GRAHAM STREET shall be improv- 
ed from a point 84 feet east of the east 
property line of Samford Street to-a point 
63 feet west of the west property line of 
Waller Street, including the intersection of 
Samford Street and Graham Street and the 
intersection of Waller Street and Graham 
Street, by grading, the construction of con- 
crete combined curb and gutter on each 
side of said street from the @ast property 
line of Samford Street to a point 63 feet 
west of the west property line of Waller 
Street, and paving the roadway between 
the gutter lines with asphaltic concrete 
paving 2 inches thick on a 6 inch compact- 
ed base course. The paving between the 
gutter lines shall be 22 feet wide. The im- 
provement of Graham Street from the east 
line of Samford Street to a point 84 feet 
east of the east property line of Samford 
Street shall consist of grading and the con- 
struction of a combined concrete curb and 
gutter on the south side of said street only. 

Curbing and guttering on Graham Street 
shall consist of a gutter 2 feet wide and 
6 inches thick and a curb 6 inches thick 
and 6 inches high. 

(e) EAST BOUNDARY STREET shall be 
improved from the northeast line of Shel- 
by Street to a point approximately 146.5 
feet northeast of the northeast line of 
Shelby Street by the construction of a con- 
crete combined curb and gutter along the 
northwest edge of the existing asphalt 
paving. The combined curb and gutter to 
be constructed shall consist of a gutter 2 
feet wide and 6 inches thick and a curb 
6 inches thick and 6 inches high. 

(f) NORTH BOUNDARY STREET shall 
be improved from the southeasterly line of 
Main Street to the northwesterly line of 
Island Street, and the intersection of Is- 
land Street and North Boundary Street, by 
grading, the construction of concrete com- 
bined curb and gutter along each side of 
a strip of paving 26 feet wide and 2 inches 
thick on a 6 inch compacted base course. 
The combined curb and gutter to be con- 
structed shall consist of a gutter 2 feet 
wide and 6 inches thick and a curb 6 
inches thick and 6 inches high. A 54 inch 
reinforted concrete storm sewer shall be 
constructed from the southeasterly property 
line of Main Street to a point 17 feet 
southeast of the center line of Island Street, 
and other storm -and drainage structures 
shall be constructed as required. 

(g) ISLAND STREET shall be improved 
from the northeast property line of North 
Boundary Street to a point approximately 
1,020 feet northeast of the northeast prop- 
erty line of North Boundary Street, by 
grading and paving. The paving on sald 
street shall be asphaltic concrete paving 
1% inches thick and 18 feet wide on a 6 
inch compacted base course. 

(h) PARKWAY CIRCLE shall be im- 
proved from the end of the existing pave- 
ment in the intersection of Parkway Circle 
and Crestview Drive to the north line of 
Arden Subdivision, including the intersection 
of Parkway Circle and Meadow Road and 
the tntersection of Parkway Circle and 
Pineview Road, by grading and paving and 
























the construction of a concrete valley gut- 
ter 2 feet wide and 6 inches thick on each 
side of the portion of the street to be 
paved. The width of the paving .and ‘the 


distance between the side edges of the val- 


ley gutter shall be 22 feet, and paving shall 
be asphaltic concrete paving 1% inches 
thick on a compacted base course 6 inches

from a point 350 feet east of the intersec- 
tion of the center lines of Pineview Road 
and Crestview Drive-to a point 525 feet 
east of said intersection, by grading, pav- 
ing and the construction of concrete valley 
gutters. The valley gutters shall be 24 
inches wide and 6 inches thick and shall 
be constructed on each side of a strip of 
asphaltic concrete paving 22 feet wide and 
1% ifiches thick on a compacted base 
course 6 inches thick. The improvement 
shall terminate in a turn-around, the ra- 
dius of which shall be 35 feet and the 
center line of which shall be located 490.06 
feet from the intersection of the center 
lines of Pineview Road and Crestview 
Drive. ‘ 

(j) MEADOW ROAD shall be improved 
from the end of the existing improvements 


in the intersection of Meadow Road and’ 


Crestview Drive to the northwesterly right 
of way line of Parkway Circle by grading 
and paving and the installation of con- 
crete valley gutters on each side of a strip 
of paving 22 feet wide. The paving shall 
consist of asphaltic concrete paving 1% 
inches thick on a compacted base course 
6 inches thick and the valley gutters shall 
be 2 feet wide and 6 inches thick. 

(k) SHELBY STREET shall be improved 
from the northwesterly property line of 
Valley Street to the southwesterly property 
line of Aldrich Road, including the inter- 
section of Oak Street and Shelby Street 
and the intersection of Aldrich Road and 
Shelby Street, by the construction of con- 
crete combined curb and gutter on each 
side of said street. The gutters shall be 
24 inches wide and’6 inches thick and the 
curbs shall be 6 inches thick and 6 inches 
high. 

(1) WILSON DRIVE shall be improved 
from the edge of the existing paving in 
the intersection of Wilson Drive and Ala- 
bama Highway No. 25 to a point 846 feet 
south of the south right of way line of 
Alabama Highway No. 25, by grading and 
paving, and the ‘construction of a concrete 
valley gutter 2 feet wide and 6 inches thick 
on each side of the portion of the street 
to be improved. The width of the paving 
and the distance between the inside edges 
of the valley gutter shall be 22.0 feet, and 
the paving shall be asphaltic concrete pay- 
ing 1% inches thick on a compacted base 
course six inches thick. : 

Section 2. The improvements hereinabove 
described shall include the construction of 
turnouts and driveways where needed and 
the construction of necessary drainage 
structures. Where existing culverts. or 
other drainage structures interfere with 
the construction of the improvements, such 
Structures will be removed and relaid. , 

Section 3. All concrete work shall be 
Portland cement concrete consisting of a 
mixture of one part*Porthind cement, two 
parts sand, and four parts gravel. All 
paving material shall consist of a central 
plant hot mix asphaltic concrete paving on 
a 6 inch compacted base course of crushed 
stone or crushed slag. Storm water inlets 
and manholes shall be constructed of ma- 
sonry and Portland cement mortar and 
shall have cast iron covers or cover plates, 
and headwalls shall be constructed of re- 
inforced concrete. 

Section 4. That the full details, draw- 
ings, plans, specifications and surveys of 
the above described work and estimates 
which have been prepared by Walter 
Schoel Engineering Company, Birmingham, 
Alabama, who has been duly designated 
and appointed as Town Engineers by this 
Council, have been fully considered and 
studied by this Council and hereby are 
adopted. Said details, drawings, plans, 
specifications, surveys and estimates shall 
be immediately placed on file in the office 
of the Town Clerk, where property owners 
who may be affected by such improve- 
ments may see and examine the same. 

Section 5. That the improvements here- 
inabove described shall be made in accord- 
ance with the grades heretofore established 
by ordinance, and according to the full 
details, drawings, plans, specifications and 
surveys of said work and éstimates. herein 
adopted, all under the supervision of said 
Town Engineers. 

Section 6. That the cost of constructing 
said improvements shall be assessed against 
the property abutting on the portions of 
the streets so improved, provided: 

(a) That the cost of improving any in- 
tersection or any part thereof shall be 
assessed against the lots or parcels of 
land abutting on each of the streets, ave- 
nues, alleys or other highways so inter- 
secting for a half block in each direction 
therefrom; provided that for the purpose 
of computing assessments, no block shall 
be considered as extending more than 
1,000 feet from any intersection so im- 
proved. 

(b) That the cost of curbing and gutter- 
ing on street and avenue corners shall be 
assessed against the lots or parcels of 
land abutting on or nearest to said |im- 
provements, and the cost of curbing and 
guttering at the intersection of any alley 


with a street, avenue or other highway 
shall be assessed in fair proportion against 
the respective lots or parcels of land abut- 
ting or cornering on the alley at such in- 

(c) That no assessment shall exceed the 
cost of the improvements or the increased 
wWalue of such property by reason of the 
‘Special benefits. derived “from such im- 
provements. 

Section 7. That the Town Council shall 
meet on the 1lith day of June, 1957, at 
7:15 o'clock P. M. at the Town Hall in 
the Town of Montevallo to hear any ob- 
jections,! remonstrances or protests that 
may be made against said improvements, 
the manner of making the same or the 
character of materials to be used. 

Section 8. This ordinance shall be pub- 
lished once a week for two consecutive 
weeks in the Shelby County Times-Herald, 
@ newspaper published and of general cir- 
culation in the Town of Montevallo, the 
date of the first publication to be not 
less than two weeks before the lith day 
of June, 1957. 

Section 9. A copy of this ordinance shal!

Town taxation the property which may be 
assessed for said improvements, at their 
last known addresses, said notites to be 
g0 mailed by the Town Clerk not less than 
ten days prior to the llth day of June,

Rep. Selden Urges 
Approval of River 
Development Funds 


Washington, May 20—Represen- 
tative Armstead I. Selden testi- 
fied before the House Appropria- 
tions Committee today to urge the 
approval of funds for planning 
and designing the Millers Ferry 
multiple purpose lock and dam to 
be located on the Coosa-Alabamu 
River system near Camden. 

The Millers Ferry dam is one 
of three proposed structures on 
the lower part of the waterway 
which, according to the Corps of 
Engineers, will be necessary be- 
fore these rivers can be used as 
traffic arteries. Navigability of 
the waterway from Rome, Geor- 
gia, to the Gulf of Mexico will al- 
so depend upon the addition of 
locks to the Coosa River dams 
that are being constructed by the 
Alabama Power Company. 


In his testimony, Congressman 
Selden pointed out that the Coosa- 
Alabama River system is one of 
the greatest undeveloped water- 
ways in the entire United States. 

“Although efforts to develop 
these rivers began more than a 
century ago”, he said, “it was not 
until 1945 that Congress author- 
ized the development of the Coo- 
sa-Alabama for navigation, flood 
control and electric power.” 

Rep. Selden told the Appropria- 
tions Committee that a recent re- 
port by the U, S. Corps of Engi- 
neers indicates that the three pro- 
posed structures on the Alabama 
River below Montgomery are ec- 
onomically justified and that the 
Engineers recommend construc- 
tion of the Millers Ferry installa- 
tion first. He urged the committee 
members to include the sum of 
$150,000 for planning the Millers 
Ferry lock and dam so that the 
orderly development of the Coosa- 
Alabama waterway might pro- 
ceed,

AN ORDINANCE TO PROVIDE FOR CER- 
TAIN IMPROVEMENTS ON OAK 


STREET, QUARLES STREET, SAM- 
FORD STREET, GRAHAM STREET, 
EAST BOUNDARY STREET, NORTH 
BOUNDARY STREET, ISLAND 
STREET, PARKWAY CIRCLE, PINE- 
VIEW ROAD, MEADOW ROAD, 
SHELBY STREET AND WILSON 
DRIVE, ALL IN THE TOWN OF MON- 
TEVALLO, ALABAMA. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE TOWN 
COUNCIL OF THE TOWN OF MONTE- 
VALLO, ALABAMA, as follows: 

Section 1. The Town Council has deter- 
mined to improve the following named and 
described streets in the Town of Monte- 
vallo to the extent hereinafter indicated: 

(a) OAK STREET shall be improved 
from the Northeast property line of Shelby 
Street to the southwest property line of 
Middle Street, by grading, the construetion 
of combined curb and gutter on each side 
of said street, and paving the roadway be- 
tween the gutter lines with a one-course 
asphaltic concrete paving inches thick 
on a 6 inch compacted base course. The 
paving between the gutters shall be 26 
feet wide. The gutters shall be 2 feet wide 
and 6 inches thick and the curb shall be 
6 inches high. 

(b) QUARLES STREET shall be im- 
proved from the western property line of 
Selma Road to the eastern property line 
of Samford Street, including the intersec- 
tion of Quarles Street with Selma Road, 
by grading and the installation of concrete 
valley gutters 2 feet wide and 6 inches 
thick on the outer edge of paving 22 feet 
wide. The paving shall consist of a 2 inch 
asphaltic concrete paving on a 6 inch com- 
pacted base course. 


(c) SAMFORD STREET shall be im- 
proved from the northerly property line of 
Graham Street to the southerly property 
line of Quarles Street, including the inter- 
section of Quarles Street and Samford 
Street, by grading and the construction of 
concrete valley gutters 2 feet wide and 6 
inches thick along the outer edges of a 
strip of paving 22 feet wide. The paving 
shall consist Of a 2 inch asphaltic concrete 
paving on a 6 inch compacted base course. 


(d) GRAHAM STREET shall be improv- 
ed from'a point 84 feet east of the east 
property line of Samford Street to a point 
63 feet west of the west property line of 
Waller Street, including the intersection of 
Samford Street and Graham Street and the 
intersection of Waller Street and Graham 
Street, by grading, the construction of con-

paving. The combined curb and gutter to 
be constructed shall consist of a gutter 2 
feet wide and 6 inches thick and a curb 
6 inches thick and 6 inches high. 

(ft) NORTH BOUNDARY STREET shall 
be improved from the southeasterly line of 
Main Street to the northwesterly line of 
Island Street, and the intersection of Is- 
land Street and North Boundary Street, by 
grading, the construction of concrete com- 
bined curb and gutter along each side of 
a strip of paving 26 feet wide and 2 inches 
thick on a 6 inch compacted base course. 
The combined curb and gutter to be con- 
structed shall consist of a gutter 2 feet 
wide and 6 inches thick and a curb 6 
inches thick and 6 inches high. A 54 inch 
reinforced concrete storm sewer shall be 
constructed from the southeasterly property 
line of Main Street to a point 17 feet 
southeast of the center line of Island Street, 
and other storm and drainage structures 
shall be constructed as required. 

(g) ISLAND STREET shall be improved | 
from the northeast property line of North 
Boundary Street to a point approximately |

street shall be asphaltic concrete paving

(h) PARKWAY CIRCLE shall be im- 
proved from the ‘end of the existing pave- 
ment in the intersection of Parkway Circle 
and Crestview Drive to the north line of | 
Arden Subdivision, including the intersection } 
of Parkway Circle and Meadow Road and 
the intersection of Parkway Circle and 
Pineview Road, by grading and paving and 
the construction of a concrete valley gut- 
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ter 2 feet wide and 6 inches thick on each 
side of the portion of the street to be 
paved. The width of the paving and the 
distance between the side edges of the val- 
ley gutter shall be 22 feet, and paving shall 
be asphaltic concrete paving 1% inches 
thick on a compacted base course 6 inches 
thick. 

(i) PINBVIEW ROAD shall be improved 
from a point 350 feet east of the intersec- 
tion of the center lines of Pineview Road 
and Crestview Drive to a point 525 feet 
east of said intersection, by grading, pav- 
ing and the construction of concrete valley 
gutters. The valley gutters shall be 24 
inches wide and 6 inches thick and shall 
be constructed on each side of a strip of 
asphaltic concrete paving 22 feet wide and 
14g inches thick on a compacted base 
course 6 inches thick. The improvement 
shall terminate in a turn-around, the ra- 
dius of which shall be 35 feet and the 
center line of which shall be located 490.06

(j) MEADOW ROAD shall be improved

Report from Washington 





Last Friday I testified before 
the Rules Committee in opposi- 
tion to the Administration’s so- 
called civil rights bill. In my tes- 
timony, I pointed out the 
many dangers of this legislation 
and emphasized that the propon- 
ents should not overlook the fact 
that its provisions will apply to 
all sections of the country, not 
just the South. 


Instead of denying powers to 
the federal government, as does 
the Bill of Rights, this danger- 
ous legislation vests the federal 
government with new powers with 
which it can oppress the individ. 
ual citizen. The measure also 
strikes a major blow against the 
traditional power and independ- 
ence of the states by giving the 
federal government authority to 
Supervise matters. traditionally 
within the field of state control, 
such as education and primary el- 
ections. This would constitute a 
constant threat, not only to all 
state and local governments, but 
also to virtually every officer and 
agent of such governments. 


No Jury Trial 


One of the most alarming pro- 
visions of this ill-conceived legis- 
lation is the section that permits 
federal judges to issue injunctions 
against anticipated violations of 
civil rights and to punish local 
officials or private citizens with- 
out trial by jury. 

Under -the. terms of the -pro- 
posed bill, the Attorney General 
is authorized to bring suit against 
any person who has engaged or 
is “about to engage in any acts 
or practices” which would deprive 
any other person of his civil 
rights. The bill does not require 
that such acts shall have been 
committed or even threatened. It 
permits the courts to step in 


whenever anyone is “about” to in- |\ 


vade someone’s rights. But how, 
I asked the members of the Rules 
Committee, can the Attorney Gen- 
eral or anyone else determine 
when a person is about to do 
something? 


This provision, coupled with the 
broad and vaguely defined rights 
that may be protected by injune- 
tive relief, gives the federal 
courts a blank check to write new 
criminal laws, to affix the penal- 
ties, and to prosecute and punish 
offenders without any of the safe- 
guards that experience has taught 
are necessary to preserve individ- 
ual liberties. 

In urging the Rules Committee 
to vote against granting a rule, 
I told the members I was firmly 
convinced that if all of the peo- 
ple fully understood the implica- 
tions of this legislation, it would 
never reach the floor of the House 
of Representatives.

pone House action on this legis- 
lation since the beginning of the 
session. The measure was favor- 
ably reported by the Judiciary 
Committee in April and then re- 
ferred to the Committee on Rules. 
On the latter committee are eight 
Democrats and four Republicans. 
It is generally conceded that the 
Democratic vote will be split. For 
that reason, it will take three or 
four Republican votes to report 
the measure for House considera- 
tion. It has been announced by the 
Republican leadership that the 
necessary Republican votes will be 
forthcoming this week. If so, the 
measure will probably be debated 
in the House of Representatives 
before the middle of June. 


Soil Bank 


In a surprise move, the House 
of Representatives voted last 
week to discontinue the soil bank 
program by denying funds for its 
1958 operation. The amendment 
that eliminated these funds was 
offered during House considera- 
tion of the 1958 agriculture ap- 
propriation bill and passed by a 
vote of 192-187. 

The soil bank program, which 
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has been in operation only one 
year, was designed as an emer- 
gency effort to reduce farm sur- 
pluses by paying farmers for re- 
tiring their cropland. Although 
there is also opposition to the soil 
bank in the Senate, many observ- 
ers believe the program will be 
restored when the Senators vote 
on th agriculture appropriation 
bill.

2. Names of the  boxholders 
should be inscribed on the side, 
visible to the carrier, and boxes 
and supports should be _ kept 
painted. Replace rotten posts and 
unserviceable boxes with new ones 
when needed. 

3. Boxes should be grouped to- 
gether whenever possible. 

4. All rural mail boxes must be 
located on the right side of the 
road in the direction of travel of 
the carrier in all cases. It is un- 
lawful and dangerous for the car- 
rier to drive to the left in order 
to serve the boxes. : 

5. Neatness is left up to the 
patron, but carriers don’t have to | 
deliver mail to boxes built too 
high, too low, or down on the 
ground. 

6. Your carrier will be glad to 
answer any questions you may 
have about improving your mail 
box or the regulations concerning 
them.

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Report from Washington 





Recently I introduced a measure 
which, if enacted into law, will 
officially name the Tuscaloosa 
lock and dam in honor of the late 
William Bahon Oliver, for many 
years representative of Alabama’s 
Sixth Congressional District. 


It was called to my attention 
by the Tuscaloosa Chamber of 
Commerce earlier this year that, 
although the lock and dam on the 
Warrior River at Tuscaloosa was 
unofficially named for Congress- 
man Oliver in 1940 by the citizens 
of Tuscaloosa County, this multi- 
million dollar structure is still le- 
gally designated as the Tusca- 
loosa Lock and Dam. In order to 
change all official records, the 
passage of the measure I have 
introduced is necessary. 


Served 22 Years 


“Buck” Oliver, as he was effec- 
tionately known to his many 
friends, was born in Eutaw, Ala- 
bama, in 1867. He received his 
education at schools in his home 
town, at the Verner College Prep- 
aratory School in Tuscaloosa, and 
at the University of Alabama. 
After a special course in the law 
school of the University of Vir- 
ginia, he became an attorney at 
the age of 22. For ten years, be- 
ginning in 1898, he served with 
distinction as solicitor for the 
Sixth Judicial District of Ala- 
bama. He resigned his position 
to become dean of the law schoo? 
at the University of Alabama. 

In 1914, William B. Oliver was 
elected to Congress and the fol- 
lowing year began the first of 11 
consecutive terms as Representa- 
tive of the Sixth Alabama Dis- 
trict. During his 22 years as a 
member of Congress, he served 
first as a member of the Navai 
Affairs Committee and later as a 
member of the important com- 
mittee on appropriations. 

Although Representative Oliver 
did not seek re-election in 1936, 
he continued to serve his govern- 
ment in an appointive capacity. He 
worked as special assistant to the 
Attorney General in Washington 
from July 22, 1939 until May 11, 
1944, when he retired from politi- 
cal and public affairs. His death 
occurred on May 27, 1948.

Continuing its economy drive, 
the House of Representatives last 
week cut the President’s defence 


fund request by approximately 
seven per cent. An attempt by the 
Republican leadership to increase 
the total amount of the defence 
appropriation bill by $313 million 
failed, and the measure’ was final- 
ly adopted by a vote of 349 to 1. 

Funds approved by the House 
of Representatlves for the nation’s 
defence in fiscal year 1958 total 
$33.5 billion, an amount approxi- 
mately $2.6 billion less than the 
President’s original request. These 
funds are allocated as _ follows: 
$7.2 billion for the Department of 
the Army; 9.8 billion for the Na- 
vy; $15.8 billion for the Air For- 
ce; $16 million for the office of 
the Secretary of Defence: and 
$682 million for inter-service acti- 
vities. 

The President has called on the 
Senate to restore at least half of 
the cuts endorsed by the House. 
It is doubtful, however, that a 
major restoration of defense funds 
will be made since members of the 
Senate have followed closely the 
recommendation of the House on 
appropriation measures during the 
present sessicn of Congress.

Modern passenger car engines 
are designed so that they use less 
than one half of their available 
power to maintain a cruising 
speed of 60 mph. So, such speeds 
on the open highway cannot be 
considered “severe duty” for the 
engine. 
Fuel Economy Factor 


In the case of older cars which 
have been used mostly on short 
runs around town, or others which 
have been limping along in need 
of attention, continuous high 
speed driving will probably accel- 
erate any engine troubles which 
were about to show up. 

Ideas about ideal driving speed 
will vary from person to person 
depending on whether he is in- 
terested in getting somewhere in 
a hurry or in maximum fuel 
economy. 

The faster you travel, the 
harder your engine is working 
and the more fuel it will con- 
sume. A cruising speed range of 
45 to 60 mph is a fair rate at 
which to travel, and still maintain 
good economy on the road.

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“The Deep South Says Never” 


By John Bartlow Martin in The Saturday Evening Post 


Desegregation in the Deep South seems unlikely in the foreseeable 
future, according to the current (June 15) issue of The Saturday Even- 
ing Post. 


The observation is made by John Bartlow Martin in the first of 
five articles entitled ‘The Deep South Says Never,” a report which 
tells what has happened there and how the attitude of the people has 
undergone a change since the Supreme Court decision three years ago. 


Martin, who recently won a third Benjamin Franklin Award for 
distinguished reporting, says that the first reaction to the Court’s ruling 
was that desegregation seemed inevitable and not far off. 


“At that time, the South was divided, perplexed, resigned,” he 
comments. “Today the Solid South is a fact, and its resistance to de- 
segregation is. granitic.” 


Martin's report tells that an important factor in the change was 
the initiative demonstrated by Robert Patterson, of Greenwood, Mis- 
sissippi, who was instrumental in calling a meeting to mobilize public 
opinion through ‘‘a grass-roots organization.” 

The outgrowth of that gathering of about 100 townsfolk, in July, 
1954, was an organization called the Indianola Citizens’ Council. This, 
it is reported, was the first Citizens’ Council, a movement that in a 


few months swept the South and gave loud voice to the Southern re- 
sistance to school desegregation. 


Martin finds that this resistance movement is a remarkable achieve- 
ment since it has uncompromisingly set its face against the mainstream 


of American thought as expressed by the Supreme Court of the land— || 


and has thus far gotten away with it. 


Elsewhere in the report, Martin explains that, to Southerners, the 
Court’s decision seemed to do far more than break down segregation 
in the schools; it rent the seamless garment of apartness. 


“Apartness of the races,” he tells Post readers, “is a black and 
white thread woven into the fabric of Southern life—its social, politi- 
cal, sexual, cultural, economic life. Apartness is like a vine which, 
rooted in slavery, never uprooted, but merely twisted by the Civil War, 
flourished and by now entangles everyone and everything in a suffo- 
cating net from which no one, white or black, knows how to extricate 
himself. 


“Its manifestations have an infinite richness and complexity.”

Consideration of the President’s 
so-called “civil rights” bill began 


in the House of Representatives 


last Wednesday. Debate on this 
legislation is still underway and a 
final vote is not anticipated be- 
fore the end of the week. 


Jury Trial Issue 


Although the hazardous provis- 
ions have been pointed out by 
the bill’s opponents, a considerable 
amount of time has been spent in 
emphasizing the jury trial issue. 
Under the terms of this measure, 
persons who deprive or are 
“about” to deprive an individual 
of his civil rights can be tried and 
punished by a federal judge with- 
out benefit of trial by jury. State 
courts and state legal officers will 
be completely bypassed. All suits 
will be filed by the Attorney Gen- 
eral in the name of the federal 
government, and he will not even 
be required to obtain the consent 
of the aggrieved party before in- 
itiating such action. Since we be- 
lieve this is an exxtremely dan- 
gerous procedure, one of the 
amendments that will be offered 
to the bill will require jury trials 
in cases of criminal contempt. 


Heads Committee 


Tremendous pressure is being 
exerted by different groups and 
organizations against the trial by 
jury amendment. Realizing all ar- 
guments in favor of trial by jury 
should be forcefully presented to 
as many members of the House of 
Representatives as possible, the 
proponents of the amendment last 
week appointed a committee of 
three to organize and carry out 
such an undertaking. 


I was’ named as chairman of the 
committee and Rep. John Bell 
Williams of Mississippi and Rep. 
Robert Ashmore of South Caro- 
lina are serving with me. Every 
member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives has ‘been or will be 
personally contacted by support- 
ers of the jury trial amendments, 
and the views of all 485 membe.s 
are being carefully recorded by 
our committee. 


Uphill Battle 


Although we realize we are 
waging an uphill battle, we are 
certain we are converting to our 
side a substantial.number of the 
members who had planned at the 
beginning of the debate to vote 
aganst a jury trial amendment. 
Whether we can hold all of those 
converts against pressures. that 
are being exerted is uncertain. We 
are confident, however, that the 
vote in favor of the jury trial 
amendment will be greatly in- 
creased as a result of the hard 
work that has been done by those 
who favor it.

For Dr. Napier 


Alabama College’s new men’s 
dormitory, completed last month, 
will be named Napier Hall, in 
honor of Dean Emeritus of Ala- 
bama College, Dr. Thomas Hewell 
Napier. 

A joint resolution passed by the 
Alabama legislature and approved 
by Governor James E. Folsom au- 
thorizes the Board of Trustees of 
Alabama College to name the re- 
sidence hall for Dr. Napier who 
retired in 1952 after serving 30 
years as Dean of the College. 


Official dedication of the 3 
story, completely air-conditioned, 
brick residence hall is scheduled 
for the College's Founder’s Day, 
October 12. 


Text of joint resolution number 
16, introduced by State Represent- 
ative Karl Harrison of Columbi- 
ana is: 

“Whereas Thomas Hewell Nap- 
ier served as dean of Alabama 
College, for approxjmately thirty 
years; and 


Whereas Dean Napier served 
faithfully and well in his chosen 
field, many students having bene- 
fited by his wise advice and coun- 
sel; and 


Whereas Dean Napier also ser- 
ved the field of education, and ad- 
vanced its cause, through his ef- 
forts as member and officer of 
the Alabama Education Associa- 
tion, the Alabama Association of 
Colleges, the Southern Association 
of Colleges for Women, the 
Southern Association of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools, the Board 
ef Christian Education, North 
Alabama Conference of the Meth- 
odist Church, as chairman of 
the Survey Commission on Metho- 
dist Education in Alabama, 1932- 
34, and as author of a number of 
books and articles on educational 
matters; and 

“Whereas the Legislature wish- 
es to honor Dean Napier for his 
outstanding contribution to Ala- 
bama College, and to the cause of 
education in this state and the 
South; now therefore, be it re- 
solved by the Legislature of Ala- 
bama, both Houses thereof con- 
curring: 

“That the trustees of Alabama 
College are hereby authorized to 
name and designate the new men’s 
dormitory on Oak Street in Mon- 
tevallo, facing the quadrangle on 
the college campus, “Napier. Hall,” 
in honor of the said Thomas He- 
well Napier. 

Adopted by the House or Rep- 
resentatives of Alabama, May 24, 
1957. Concurred in and adopted by 
the Senate, June 7, 1957. Approv- 
ed by the Governor, June 10, 1957.

These 
are the chlorinated hydrocarbon 
insectidies as DDT, Chlordane 
Lindane, Toxophene, BHC and 
others, and the organic phosphor- 
us insecticides such as Melathion, 
Parathion, TEPP, ete. 

Warfarin and other rodent poi- 
sons can be dangerous. 

Poisoning may occur from inges- 
tion, inhalation or skin absorption. 

Precautions to bea taker® are 
printed on the package labels and 
should be rigidly followed. All 
such poisons and all medicinal 
substances should be kept well out 
of reach of children.

Saturday Evening Post Reports on 
Case in Summerton, South Carolina 


In at least one area of the South 
each of the opposing forces in the 
desegregation battle feels that the 
economics of the situation will de- 
feat the other. 


John B. Martin, award win- 
ning reporter, outlinés this think- 
ing in Part Two of “The Deep 
South Says Never,” a case history 
of what has happened in Summer- 
ton, South Carolina, where dissai- 
isfaction over the local Negro 
school led to the lawsuit that 
went all the way to the United 
States Supreme Court. 

Martin’s report, in the current 
(June 22) issue of The Saturday 
Evening Post, asserts that the 
whites are the landowners, store- 
keepers, ete., and that vse over- 
whelming majority of the com- 
munity’s Negroes own little or 
nothing and do the county’s work. 

The Post article says that the 
Negroes who signed the original 
petition for a better school lost 
their jobs, those who owned farms 
had their credit cut off, share- 
croppers and renters were put off 
the Jand and a school teacher and 
a high school principal were not 
rehired. 

Meanwhile, S. Emory Rogers, 
the Summerton lawyer who repre- 
sented the school board before: the 
Supreme Court, reported that he 
had heard little of the local N. A. 
A. C. P. lately nad thinks it might 
have collapsed. 

But Martin assures him it has 
not; and he relates that the or- 
ganization deposited money in a 
Columbia hank to be used for 
loans to Negroes who suffer. 

It is reported that there is talk 
now and then of really “putting 
the screws on” to drive Negroes 
away—of using every method to 
ceprive them of their livelihocd—

and of importing whites, perhaps 
refugees from Hungary, to do the 
work. 

Martin says there is no indica- 
tion that the whites have consid- 
ered carefully the full effect of 
school] closings on the area’s econ- 
omy. He reports the school payroll 
is around a quarter-million dollars 
a year, by far the biggest indus- 
try in town, and that kind of buy- 
ing power would be sorely missed. 

Another side of the picture was 
given by the Rev. E. E. Richburg, 
leader of the Negroes’ school pei+ 
ition fight, who has said his peo- 
ple are not afraid the public sch. 
ool will be closed because only a 
few whites could afford the pri- 
vate school that is being mention- 
ed. 

“But prejudice has _ blinded 
them,” Richburg said. “They think 
they can outlast us. They’ll spend 
what. they’ve got to crush us, and 
they think we’ll take this under- 
dog position again and it’ll be 
worth it. But we ain’t gonna do it, 
the Negroes aren‘t. They’re going 
to leave this area; what they’re 
going to do and how long it’s go- 
ing to take, I don’t know, but the 
old day is over. It’s a new day, 
that’s all.”

The House of Representatives 
finished debate last Friday on the 
so-called civil rights bill but held 
the final vote over until Monday 
of this week. Before adjourning 
on Friday the important trial by 
jury amendment was defeated by 
only 32 votes. 


Pressure Exerted 


Earlier last week more than two 
hundred members of the House of 
Representatives had _ indicated 
they would support the jury trial 
amendment. Nearly eighty Repub- 
licans were among that number. 

When it looked as though this 
important proposal might be ad- 
opted, the chief advocates of the 
civil rights bill began a determin- 
ed drive to defeat it. Few of the 
Democrats changed their views. 
Members from the South and 
from most of the border states 
strongly favored the amendment. 
The so-called liberal wing of the 
Democratic Party, with only a few 
exceptions, opposed it. On the 
Republican side of the aisle, the 
story was different. Pressure both 
from the Republican Congression- 
al leadership and the White House 
was brought to bear. While some 
Republican members refused to be 
swayed, a supstantial group who 
had indicated they would support 
the jury trial amendment failed tu 
do so. As a result, the amendment 
was defeated by a vote of 199-167. 


Jury Vote Significant 


Although this important amend- 
ment failed to pass, there are sev- 
eral reasons why we believe our 
vigorous efforts in its behalf were 
not altogether in vain. First the 
substantial number of votes cast 
in favor of the jury trial amend- 
ment by members of congress out- 
side the South should indicate to 
the entire nation that the so-call- 
ed “civil rights” bill is not as 
harmless as its proponents would

have people believe. Second, the 
results of the House vote on this 
proposal should be helpful to Sen- 
ate advocates of jury trial if and 
when the civil rights bill is con- 
sidered in that body. 


River Projects 


The House Appropriations com- 
mittee has reported a $814.8 mil- 
lion public works appropriation, 
which includes funds for two river 
devolopment projects on the War- 
rior-Tombigbee. 

A total of $1,700,000 is contain- 
ed in the bill for the Jackson Lock 
and Dam which is being construc- 
ted near Coffeeville. For the War- 
rior Lock and Dam, located be- 
tween Hale and Greene counties in 
the Sixth District, the committee 
approved $2,000,000. While this a- 
mount is $192,000 less than the 
sum recommended in the Presi- 
dent’s budget, the Corps of Engin- 
eers has indicated that $2 million 
will be sufficient to complete this 
important installation early next 
year. 

The Committee failed to include 
funds in the bill to be used for 
planning and designing the Mill- 
ers Ferry multiple purpose lock 
and dam that will be located on 
the Alabama River near Camden. 
Although funds were not recom- 
mened in the President’s budget 
for the Millers Ferry project, 1 
appeared before the House Appro- 
priations Committee several weeks 
ago with a number of my Ala- 
kama colleagues and requested 
that the sum of $150,000 be inclu- 
ded in the appropriation bill fox 
this purpose. There are indications 
that the Senate Appropriations 
Committee may act more favor- 
ably on our request.

Dr. Bailey is one of a small 
group of scientists from the U.S. 
selected -for this advanced study 
program sponsored by the Nation- 
al Cancer Institute. 

Purpose of the program is to 


provide an opportunity for scient- 
ists and doctors in the field of 


cancer research and related areas 
to learn of latest techniques in 
cancer research; to gain actual 
experience working with the most 
modern equipment and_ to pool 
knowledge and information. 

For the past three years Dr. 
‘Bailey has been engaged in the 
cytological study of normal cells. 
This research has been done un- 
der a grant from the National 
Cancer Institute. 

When he returns to Alabama 
College in September, Dr. Bailey 
will continue his research but will 
transfer his studies from normal 
cells to cancer cells.

Led by Vice President Nixon 
and Senate Republican Leader 
William Knowland, proponents of 


the President’s so-called “civil 
rights” legislation are making 
‘ every possible effort to begin 
early Senate debate on this mea- 
sure. 

Although those of us who op- 
pose the bill were able to delay its 
consideration in the House of Rep- 
resentatives for nearly six months, 
a final véte was forced last Tues- 
day and the civil rights measure 
‘was approved by more than a two- 
to-one margin. The bill was then 
sent to the Senate where, under 
normal Senate procedure, it would 
have been referred to the Judici- 
ary Committee. The Vice Presi- 
dent ruled, however, that the bill 
could be placed on the Senate cal- 
endar, thereby bypassing the com- 
mittee. A majority of the Senators 
present voted to affirm his ruling. 

The only remaining hope of pre- 
venting passage of this dangerous 
measure is by a Senate filibuster. 
Under the rules of the House of 
Representatives, debate is limited

Surplus Commodities 


Members of the House of Re- 
presentatives voted last Friday tc 
extend for one year the termina- 
tion date of Public Law 480 which 
provides for the disposal of sur- 
plus agriculture commodities. This 
Legislation was first passed in 
1954, and the methods of disposal 
it provides are (1) sale for for- 
eign currencies, (2) barter, and 
(8) donation at home and abroad. 

Besides extending the law, the 
House measure raises the amount 
of surpluses which may be sold to 
other countries by an additional 
$1 billion. At the same time, it in- 
creases the sum for foreign dona- 
tion programs by $300 million. 

The section of the law dealing 
with barter and with donations of 
surplus commodities in the United 
States itself has no fiscal limits 
and is not affected by the bill. 
The commodities distributed do- 
mestically are given to needy 
families, school children, and per- 
sons in charitable institutions. As 
of March 1 of this year, there 
were 238,019 families in the State 
of Alabama receiving surplus food 
products under this program.

000 veterans from all wars, but 
the ranks of World War 1 veter- 
ans are beginning to thin. A 
check made with the State Dept. 
of Veterans’ Affairs this week, 
shows that the number of those 
who were in the armed services 
during the first World War, and 
who are still living in Alabama, 
has now been reduced to 39,000. 

3y contrast, the official State 
estimate for the number of World 
War II veterans in the State, is 
238,000. 

State Veterans’ Affairs officials 
were unable to estimate with any 
degree of accuracy the number of 
Korean conflict veterans in Ala- 
bama, since many of those who 
served in this recent Far Eastern 
campaign were also World War 
II veterans who had been recalled. 
The department records show,how- 
ever, that Alabama has- 115,000 
former members of the armed ser- 
vices who were solely Korean vet- 
erans and recalled World War I) 
Korean veterans. Also included in 
the State’s. ranks of veterans are 
a rapidly diminishing number of 
Spanish-American War veterans. 

The official estimate of 374,000 
Alabama veterans from all wars 
can be compared with the latest 
estimated total population for the 
State---men, women, and children, 
white and non-white, of 3,240,138.

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IMPROVEMENT ORDINANCE 
NUMBER 6-C 


An Ordinance to provide for cer- 
tain improvements on East 
Boundary Street, Parkway Cir- 
cle, Meadow Road, Shelby 
Street and Wilson Drive, all in 
the Town of Montevallo, Ala- 
bama. 


Be it ordained by the Town 
Council of the Town of Monteval- 
lo, Alabama, as follows: 

Section 1. The Town Council has 
determined to improve the fol- 
lowing named and _ described 
streets in the Town of Monteval- 
lo to the extent hereinafter indi- 
cated: 

(a) East Boundary Street shall 
be improved frem the northeast 
line of Shelby Street to a point 
approximately 146.5 feet north- 
east of tha northeast line of Shel- 
by Street, by the construction of 
a concrete combined curb and gut- 
ter along the northwest edge of 
the existing asphalt paving. The 
combined curb and gutter to be 
constructed shall consist of a gut- 
ter 2 feet wide and 6 inches thick 
and a curb 6 inches thick and 6 
inches high. 

(b) Parkway Circle shall be im- 
proved from the end of the exist- 
ing pavement in the intersection 
of Parkway Circle and Crestview 
Drive to the existing paving in 
the intersection of Pineview Road 
and Parkway Circle, by grading 
and paving and the construction 
of a concrete valley gutter 2 feet 
wide and 6 inches thick on each 
side of the portion of the street 
to be paved. The width of the 
paving and the distance between 
the side edges of the valley gut- 
ter shall be 22 feet, and paving 
shall be asphaltic concrete paving 
1% inches thick on a compacted 
base course 6 inches thick. 

(c) Meadow Road shall be im- 
proved from the end of the ex- 
isting improvements in the inter- 
section of Meadow Road and 
Crestview Drive to the northwest- 
erly right of way line of Park- 
way Circle by grading and paving 
and the installation of concrete 
valley gutters on each side of a 
strip of paving 22 feet wide. The 
paving shall consist of asphaltic 
concrete paving 1% inches thick 
on a compacted base course 6 
inches thick and the valley gut- 
ters shall be 2 feet wide and 6 
inches thick. 

(d) Shelby Street shall be im- 
proved from the northwesterly 
property line of Valley Street to 
the southwesterly property line of 
Aldrich Road, including the inter- 
section of Oak Street and Shelby 
Street and the intersection of Al- 
drich Road and Shelby Street, by 
the construction of concrete com- 
bined curb and gutter on each 
side of said street. The gutters 
shall be 24 inches wide and 6 
inches thick and the curbs shall 
be 6 inches thick and 6 inches 
high. 

(e) Wilson Drive shall be im- 
proved from the edge of the ex- 
isting paving in the intersection 
of Wilson Drive and Alabama 
Highway No. 25 to a point 846 
feet south of the south right of 
way line of Alabama Highway 
No. 25, by grading and paving, 
and the construction of a concrete 
valley gutter 2 feet wide and 6 
inches thick on each side of the 
portion of the street to be im- 
proved. The width of the paving 
and the distance between the in- 
side edges of the valley gutter 
shall be 22.0 feet, and the paving 
shall be asphaltic concrete paving’ 
1% inches thick on a compacted 
base course six inches thick. 

Section 2. The improvements 
hereinabove described _ shall in- 
clude the construction of turn- 
outs and driveways where needed 
and the construction of necessary 
drainage structures, including 
storm water sewers and drains 
and lateral storm water sewers 
for the purpose of properly drain- 
ing, serving or benefitting the 
streets hereinabove described, and 
the property abutting thereon, and 
the area to be drained, served or 
benefitted by each such drainage 
structure to be constructed is 
hereby defined as the property 
fronting on each portion of the 











streets proposed to be improved, 
actually drained, served or bene- 
fitted by each of the storm water 
sewers or drains or lateral storm

such structures will be, removed 




























by are adopted. 


sewers constructed. Where exist- 
or other drainage 
structures interfere with the con- 
struction of the improvements, 


and relaid. 

Section 3. All concrete work 
shall be Portland cement concrete 
consisting of a mixture of one 
part Portland cement, two parts 
sand, and four parts gravel. All 
paving material shall consist of 
a central plant’ hot mix asphaltic 
concrete paving on a 6 inch com- 
pacted base course of crushed 
stone or crushed slag. Storm wat- 
er inlets and manholes shall be 
constructed of masonry and Port- 
land cement mortar and_ shall 
have cast iron covers or cover 
plates, and headwalls_ shall be 
constructed of reinforced concrete. 

Section 4. That the full details, 
drawings, plans, specifications and 
surveys of the above described 
work and estimates which have 
been prepared by Walter Schoel 
Engineering Company, Birming- 
ham, Alabama, who have been du- 
iy designated and appointed as 
City Enginea@rs by this Council, 
have been fully considered and 
studied by this Council and here- 
Said details, 
drawings, plans, specifications, 
surveys and estimates shall be 
immediately placed on file in the 
office of the Town Clerk, where 
property owners who may be af- 
fected by such improvements may 
see and examine the same. 

Section 5. That the improvements 
hereinabove described shall be 
made in accordance with the 
grades heretofore established by 
ordinance, and according to the 
full details, drawings, plans, spec- 
ifications and surveys of said 
work and estimates herein adopt- 


ed, all under the supervision of 


said engineers. 

Section 6. That the cost of con- 
structing said improvements shall 
be assessed against the property 


abutting on the portions of the 


streets so improved, provided: 

(a) That the cost of improving 
any intersection or any _ part 
thereof shall be assessed against 
the lots or parcels of land abut- 
ting on each of the streets, ave- 
nues, alleys or other highways so 
intersecting for a half block in 
each direction therefrom; provid- 
ed that for the purpose of com- 
puting assessments, no block shall 
be considered as extending more 
than 1,000 feet from any inter- 
section so improved. 

(b) That the cost of curbing 
and guttering on street and ave- 
mue corners shall be assessed 
against the lots or parcels of land 
abutting on or nearest to said 
improvements, and the cost of 
curbing and guttering at the in- 
tersection of any alley with a 
street, avenue or other highway 
shall be assessed in fair propor- 
tion against the respective lots 
or parcels of land abutting or 
cornering on the alley at such in- 
tersection. 


(c) That no assessment shall ex- 
ceed the cost of the improvements 
or the increased value of such 
property by reason of the special 
benefits derived from such im- 
provements. 

Section 7. That the Town Coun- 
cil shall meet on the 9th day of 
July, 1957, at 7:15 o’clock p.m., 
at the Town Hall in the Town of 
Montevallo, to hear any objec- 
tions, remonstrances or protests 
that may be made against said 
improvements, the manner of 
making the same or the character 
of materials to be used. 
Section 8..This ordinance shall 
be published once a week in twu 
consecutive weeks in the Shelby 
County Times-Herald, a newspaper 
published and of general circula- 
tion in the Town of Montevallo, 
the date of the first publication 
to be not less than two weeks 
before the 9th day of July, 1957. 
Section 9. A copy of this ordi- 
nance shall be sent by registered 
mail, postage prepaid, to the per- 
sons last; assessing for Town tax- 
ation the property which may be 
assessed for said improvements, 


at their last known address, said 
notices to be so mailed by the

Robert Patterson, the Mississip- 
pian who founded the Citizens’ 
Council movement, thinks that the 
Southern people have been very 
patient with their “good Northern 
brethren,” it is reported in the 
current (June 29) issue of the 
Saturday Evening Post. 


In the third of five articles en- 
titled “The Deep South Says 
Never,” John Bartlow Martin re- 
ports that Patterson also told him 
that Citizens Councils or similar 
organizations, devoted to main- 
taining racial segregation, have 
been formed in Chicago, Flint and 
Detroit, and that segregation sen¢ 
timent is rising in Tennessee, 
Arkansas and Texas. 


Hubert Humphrey and Wayne 
Morse, are from states (Minnesota 
and Oregon, respectively) with 
small Negro populations. 

They've got the answer and 
we’ve got the problem”, Patterson 
commented. “Instead of offering 
jcbs and homes and schools to 
these Nigras, all they offer is ad- 
vice. If the North really wants to 
be objective, let all the Northern 
states bring themselves up to the 
natiinal average; let each stata 
import enough Nigras to bring its

Robert L. Griffin, associate sec- 
retary of the Federation, said 
clarification of the law would en- 
courage expansion of the state’s 
beef and dairying industries, as 
well as the poultry business 
which has reached the top as a 
cash producer on Alabama farms. 
Governor Folsom has endorsed the 
exemption and was expected to 
sign the bill when it reached his 
desk. 


In a test case brought in Mont- 
gomery Circuit Court when state 
revenue agents launched a “big 
round-up” to put cattle on the tax 
books, farm interests argued that 
the legislature has intended that 
livestock be exempted as agricul- 
tural products. This position was 
upheld by Judge Walter B. Jones, 
whose ruling was reversed by the 
State Supreme Court. Farm Bu- 
reau and the Alabama Cattlemen’s 
Association then sponsored the 


almost unanimous support in both 
House and Senate. 


State revenue authorities esti- 
mated the exemption would result 
in a reduction of about $65,000 a 
year. However, Griffin pointed out 
that had the legislation not pass- 
ed, the farmer’s tax bill would 
have been increased by many hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars an- 
nually by the new assessing prac- 
tices that has been inaugurated. 

The farmers’ position, he said, 
was that it was no more logical to 
tax the cattle grown on the land, 
which already is taxed, than any 
other crop.

Washington, D. C., June 27--- 
Senator John Sparkman (D., Ala.) 
said today that the action of Vice 
President Nixon and its almost 
unanimous support by Republican 
Senators “demonstrated again the 
simple truth that the Republican 
Party has no concern for the wel- 
fare of the South.” 

Sparkman was referring to Sen- 
ate action which placed the civil 
rights bill before the Senate with- 
out referring it to the Senate Ju- 
diciary Committee. 

“Vice President Nixon and the 
Republicans are determined to 
make every effort to get the 
Negro vote,” Sparkman charged. 
“With the Vice President and the 
Minority Leader, Senator Know- 
land, already in the race for the 
Presidency in 1960 and both de-

Citing Vice President Nixon’s 
highly questionable ruling in the 
Senate, Sparkman said that Nix- 
on’s action “clearly indicates that 
he is determined to clamp a limit- 
ed dictatorship on the South. 

“This Frankenstein Monster in 
the form of civil rights legislation 
will come back to terrorize those 
very people who support it today. 
If this bill becomes law, it will 
pave the way for the attorney- 
general to set up kangaroo courts 
that will rival the Spanish Inquisi- 
tion. These courts will hold dicta- 
torial sway not only in the South, 
but in. the very bailiwicks of those 
misguided do-gooders who would 
tie the albatross of so-called civil 
rights around Southern necks,” 
Sparkman warned. 

Sparkman called on both races 
in the south to work out their 
problems harmoniously and with- 
out “outside interference.” 

He pointed to the “great .pro- 
gress made in racial relations” in 
the South prior to the Supreme 
Court’s pro-integration decision 
and the added pressure of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s integration pro- 
gram during the past five years.

The Alabamian has been trying 
‘for more than two years to separ- 
ate the foreign military aid and 
the economic aid program, He 
feels this not only makes sense, 
but gives Congress a chance it 
has not had before to vote on each 
of the programs rather than on a 
combined single package program. 

Selden Said the executive branch 
should have to come to Congress 
each year and justify its program. 

“There is no reason to give 
them a blank check for future 
years,” he added. 

Selden predicted that the pres- 
ident and Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles will protest the $1.5 
billion ‘ceiling on arms aid. 

“They objected to the $1 billion 
cut the Congress made last year,” 
Selden explained, “but they are 
winding up the present fiscal year 
with $500 million left over.” 

With this half billion added to 
the $1.5 billion in new money and 
a $3.6 billion carried over in ob- 
ligated funds, Selden said there 
would be a total of 5.6 billion 
available for the program in the 
coming year. “That should be 
more than enough,” he said. 

The House committee will com- 
plete action on the authorization 
bill early next week. Further cuts 
may be made in the authorization 
or in the appropriation bill that 
will follow to provide funds in the 
year starting July 1.

The mutual security program 
proposed by President Eisenhower 
for fiscal year 1958 calls for an 
appropriation in new funds of $3.8 
billion. For the past several weeks 
the House Committee on Foreign 
Affairs has been conducting hear- 
ings in connecticn with these re- 
commended expenditures. 

Last Friday a measure authori- 
zing funds for the 1958. mutual 
security program was opened for 
committee amendments. The first 
amendment that was adopted re- 
duced military assistance funds 
for foreign nations from $1.9 bil- 
lion to $1.5 billion. This $400 mil- 
licn reduction was the result of an 
amendment I had offered. In addi- 
tion to this reduction, defense sup- 
port funds were cut from $900 
million to $700 million. 


Others changes 


I also had the opportunity of 
introducing two additional amend- 
‘ments of importance that received 
committee approval. The first of 
these has the effect of shifting 
all mutval security military funds 
into the Department of Defense 
budget. At the same time, the 
amendment provides for the an- 
nual review and authorization of 
these funds by the Committee on 
Foreign, Affairs. I have always 
contended that our only justifica- 
tion for extending military aid to 
the other nations is the contribu- 
tion that aid will make to our 
own national security and that 
such aid should be considered ‘as 
part of our defense budget. 

The second of these amendments 
limits the authorization for the 
proposed economic loan fund to 
cne rather than three years. This

$750 million for both fiscal years

other careful look at the fund be- 
fore further authorizations are 
made. 


Careful Review 


While I believe it would be ex- 
tremely dangerous to abandon our 
mutuel security program at the 
present time, I know that it, is 
often possible for the appropriate. 
committees of Congress, by 
careful review of the program, to 
ascertain where reductions can be 
safely effected. 

The Committee on Foreign Af- 
fairs will continue this week its 
consideration of the mutual se- 
curity bill. Although I realize 
that my amendments may still 
run into difficulty before the bil! 
is finally enacted into law, I am 
confident these amendments wil! 
not jeopardize in any way the se- 
curity of this country in its for- 
eign policy cbjectives and should 
be adopted. 


Resolution Adopted

A committee-amended version of 
the Hungarian resolution intro- 
duced recently by three othe1 
members of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee and myself was ap- 
proved by the House of Represen- 
tatives last week. 

The resolution, which calls for 
an immediate reconvening of the 
U. N. General Assembly to con- 
sider the report recently issued 
by the U. N. Special Committee 
on Hungary, has been passed by 
the Senate in a somewhat differ- 
ent form. Therefore, it will be 
necessary for a House-Senate 
conference committee to compro- 
mise on a resolution that will be 
acceptable to both houses. I have 
been appointed by the Speaker of 
the House as a member of the 
conference committee, and it is my 
hope that we will be able to 
agree upon a compromise resolu- 
tion in the very near future.

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City Council and Highway Dept. 
Plan Street Widening Program 


Proposal Would Affect Parts of Main) 
And Middle Streets Now on Highway, 


The City Council of Montevallo! 
and the State Highway Dept. are 


engaged in the study and plan-| 


ning of a joint city-state pro- 
gram to widen and otherwise im- 
prove a portion of Main and Mid- 
dle Streets in the areas where said 
streets are a part of State High- 
ways 119 and 155. 

More specifically stated, the con- 
templated work includes extend- 
ing the present width of Main 
Street (as it is now in the block 
between Shelby and 
Street) northward to the intersec- 
tion of Main and Bloch Streets at 
George Kendrick’s corner; 


Island and Main Street to the 
same width that now exists on 
Middle street between East Bound- 
ary and Island Street; and possib- 
ly between Main and Valley 
Streets, (which block is not on the 
State road system.) 


Traffic Increases 


Since. the designation of State 
Highway 119, (a part of which in- 
cludes Ashville Road, Main Street 
and Selma Street, in the City of 
Montevallo) a tremendous increase 
in traffic has developed on those 
streets, due to the fact that, as a 
part of the State Road 119, those 
streets are in part of the con- 
necting State road between High- 
way 31 at Alabaster and State 
Road 25 on the south side of Mon- 
tevallo at the end of Selma Street. 

This increase in through travel 
of automobiles and trucks over 
State Road 119 has created a traf- 
fic problem that is beyond the 
capacity of the Streets in our bus- 
iness section and also adds to the 


already difficult problem of tak-) 


ing care of parking and traffic on 
Main Street. 

The present dedicated right of 
way on Main Street is sufficient 
to allow for making the street the 
same width all through the busi- 
ness area as it is in the block be- 
tween Shelby and Middle Streets. 


Changes Necessary 


However, in order to obtain this 
width, there’re several things that 
will have to be done. Among those 
things are (1) relocation and re- 
building of curbs and gutters and 
tunrouts to conform to the propos- 
ed increase in the width of the 
Streets. (2) Disposing of a num- 
ber of large trees which would 
have to be’done in order to obtain 
the required increase in width of 
the street. (3) Relocation of 
electric power and_ telephone 
poles which stand now in the way 
of the proposed extension of street 
width.. (4) Removal of gasoline

Lawman Main and Valley Streets, if 
that block should be included in 
the proposed program. 

As stated above, the increase 
in traffic cn these streets, to- 
gether with the parking problem, 
makes it necessary for the streets 
to be as wide as possible. This in- 
crease in traffic and congestion 
in the business area will get big- 
ger in the future, as a result of 
state road construction that will 
briag more travel over 119. 





Purpose of Plan 


The purpose of the plan to 
widen the streets is to make them 
more capable of taking care of 
the increased traffic in the future, 
for the safety and convenience 
of the public. 

It is realized that this proposed 
program will entail numerous 
problems. The City Council feels 
that it should approach this pro- 
gram with consideration of the 
property owners in the area to 
be affected. Therefore, the Coun- 
cil has set July 238, at 7:15 p.m. 
as a time for a public meeting to 
further consider this proposed 
program with property owners 
concerned and the general public. 

All who are concerned and in- 
terested in the improvements in- 
volved in this program are invit- 
ed to come to the meeting on 
July 23 at 7:15 p.m. 


White Way Possible 


In recent years the City Coun- 
cil has had requests for the in- 
stallation of a “white way” or 
some system of modern street 
lighting in the business district. 
These requests have been received 
and considered by the Council, but 
no action in that direction has 
been taken. For various reasons it 
has appeared that it was not yet 
‘time to do it. 

Now, it is the thinking of the 
Council that, along with the pro- 
posed widening of the streets “in 
the business district, it could be 
the proper time to take the ini- 
tial step toward providing neces- 
sary installations for a “white 
way.” 

Think over this and if you have 
a suggestion, come and make it 
to the Council July 23.

The Federal Polio Prevention 
Program expired June 30 and we 
feel that we are most fortunate 
to have been able to secure this 
additional supply of Vaccine. 

While 19796 “shots” of Polio 
Vaccine have been given in this 
County to date, there are still 
some eligibles who have not been 
immunized. 

It is urged that parents of 
children who have not been im- 
munized take their children to 
their family doctor or to the 
Health Department so that they 
may obtain the all important two 
doses of vaccine before the peak 
of the Polio season.—E. F. Sloan,

Yq teaspoon salt Carnation

Prorgess of Desegregution in South 


Today across the nation there 
are 2,731,750 Negro school child- 
ren in the 17 states which before 
the Supreme Court decision re- 
quired segregation, John Bartlow 
Martin relates in the current (Jul 
13) issue of the Saturday Evening 
Post. 


“Of these,” he continues, 256,475 

are in ‘integrated situations’—en- 
rolled in schoo] districts where, an 
official policy of desegregation 
has been declared or where} one or 
more schools or grades are dese- 
gregated. 

“But of these, no more than 
115,000. Negroes are actually in 
mixed schools—4 per cent. (This 
estimate is liberal.) In the Dis- 
trict of Columbia most of the 73,- 
723 Negroes are in mixed schools 
—nearly as many as in all the 
Border States together—bringing 
th: total to no more than 189,000 
out..cf 2,805,473 enrolled in the 17 
states and the District—6.7 per 
cent.” 

Martin’s report, the last of fiva 
articles entitled “The Deep South 
Says Never,” put the spotlight on 
three Border States— Maryland, 
Kentucky and Missouri—which are 
said to have obcyed the Supreme 
Court ruling. 

The author says that today 28.7 
per cent of ‘Baltimore’s Negro 
pupils are attending mixed schools 
and he is of the opinion that thera 
would’ be more were it not for re- 
sidential segregation. In St. Louis, 
he adds, about half the Negro pu- 
pils are still in all-Negro schools. 
Louisville is reported to have 5600 
Negro pupils now in mixed 
schools. 

Martin finds that desegregation 
has saved some schocl boards 
money—one school system _ is 
cheaper than two. :

burden on education. Already the 
greatest problem in St. Louis 
schools is caused by Mississippi 
immigrants.

Barns To Protect 
Stock, Machinery 


Alabama farmers throw away 
millions of dollars each year—al} 


because they do not have proper 


facilities to shelter their livestock 
and machinery and to store their 
crops. 

API Extension Engineer William 
T. Cox this week estimated that 
approximately 100,000 new barns 
and about 155,000 new machine 
sheds are needed in the state to 
stop this great waste. And he said 
these sadly needed buildings are 
put within the financial reach of 
most farmers through the low 
cost, multiple-purpose pole barn 
developed at the API Agricultur- 
al Experiment Station. 

This type barn or shed may be 
constructed for about 50 cents per 
square foot. Cox pointed out that 
this means all barns and shed 
needed could be constructed for 
about $75 million. 

Cox warned farmers who do not 
have sheds that they may lose all 
trade-in value on their machinery 
and equipment: Weather, he said 
takes a terrific toll of machinery 
left in fields, and after five years 
the trade-in value is gone and use- 
fulness is lowered. 

Not only can multiple-purpose 
pole barns be constructed at a low 
cost but they are also long lasting 
and simple to build. In fact, they 
can be built by farm labor with 
rough cut lumber. No masonry 
footing, foundation, or diagonal 
bracing is required. 

The basic plans can be adjusted 
by varying the pole spacing and 
height. This means the same plan 
can be used for construction of u 
machine storage shed and farm 
shop, a cattle barn, a hay 
and feed storage barn, or even a 
poultry house. This pole barn 
plan—No. BP—6—may be obtain- 
ed from any county agent.

Pig Parlors Appear 
On Some Farms 


Some Alabama hog producers, 
particularly in the Sand Mountain 
area, are beginning to grow and 
finish their animals out for mar- 
ket in pig parlors—feeding them 
on concrete. 

G. B. Phillips, API Extension 
animal industry specialist, declar- 
ed this week that as yat he can 
neither recommend nor criticize 
pig parlors. But under present cir- 
cumstances, he believes the pas- 
ture method of feeding hogs will 
be best for the majority of Ala- 
bama farmers. 


Phillips advised each hog grow- 
er to size up his own situation and 
then put hogs where ever they 
will make the most money on his 
farm. Those that build parlors will 
be wise to give pigs access to pas- 
ture, thereby protecting their pork 
profits when going gets rough. 
Until further research turns up 
more definite results and solves 
more problems, Phillips does not 
think anyone could say definitely 
whether pasture or concrete pigs 
are the most particable for the 
rank and file of Alabama growers. 
One big unanswered problem is 
fly control and manure disposal, 
he pointed out. 


In an API Agriculture Experi- 
ment station test to compare con- 
crete and pasture pigs at the Low- 
er Coastal Plains Substation, the 
pasture pigs had an _ increased 
value of $1.79 each, over concrete 
pigs. Since 20 pasture pigs grazed 
one arce of oats and crimson clo- 
ver, the total increased value was 
35.80 for just one acre of grazing. 

Phillips emphasized*that parlors 
are more desirable than filthy 
muddy hog lots. For years he has 
recommended wooden or concrete 
feeding floors to avoid feeding ear 
or shelled corn on muddy ground 
or in dirty hog lots.

Curbing Power 


The ability of Congress to curb 
the powers of the Supreme Court 
is limited by the Court’s constitu- 
tional status as a coordinate 
branch of our goverment. Through 
the power of confirmation and im- 
peachment, Congress has a part in 
actually apprceving and removing 
the justices. Also, the number of 
justices on the Court can be 
changed by an Act of Congress. 
By passing new legislation, Con- 
gress can in effect reverse the 
Court’s interpretation of laws, as 
long as the issue is one of legis- 
lative intent and not of constitu- 
tionality. Yet, Congress has not 
been able to override the Court’s 
decisions on the constitutionality 
of its actions or to replace the 
Court as the interpreter of the 
Constitution, except by initiating 
constitutional amendments.

Numerous measures that will 
affect the Court have been intro- 
duced in both the House and Sen- 
ate since Congress reconvened.

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Farmers Need More! Alabama Teachers 
Barns To Protect |Attend Workshop 
Stock, Machinery 


Alabama farmers throw away 
millions of dollars each year—all 
because they do not have proper 
facilities to shelter their livestock 
and machinery and to store their 
crops. 

API Extension Engineer William 
T. Cox this week estimated that 
approximately 100,000 new barns 
and about 155,000 new machine 
sheds are needed in the state tu 
stop this great waste. And he said 
these sadly needed buildings are 
put within the financial reach of 
most farmers through the low 
cost, multiple-purpose pole barn 
developed at the API Agricultur- 
al Experiment Station. 

This type barn or shed may’ be 
constructed for about 50 cents per 
square foot. Cox pointed out that 
this means all barns and sheds 
needed could be constructed for. 
about $75 million. 

Cox warned farmers who do not 
have sheds that they may lose all 
trade-in value. on their machinery 
and equipment. Weather, he said, 
takes a terrific toll of machinery 
left in fields, and after five years 
the trade-in value is gone and 
usefulness. lowered. 

Not only can multiple-purpose 
pole barns be constructed at a low 
cost but they are also long lasting 
and simple to build. In fact, they 
can be built by farm labor with 
rough cut lumber. No masonry 
footing, foundation, or diagonal 
bracing is required. 

The basic plan can be adjusted 
by varying the pole spacing and 
height. This means the same plan 
can be used for construction of a 
machine storage shed and farm 
shop, a cattle barn, a hay and 
feed storage barn, or even a poul- 
try house. This pole barn plan— 
No. BP 6—may be obtained from 
any county agent. 


Teachers from all parts of Ala- 
bama are participating in the an- 
nual Teacher Education Workshop 
being held at Alabama College.

“When they 
arrived at the workshop, they 
were sent to an empty room with 
the job of furnishing and arrang- 
ing it to make the room a place 
to live and learn for the age group 
they are working with,” she said. 

Seven and eight year-olds are 
with Miss Louise Williams, Mon- 
roeville, the nine and ten year old 
group is. under the direction of 
Mrs. Irene Hamric, and the 11 and 
12 year old group is being taught 
by Mrs. Annie Lou Fancher. 

Specialties are taught in the 
afternoons. Miss Martha Allen, 
Miss Kathrine Farrah, and Miss 
Miriam Collins, teach art, music 
and physical education, respec- 
tively. Mrs. Janie Morgan, Tus- 
cumbia, teaches library work. 

The children being taught in 
conjunction with the workshop 
come from three areas. Some are 
local children, some are children 
of students at Alabama College, 
and others are in Montevallo part- 
icipating in the college’s Speech 
and Hearing Clinic which is now 
in progress. There are about 100 
children in the four age groups. 

A “materials center” has been 
set up in the Alice Boyd building 
furnishing the latest books and 
publications on elementary educa- 
tion for the use of the workshop 
participants. 

A library of books for children 
of the four age groups has set up 
in the cafateria of the building.

Loan Fund Restricted 


Possibly the most important 
amendment introduced by me, 
however, affected the Administra- 
tion’s proposed new Development 
Loan Fund. That amendment 
authorized $500 million for the 
new program for fiscal year 1958 
but eliminated the requested bor- 
rowing authority of $750 million 
for each of the two following fis- 
cal years. 


While I approve of the basic 
principle that funds for assistance 
to underdeveloped nations should 
be on a loan rather than a grant 
basic, I' felt that the bill as writ- 
ten not only authorized an amount 
much larger than was necessary 
but, at the same time, relinquish- 


| ed Congressional control over the 


new program. The purpose of my 
amendment, therefore, was to 
limit the Development Loan Fund 
to one rather than three years 


‘and to eliminate $1.5 billion in 


future borrowing authority.

Conference Required 


Earlier the Senate authorized «a 
three-year Development Loan 
Fund, and it will be necessary for 
a House-Senate conference com- 
mittee to reach an agreement on 
this particular section of the bill.

figure voted by the House of 
Representatives will prove ample 
to safely continue the mutual se- 
curity program during fiscal year

Beef Cattle Is 
Now Major Crop 


Montgomery, Ala.,--Alabama is 
now one of the nation’s fastest 
growing beef cattle producing 
states, Mortimer H. Jordan, Birm- 
ingham, President of the Alabama 
Cattlemen’s Association, said in 
revealing the State now has near- 
ly a million and a quarter head 
of beef cattle. 


“Beef cattle”, Jordan continued, 
“is now one of Alabama’s major 
agricultural crops, with cash re- 
ceipts bringing more than 55 mil- 
lion dollars annually into the 
State, as compared to only 7% 
million dollars in 1940.” 


Presently there are 1,715,000 
head of beef cattle on Alabama’s 
fine pastures, ranking the State 
18th in the nation, 4th in the 
Southeast and 6th in states east 
of the Mississippi. There are only 
24 other states which boast a 
total beef cattle count of more 
than a million head, Jordan added. 

Alabama’s growth in beef cattle 
production is clearly reflected in 
the number of stoeckyards operat- 
ing within the State—a hundred 
today compared with only 14 in 
1940, and the largest livestock 
market east of Fort Worth and 
south of the Ohio River is in Ala- 
bama at Montgomery, the Ala- 
bama Cattlemen’s Association pre- 
sident said. 


In breeding herds, cows and 
heifers two years old and older, 
Alabama ranks 14th nationally, 
a fine standing for a state where 
row crops have so long dominated 
the agricultural income picture, 
Jordan believes. 


There is a bright future ahead 
for the cattle industry in Ala- 
bama, Jordan predicts, with all 
the State’s natural advantages 
combining to improve and better 
balance the entire farm situation 
and the general overall economic 
condition in the State. 

The Alabama Cattlemen’s As- 
sociation, with an active county 
association in each of Alabama’s 
67 counties and with a member- 
ship of more than 5,000 is one of 
the largest State groups in the na- 
tion. 

Officers, in addition to Jordan, 
include: J. L. Adams, Dothan, 1st 
vice-president; Arthur Tonsmeire, 
Mobile, 2nd vice president; Ed- 
ward Wadsworth, Prattville, trea- 
surer; E. H. “Ham” Wilson, Mont- 
gomery, executive secretary.

Alabama College Is a Leader in 
Camping and Outdoor Education 


American colleges are teaching 
courses today in subjects that 
were a part of the everyday life 
and existence of the American 
Indian and early American set- 
tlers. 


Alabama College, Montevallo, is 
among the leaders in the South in 
the field of camping and outdoor 
education. 

According to Dr. Margaret Mc- 
Call, head of the department of 
health, physical education, and re- 
creation at Alabama College, tha 
demand for assistants in camps 
throughout the United States far 
exceeds the supply. 

“The. curriculum in outdoor and 
camping education is based on si- 
tuations whereby the individual 
student learns through experi- 
ence,” Dr. McCall said. 

“We have facilities for studies 
of this type that we feel are 
among the best anywhere,’ she 
said. “These facilities include a 
lodge that will accommodate 48 
campers, located on a 28 acre 
lake less than one mile from the 
Alabama College campus,” she 
said.. 

Facilities are available for out- 
door cooking, nature study, canoe- 
ing, sailing, swimming, and fish- 
ing. 

The Alabama College courses 
in camping and outdoor education 
have made students and graduates 
so much in demand by camps, 


that a Camp Placement Bureau 
has been éstablished. 

The bureau is headed by Miss 
Geneva Myrick, assistant profes- 
sor in the department. 


This summer, 34 graduates and 
students of Alabama College are 
working in camps in 18 states. 
There were 1,606 positions re- 
quested to be filled by the bureau. 
New York and Texas have placed 


the largest number of people 
through the bureau. 
Bobby Harrison, Mobile, this 


year became the first male stu- 
dent of Alabama College to ba 
employed through the bureau. He 
is serving as a riding instructor 
at Lookout Mountain Camp for 
Boys, Mentone, Alabama. 


Two graduates now have camps 
of their own. Elizabeth Mitchell 
owns and directs Chipewa Trail 
Camp at Rapid City, Michigan. 

Over fifteen, different types. of 
work at camps were available this 
year through the bureau. These 
positions included swimming in- 
structors, (which were highest in 
demand,) campcraft instructors, 
dance instructors, dietitians and 
cooks, and riding instructors. 


Other college departments con- 
tribute courses which prepare stu- 
dents and graduates for summer 
work, or careers, in the field. They 
are the art, music, speech, biology, 
physical science, social. science, 
psychology, and education depart- 
ments. 

All sudents and graduates of 
Alabama College may be placed 
through the bureau. Most parti- 
cipants, however, are graduates or 
students of the health, physical 
education, .and- recreation--depart- 
ment.

Realizing the critical need for 
classrooms in Alabama, as well 
as throughout cur nation, I had 
hoped a school construction mea- 
sure might become law that would 
provide funds for needed class- 
rooms but, at the same time, 
would also incorporate reasonable 
guarantees against federal inter- 
ference with our present system 
of schools. Unfortunately for the 
children of this nation, House de- 
bate last week on the school con- 
struction bill again emphasized 
the fact that advocates of inte- 
gration have every intention of 
blocking, if possible, the expendi- 
ture of federal funds for segre- 
gated Southern schools. 


Negro Rep. Adam _ Clayton 
Powell was not present this year 
te offer his amendment specifical- 
ly prohibiting the use of school 
construction funds by states whose 
schcols remain segregated, but a 
similar amendment was offered 
by Rep. Wainright of New York. 
I voted against the Wainright 
amendment attached. I joined with 
the overwhelming majority of 
Southern congressmen in voting 
against the bill. 


Change in Tactics 


While several who were pr°-- 
minent last year in their support 
of the Powell amendment indicat- 
ed a change in tactics, it was ob- 
vious their goal was the same. 
Rep. James Reosevelt of Califor- 
nia stated that he would not 
support the Wainright amendment 
although he had previously sup- 
ported the Powell amentment. He 
implied, however, that a similar 
amendment was being readied that 
could be attached later to the 
actual appropriation bill. 


In another about-face, Negru 
Rep. Charles Diggs of Michigan 
also opposed the Wainright 
amendment. Diggs stated: “It 
should be obvious that I would 
not take this stand were I not 
convinced there were other ade- 
quate remedies to correct the pro- 
blem aimed at in this amend- 
ment.” 


Powell, who didn’’t even bother 


to make an appearence last week, 
was reliably reported to be va- 


Same Purpose 


While it was obvious, then, that 
some members of the House of 
Representatives had abandoned 
their efforts to restrict only to 
integrated school systems the con- 
struction funds provided for in the 
authorization bill, it was evident 
to many observers that those 
same members were convinced 


that their purpose would finally 
be accoplished by later legislation, 
executive order, or court injunc- 
tion. Most Southerners, including 
myself, regretfully were inclined 
ito agree. 

It should be apparent to the 
most casual observer that the 
people of Alabama have no inten- 
|tion of integrating the schools of 
our State. Therefore, I could not 
vote for the. authorization of 
school construction funds _ that 
would be collected in part from 
|the taxpayers of Alabama when 
‘I sincerely believed those funds 
, would never be returned to Ala- 
\bama for the construction of our 
schools.

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Hospital Projects 
Are Approved 


Allocation of some $3,800,000 in 
federal funds for hospital ana 
health center projects in Alabama 
was approved last week by the 
State Board of Health. 

An allocation of $540,000 was 
approved for a 385-bed hospital 
at Alabaster. Also receiving ap- 
proval was a 25-bed general hos- 
pital at Centreville, $375,000. 

No state funds are involved, Dr. 
D. G. Gill, state health officer, 
said. Two-thirds of the cost will 
be met with federal funds and the 
rest must be raised locally. 

Gill said no state funds. are 
available for hospital construction 
although the 1955 Legislature ap- 
rroved a 2 million dollar bond 
issue for this purpose which hasn’t 
been sold. Investment firms ap- 
parently haven’t been interested 
m the maximum 2% per cent in- 
terest specified in the authorizing 
constitutional amendment, he said. 

Another constitutional amend- 
ment has been approved by the 
Legislature now in session to per- 
mit the bonds to be sold for in- 
terest rates up to a maximum 
of 4 per cent but it still must go 
back to the voters for their action. 


First-Graders Must 
Have Birth Certificates 


Birth certificates are required 
of all children who enter the first 
grade in September. Mr. W. W. 
Elliott, superintendent of Shelby 
County schools, pointed out that 
the state law says that any child 
who is six years old on or before 
October 1, 1957 may enter the 
first grade provided he has a 
birth certificate. 

Parents who do not have birth 
certificates for their children may 
get them from the Shelby County 
Health Department, provided the 
child was born in Shelby County. 
If the child was born in another 
county in Alabama, write the 
Bureau of Vital Statistics, State 
Health Department, Montgomery, 
Ala. Applications for the certifi- 
cates may be obtained from the 
Shelby County “Health Depart- 
ment. If the application is made 
at once, the birth certificate will 
be ready to take to school on the 
opening day, Tuesday, September 


Mr. Elliott also suggests that 
parents see that their children 
have had the necessary immuniza- 
tion shots. The County Health 
Department recommends that 
children have the D.-P.-T. (diph- 
theria, whooping cough, tetanus) 
shots and the smallpox shots. 
These can be given by your fami- 
ly doctor or the County Health 
Doctor in Columbiana.

Banks Supply Bulk 
Of Farm Credit 


Again in 1956, Alabama farmers 
met the bulk of their credit needs 
through loans from their local 
banks, according to J.I. Harrison, 
President, First National Bank of 
Columbiana, who represents the 
Alabama Bankers Association as 
Shelby County Key Banker. Dur- 
ing the year, the state’s banks 
remained the leaders in farm cre- 
dit service by providing far more 
financial] aid to farmers tnan any 
other lending agency, he noted. 


Using figures from the six- 
teenth annual farm lending sum- 
mary of the Agricultural Com- 
mission of the American Bankers 
Association, Mr. Harrison pointed 
out that on January 1, 1957, Ala- 
bama banks had a total of $53,- 
132,000 in loans outstanding to 
farniers compared with $48,323,000 
a year ago. On oe date, 
$40,110,000 was held 
farm loans by

Fed ral Land jes.’ 
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Banks, the second largest lender 
to the state’s farmers; $13,269,000 
was held by insurance companies; 
$8,123,000 by Production Credit 
Association; and $23,978,000 by 
the Farmers Home Administra- 
tion. 

The total of farm credit out- 
standing in banks was made up 
of $31,856,000 in production loans 
and $21,276,000 in farm mort- 
gages. In addition, Alabama 
banks held $13,823,000 in C.C.C. 
paper not included in the above 
total. 

Mr. Harrison commented especi- 
ally on the greater ust of bank 
real estate credit, which increased 
15% during the year, in relation 
to production loans. “The increase 
in farm capital requirements to 
the present very high levels,” he 
said, “has created a growing need 
for loans with longer repayment 
periods, particularly intermediate- 
term longer than 1 year. At the 
same time, there is a high bor- 
rowing capacity in farm real 
estate on which farmers could 
draw for non-real estate purpos-

Cable To Bring 
Direct Service 
To Hawaii 


Long distance telehone opera- 
tors serving Montevallo will be 
able to dial calls direct to Hono- 
lulu when an undersea cable to 
Hawaii is put in service late this 
year. 

The cable ship H. M. T. S. 
Monarch is scheduled to leave San 
Pedro, California, on Friday, July 
12, to begin laying a 2,400-mile 
underwater link between  tele- 
phones in the United States and 
Hawaii. 

“The cable will mean faster and 
better service on_ transpacific 
calls,” J. L. Switzer, local mana- 
ger of Southern Bell Telephone 
Company, said today. “Telephone 
operators will be able to ring 
telephones in Hawaii in the same 
fashion they now dial most long 
distance calls direct across the 
United States.” 

At the present, calls from Mon- 
tevallo to Hawaii are routed to the 
west coast where they are relay- 
ed to the islands over radio-tele- 
phone circuits. About 1680 calls 
were made to Hawaii from Ala- 
bama during the past year. 

The new system will carry 36 
conversations simultaneously. It 
will supplement 14 radio-telephone 
circuits now in use. 

The $37,000,000 project is being 
undertaken jointly by the Long 
Lines Department of the Ameri- 
can Telephone and _ Telegraph 
Company, the Pacific Telephone

Hawaiian Telephone Company. 


The Pacific telephone cable is 
similar in design and construc- 
tion to the Transatlantic and 
Alaska Telephone cables recently 
put in service. It will be the first 
equipped for long distance dialing. 

Long Distance operators on 
Oahu, where 95 peer cent of 
Hawaii’s telephones are located, 
will be able to dial direct to any 
number in an estimated 6,500 
communities on the North Ameri- 
can Mainland. 

Laying of the shore ends of the 
cable was completed in April. Tha 
Monarch and two other ships will 
lay the deep-sea sections of the 
twin-cable system during July, 
August and September.

The so-called civil rights bill 
continued last week to hold the 
spotlight in washington. While 
Senators debated the measure be- 
fore packed galleries, the entire 
jssue received , wide coverage 
through press, radio, and tele- 
vision. As the general public be- 
came better informed on the sub- 
ject, several important Senate 
amendments were adopted. The 
most publicized, of course, was 
the jury trial amendment which 
passed by a vote of 51-42, 


Action Uncertain 


There is every indication the 
amended bill will receive Senate 
approval this week. If so, the 
measure will be returned to the 
House of Representatives. The 
House can either accept the Sen- 
ate amendments or send the bill 
to a House-Senate conference com- 
mittee. Should the House accept 
the Senate version of the civil 
rights bill, it will then go to Pre- 
sident Eiserihower for his ap- 
proval or veto. In the event the 
measure is sent to a conference 
committee, it is extremely doubt- 
ful it will be passed before Con- 
gress adjourns. The action the 
House of Representatives will fi- 
nally take is still uncertain at the 
present time as both sides are 
continuing to maneuver for posi- 
tion. 


Keating’s Remarks 


At the invitation of Joseph 
McCaffrey, well-know _ television 
commentator, I appeared last week 
on his program, “Celebrity Pa- 
rade”, with Republican Represent- 
ative Kenneth Keating of New 
York State. While I have strongly 
opposed the so-called civil rights 
bill, Congressman Keating ha: 
been one of the bills leading ad- 
vocates. During the course of the 
program, Mr. McCaffrey asked 
Rep. Keating the position he 
would take in the’ event the Sen- 
ate adopted a jury trail amend- 
ment. Keating indicated: he would 
not only oppose. such Senate ac- 
tion. but would probably vote 
against the entire bill if a jury

As the leadership of both the 
House and Senate predicted the 
adjournment of Congress later 
this month, the House last week 
stepped up its consideration of 
pending legislation. Approval was 
given to a pay raise for classi- 
fied federal employees, a supple- 
mental appropriation was voted 
for fiscal year 1958, an appro- 
priation was authorized for the 
Atomic Energy Commission, and 
several other measures of less im- 
portance were either approved or 
rejected. ‘ 


Pay Raise Voted 


58 vote after an attempt to re- 
duce to 5% the amount of the 
proposed increase had failed. If 
enacted into law, this legislation 
will become effective on the first 
pay period in September and will 
result in an average yearly raise 
of $518 for federal workers. 

The Senate is expected to pass 
this week its own version of the 
federal pay raise bill which pro- 
vides a flat 744% increase for 
classified employees. If the Sen- 
ate so acts, it will then be neces- 
sary for a conference committee 
to agree on a compromise ver- 
sion of the measure.

Regardless of 
congressional action, however, Ad- 
ministration sources have reported 
on several occasions that the Pres- 
ident will veto any salary in- 
crease that might be adopted this 
year for federal workers. As far 
as I know, the President has made 
no official statement on this sub- 
ject. 


Budget Cut 


Supplemental funds approved 
last week by the House of Rep- 
resentatives for use by the var- 
ious government agencies in fis- 
cal year 1958 totaled $1.6 billion. 
This constituted a reduction of 
approximately $279 million below 
the budget estimate. An attempt 
to slash nearly $10 million from 
the TVA budget of $13 million 
‘was rejected on a roll call vote. 

In reducing the budget re- 
quest for the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission by $52 million, the House 
in effect voted to leave the build- 
ing of atomic power plants to pri- 
vate industry. Those who favored 
this action were afraid the govern- 
ment might go more deeply into 
the public power business. Those 
who opposed it argued that any 
program to be undertaken at in- 
dustry’s own pace would delay this 
nation’s atomic power develop- 
ment.

On the 6th day of August tha 
grand jury of/ Shelby County 
rendered the—following report to 
the Circuit Court: 


To The Honorable A. L. Harde- 
gree, Judge Of Said Court: 


We have investigated 21 cases 
and we return into Court 15 in- 
dictments, all cf which are for 
felonies. 


We have examined audits of the 
records of the following offices: 
The County Court, March 31, 1956 
to March 31, 1957; The Circuit 
Court, Criminal and Civil, March 
51, 1956 to March 81, 1957; The 
Circuit Court in Equity, March 
31, 1956 to March 31, 1957; Office 
of the Sheriff, March 31, 1956 to 
March 31, 1957; Office of the 
Judge of Probate, October 1, 1955 
to September 30, 1956. 


These audits were prepared by 
auditors for the State Department 
of Examiners of Public Accounts. 
It is our judgment that the au- 
dits reflect creditably upen the 
officials reported upon and we 
feel that they are to be commend- 
ed for the good work they have 
done as evidenced by these audits. 

All of our number visited the 
County Jail and the office of the 
Sheriff. Our inspection revealed 
to us that this property was in 
a very clean and sanitary condi- 
tion. The prisoners reported tv 
us that they were well fed and 
cared for. We commend Jailer 
and Mrs. Elvie Parker for the 
good work that they are doing. 

We have several recommenda- 
tions to make that we deem to be 
of importance. We suggest that 
an elevator be placed in the 
Courthouse Addition to provide 
transportation from the ground 
floor to the jail on the third 
floor. This would be of assistance 
to officers in securing their pris- 
oners and would serve_to protect 
prisoners who may be intoxicated 
from injury in climbing flights cf 
stairs. 

We suggest, as did the last 
grand jury, that consideration be 
given to placing a passageway 
from the Annex of Courthouse 
Addition to connect with the sec- 
ond floor of the Courthouse. This 
would be a great convenience. 

An enclosure is needed in which 
to place automobiles seized by law 
enforcement officers or vehicles 


belonging to persons who are plac- | 


ed under arrest and brought to 
jail. The county, in cur judgment 
has a responsibility for the safe 
keeping of these cars and at pres- 
ent there is no facility furnished 
for this purpose. 

The exterior of the 
formerly used as the County Jai! 
is unsightly and in need of re- 
pair. New bulidings have been 
placed on either side cf the old 
jail. We respectfully recommend 
that this old building be repair- 
ed and placed in a more present- 
able condition.

On Wednesday of last week 
Congress placed a $3.3 billion ceil- 
ing on the amount that could 
be provided in new funds for the 
1958 mutual security program. 
President Eisenhower promptly 
urged Congress to appropriate the 
full $3.3 billion and warned that 
any reduction might necessitate 
a special session of Congress in 
November. 

Despite the President’s warning, 
the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee on the following day re- 
commended only $2.5 billion in 
new funds for the mutual security 
program. The House of Repre- 
sentatives promptly upheld the 
Committee’s action and sent the 
bill containing the reduced amount 
to the Senate for its considera- 
tion. 

While the Senate is expected 
to restore a substantial part of 
the House cut, I am quite cer- 
tain the final appropriation for 
mutual security will be consider- 
ably less than the amount the 
President has indicated he con- 
siders a bare minimum. Most 
memb:rs doubt, however, that he 
will call a special session of Con- 
gress in November. 


Postage Rate Increase 


While I supported reductions in 
the mutual security program, I 
voted last week in opposition to 
the postal rate increase that re- 


Funds for Warrior 


Included in the public works 
appropriation bill that received 
final congressional approval last 
week was the sum of $2 million 
for the Warrior Lock and Dam. 
This important installation, loca- 
ted on the Warrior River between 
Hale and Greene Counties, was be 
gun in 1954 and will be com- 
pleted next year. 

Also included in. the bill was 
the sum of $1.7 million for the 
Jackson Lock and Dam, another 
important installation that is pre- 
sently under construction on the 
Warrior-Tombigbee Waterway.

The 
sum allocated to Tuscaloosa in 
federal funds represents the maxi- 
mum amount available for any 
one project.

Southern Railway 
Not in Favor of 
Rate Increase 


“Southern Railway does ngt in- 
tend to increase any freight rate 
where such action will price us 
out of the market and reduce 
Butts, the railway’s president, said 
today in a statement commenting 
on the freight rate increases re- 
cently authorized by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commissicn. 


“Southern didn’t ask for this 
inerease, and not because we don’t 
need the money. All railroads need 
more money, for the rate of re- 
turn on investment has been dis- 
couragingly low in the railroad 
industry for years. But it’s our 
opinion that higher freight rates 
simply mean a merry-go-round 
ride to nowhere for us in today’s 
bitterly competitive transportation 
business. 


“We are tired of seeing more 
and more freight which by its 
very nature belongs on the rails 
being carried, instead, by our sub- 
sidized competitors. And we are 
convinced that the principal rea- 
son is constantly advancing rail 
rates. This gives our subsidized 
competitors the chance to skim oft 
the cream of our most desirable 
and profitable traffic while they 
ignore traffic they don’t want to 
carry. They happily allow us to 
have what’s left, knowing we’re 
obligated by law as a common car- 
rier to take what left. That hurts, 
because railroads are built to han- 
dle volume. It’s our bread and 
butter. We want more business, 
not less. 


“We believe we can get and 
hold the volume of business our 
modern railroad now is geared 
to handle by keeping our rates 
down, even lowering them when 
conditions justify. We know that 
it is through a large volume of 
traffic that Southern can best and 
most cheaply ‘manufacture’ trans- 


portation—saving money for our 
customers, and making some for 
ourselves. That’s what we,are de- 
termined to try. 

“As to our position in this 
rate case, we feel that it has been 
a sound one, and in the public 
interest.

Retire such land to for- 
est. Even if the soil will support 
crops or pasture, but at too high a 
cost, it makes more sense to plant 
trees.

Modern freezing equip- 
ment, a better understanding of 
the nutritive value of frozen 
foods, and rising cost of fresh 
foods have all been contributing 
factors. 

According to the United States 
Department of Agriculture, 4-H 
Club members last year froze an 
estimated seven million pounds 
of meat, vegetables, ffuits and 
baked goods. Their valuable con- 
tribution to the family larder has 
undoubtedly saved much time 
and money in preparing meals. 

As in all national 4-H awards 
programs, superior efforts of 
those who complete the projects 
are handsomely rewarded. In 
the frozen foods project, the 
Whirlpool-Seeger Corporation of 
st. Joseph, Michigan, will again 
provide county, state and na- 
tional awards for 4-H’ers whose 
records are judged best by the 
Cooperative Extension Service. 

In each county as many: as 
four medals may go to a blue 
award group. The state winner 
becomes a delegate to the i957 
national 4-H Club Congress in 
Chicago, and will then be eligible 
for national honors. This ton 
award is a $400 college scholar- 
ship, and will bo presented to 
six national champions during 
the Congress. 

Local 4-H leaders and Exten- 
sion Agents are now working 
with members who are eager to 
learn the fine points of selecting, 
freezing and storing a wide vari- 
ety of foodstuff. The peak of 
activity will center avound the 
time when gardens and orchards 
are ready for harvesting.

Southern Natural 
Seeks Rate Increase 


Southern Natural Gas Company 
today filed new schedules of rates 
with the Federal Power Com- 
mission. The rates will be appli- 
cable to all of Southern’s “whole- 
sale customers in the States of 
Alabama, Georgia, Mississippi and 
South Carolina. Pending its in- 
vestigation of the rates, it is 
customary for the Federal Power 
Commission to suspend their et- 
fectiveness for period up to six 
months from the date of filing. 
After such period the rates go 
into effect under bond, subject 
to refund, depending upon the out- 
come of the investigation. The new 
rates will increase the average 
price of gas by approximately 
8.4c per 1,000 cubic feet and will

C. P. Rather, President of the 
Company, stated in announcing 
the rate filing: 

“The increased rates are ne- 
cessitated largely because of the 
higher cost of gas supplies pur- 
chased by the company. Since 
Southern’s last rate increase more 
than two years ago, its major 
pipeline supplier has filed three 
increases in rates. Two of these 
increases have already gone intu 
effect and the third wil! become 
effective December 1, 1957. South-

Phone Employees 
Set Safety Record 


It’s safer on the job than at 
home or at play—at least it is 
for employees of Southern Bel 
Telephone Company. 

This seldom realized fact was 
revealed in the utility’s recently 
published mid-year accident re- 
view made public by J. L. Switz- 
er, the company’s manager. 

The report showed that during 
the first six months of 1957, 
Southern Bell employees in Ala- 
bama suffered a total of 55 inju- 
ries off the job that were serious 
enough to cause them to miss 
work. In the same period only one 
was injured seriously enough on 
the job to warrant time off. 

Mr. Switzer pointed out that of 
the 55 off-duty ,lost-time acci- 
dents, 15 were suffered by men 
and 40 by women for a combined 
loss of 607 working days. The ac- 
cident rate in this category was 
.85 per 100 employees. The one 
on-duty lost-time accident was 
suffered by a female employee 
with a loss of six working days 
during the first six months of the 
‘year. The accident rate for this 
group was .015 per 100 employees. 

The report indicates a continu- 
ing need among telephone com- 
pany employees as well as others 
for off-duty safety education, the 
Southern Bell official said.

County’s Long Distance Calls Now 
Contest Planned Being Handled by Electronic “Brain’’ 


Outgoing Aong distance calls 
from Shelby County exchanges 
got a figurative “shot in the arm” 
last Sunday when the local ex- 
changes were tied into Southern 
Bell’s new $5 million switching 
center in Birmingham. 


Beginning then, Shelby County 
exchanges long distance operators 
are able to dial telephones direct 
in cities all over the nation that 
are connected to the inter - toll 
dialing network. 


J. L. Switzer, manager of the 
telephone company, said “this 
means that the local operator can 
dial a number in Cleveland, for 
instance, in the same way that a 
Shelby County exchange subscrib- 
er can dial a number here.” 


The multi-million dollar elec- 
tronic “brain” will automatically 
route long distance calls from 
here and other Alabama cities, 
through Birmingham to their des- 
tination without the help of op- 
erators in intermediate cities. 

If one route is busy, the “brain” 
searches until an idle circuit is 
found. It may look through sev- 
eral possible routes before one is 
selected. This takes only a split 
second. When the connection is 
made, the operator in the ex- 
change where the call originates 
dials the number in the distant 
city direct. 

The Birmingham switching cen- 
ter will for the present handle 
incoming calls to only Calera, 
Columbiana and Siluria, as well 
as outgoing. For instance, a per- 
son in Chicago would give the 
operator in his city the number 
he wanted in Calera, Columbiana 
or Siluria. She would then dial 
the area code for Alabama (205) 
which would connect the calling 
telephone immediately and auto- 
matically with the Birmingham 
switching center and then the two 
letters and five numerals of the 
désired Calera, Columbiana or Si- 
luria number. Within a few sec- 
onds, the Chicago party could be 
talking to the local party. 

Montevallo and Vincent incom- 
ing calls will be handled as in the 
past until next March, at which 
time these exchanges will be 
changed to what is known as the 
“2-5” numbering plan. 


; 


This means that when the sub- 
scribers’ numbers are changed to 
a@ name and five numerals, these 
exchanges can be connected to the 
“brain” and receive dialed calls 
automatically from distant cities. 


Mr. Switzer pointed out that 
inter-toll operator dialing can be 
used for maximum efficiency in 
those cases when the caller can 
give the number of the party he 
is callingg This makes it unneces- 
sary for the operator to call in- 
formation in the distant city with 
the result that much time is sav- 


ed. 


Installation of the “brain” in 
Birmingham and other selected 
cities in the nation is another step 
in the long-range plans of the Bell 
System to improve long distance 
telephone service. At the same 
time it paves the way for custo- 
mer dialing of long distance sta- 
tion-to-station calls.

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Use of Asiatic Flu 
Vaccine Is Urged 


With the possibility of a rather 
widespread epidemic of Asiatic 
Influenza this fall and winter, 
it is urged that, as quickly as the 
Vaccine against this particular 
Strain of Virus become available, 
every individual see his family 
doctor and be immunized. 


Six of the large pharmaceutical 
manufacturing houses have pro- 


mised to have a supply available 


to the doctors by September Ist. 

So far as is known at pre- 
sent the Vaccine will not be avail- 
able through the Health Depart- 
ment. 


The attack rate of Asiatic Flu, 
in the countries affected so far, 
is about 20 per cent of the popu- 
lation. 


The mortality rate has not 
been high although some deaths 
have been reported from pneu- 
mMonia and other complications. 

The Vaccine requires two weeks 
or longer to produce immunity 
and is said to be about 70% 
effective. The duration of immun- 
ity is expected to be 9 to 12 
months. In a continuing epidemic 
a booster shot of Vaccine should 
be given in 6 months. 

Should one develop a severe 
‘cold’ with cough, headache, gen- 
eral muscular aching, sore throat, 
prostration, and a fever, which 
may range from 101 to 104 or 
higher, he should immediately go 
to bed and notify his doctor. Only 

by doing this can the more ser- 
: tions be prevented.

I think it is a 
wonderful field,” she said. 

Mrs. Sims said that she does 
not have a specific method for 
teaching children to read correctly. 
“Reading depends on the individ- 
ual, and to teach people to read, 
you must deal with their indi- 
vidual problems,” she said. 

“I use several approved methods 
to teach reading, and adapt them 
to the childrens’ individual needs,” 
she said. 

Her hobby is raising African 
violets. “I have about 40 now, 
and hope to have more than 100 
by the end of the month. Since I 
have completed my school work, 
I have more time to care for 
them,” she said. 

She has helped her husband 
redecorate their home, which is 
located less than one block from 
the Alabama College campus. 

Mrs. Sims plans to continue her 
studies. She is going to do more 
research in the field of aiding 
the retarded reader, and is going 
to work toward a class AA teach- 
ing certificate.

The pay boosts 


Westinghouse 
Employees Receive 
Raise in Pay 


Pittsburgh, Pa—Some 120,000 
Westinghouse Electric Corporation 
employes will soon receive their 
fifth cost-of-living increase as a 
result of the higher cost-of-living 
index announced last week by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. 


This is the seventh pay raise re- 
ceived by Westinghouse employes 
since October, 1955. 

The latest cost-of-living in- 
crease, provided for under terms 
of current labor contracts, will be- 
come effective between August 
23 and September 1, and will 
boost wages and salaries paid by 
the company at the rate of about 
$7,500,000 a year. 

The cost-of-living provision of 
the contracts, which was part of 
the five-year contract offered to 
the unions in 1955, provides for 
quarterly adjustments of one cent 
an hour fer each % point change 
in the cost-of-living index. 

On the basis of the 
nounced increase of 1% points 
over the April index, Westing- 
house employes. represented by 
unions with contracts calling for 
payment of the increase on a 
cents-per-hour basis will receive 
a three-cent increase. 


Some individual union contracts 
provide for the adjustment to be 
in the form of a percentage in- 
stead of cents-per-hour. For em- 
ployes -in..this group -the 
will amount to 1% per cent. 

The hourly pay or salary of em- 
ployes not represented by a union 
will also be boosted 1% per cent. 

For employes paid weekly the 
new raise will be effective with 
their next pay period. For those 
employes paid on a monthly basis, 
the raise will become effective 
September 1. 

Including the latest increase, 
pay rates for Westinghouse em- 
ployes will be 11% per cent high- 
er than under terms of the form- 
er contracts. Since October, 1955, 
these seven increases total about 
24 cents per hour on the average. 
include general 
increases of three per cent each 
that went into effect in October, 
1955, and October, 1956, as well 
as cost-of-living boosts of two 
per cent last August, one-half per 
cent last November, one-half per 
cent in February of this year, one 
per cent in May and the current 
one and one-half per cent.

Powers Speaks to 
Graduating Class 


“Tonight you are in a sense 
at the ‘half-way house’ of your 
lifa Be alive to this fact and 
do not be contented with less 
than God has made it possible 
for you to be and to do,” Dr.

An agreement was reached last 
week end among the Republican 
and Democratic leaders in both 
the House and the Senate on 
a compromise version of the so- 
called civil rights bill, and a 
vote is expected on it this week.

Fire Ant Funds 


Residents of the 6th District 
who are being plagued by the 
destructive fire ant will be inter- 
ested in an appropriation approv- 
ed by Congress last week for con- 
trolling this insect pest. A total 
of $4 million was included in the 
Supplemental Appropriations Bill 
that can be used to initiate con- 
trol programs for the fire ant 
and the screwworm. 

If the measure is signed by the 
President, the Department of Ag- 
riculture is expected to spend over 
half of the appropriation to pro- 
vide technical supervision of con- 
trol programs, conduct surveys, 
and invoke quarantines in order 
to curb the migration of the firé 
ant. 


Veterans Legislation 


‘Two bills affecting veterans 
and their dependents have been 
passed by the House and Senate 
and sent to the President for his 
expected approval. One of the

program until July 25, 1959 and 
authorizes an additional $200 
million for financing its opera- 
tions during the next two years.

In addition, the bill increases the 
maximum amount of a direct loan 
from $10,000 to $13,500 and per- 
mits the Veterans Administra- 
tion to make commitments to 
builders upon payment of a two 
per cent fee. 

This measure is designed to 
encourage new residential con- 
structicn in small towns and rural 
areas by liberalizing the provi- 
sions of the veterans program. 

The other measure, also approv- 
ed last week by Congress, liber- 
alizes the basis for determining 
the eligibility of widows for vet- 
erans benefits. Under the terms 
of this legislation, a widow whe 
was married to a veteran for five 
or more years, or for any period 
of time if a child was born of the 
marriage, will be eligible to re- 
ceive compensation. 

This test of eligibility will be 
applied to widows of veterans of 
all wars, thereby greatly simpli- 
fying the present law which pro- 
vides different marriage require- 
ments for widows of the veterans 
of each war.

Congress is scheduled to . vote 
this week on the civil rights bill 
and on the mutual security appro- 
priation bill. Should these votes 
materialize, Congress will proba- 
bly adjourn this week end.

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Vocational Education Serves the Nation 


Industrial expansion is causing a 
greater need for trained personnei 
in the various plants and indus- 
trial activities. Surveys have 
shown a desire on the part of 
those interested in the educational 
program for expanded vocational 
education. Through — vocational 
home making education students 
are taught lessons dealing with 
problems in the home and also 
problems concerned with family 
life education. Through diversified 
occupation training students are 
taught at school dealing with the 
particular training objectives; yet 
students have some time on-the- 
job for practice and related ex- 
periences. Vocational agriculture 
and F.F.A. work has long been 
recognized as one of the leading 
programs dealing with training 
farmers and prospective farmers. 
During recent years much atten- 
tion has been given to a training 
program in related occupations to 
farming. With increasing enroll- 
ments and with our changing 
economy, practically all boys in 
our high school at Montevallo find 
it interesting to take at least one 
year of vocational agriculture as 


part of their program of educa- 
tional experiences. Many of the 
chosen fields of endeavor are 
closely related to farming or some 
phase of enterprise closely co- 
ordinated with farming. Imple- 
ment dealers, feed establishments, 
tractor dealers, grocers, and many 
other related fields find it an ad- 
vantage to personnel working in 
these places if some study has 
been given to farming and its re- 
lated fields.

If you have a highway running 
by your woodlot, you may occa- 
sionally have injury to your trees 
from accidents, out-of-control 
trucks or autos. It’s sure important 
to know how to give your trees 
“first aid,” 

First off, you should paint the 
scar with an antiseptic wound 
dressing. Next, shade the wound to 
keep the sun from drying out the 
damaged tissue. 

Last, build a ring of burlap 
about the wounded area, allowing 
several inches of air space between 
tree and burlap. Never wrap 
tightly, as you would a human 
wound.

Fellows often ask me what the best 
distance apart is for setting loblolly 
pines. An 1l-year test was made by 
the Arkansas Experiment station at 
Hope. One-year-old trees were set in 
half-acre blocks each, 4 x 4, 5 x 5, 
6 x 6, and 7 x 7 feet apart. 

Best spacing was found to be 6’x 6’, 
though if you have a good market 
and smaller trees can be sold well, a 
spacing of 5’ x 5’ may be used. 

But remember, it takes 1,210 trees 
to plant an acre at 6’ x 6’ spacing, 
but it takes 1,742 trees to plant at 
Six Bh

that bought commercially.

ALABAMA STATE DOCKS, MOBILE, ALA., is one of ‘America’s ten great seaports, with its 36-foot 
channel, its more than 50 acres of spacious transhipment sheds, its own terminal switching railroad, 
public grain elevator and bulk material handling terminal for bauxite, iron, coal, etc. A vast modern 
International Trade Center, and new berths, are among multi-million dollar expansions scheduled for 
the Mobile Port in the immediate future. 


Phenomenal Growth of Alabama State Docks 
Recorded on Eve of Thirtieth Anniversary

' Alabama’s great Port of Mo- 
bile will celebrate its 30th birth- 
day next year, and its growth 
over the past three decades is one 
of the romances of American com- 
merce. 


As a birthday present, con- 
struction of an International Trade 
Center, addition of extra berths, 
and expansion of its big bulk ore 
terminal are being scheduled to 
improve further the Port’s fine 
facilities, and meet the increasing 
demands made on it by both 
American and foreign shippers. 

Last year, this huge Gulf ship- 
ping facility, administered by the 
State of Alabama, grossed $5,- 
795,641 for a net profit—after 
depreciation had been charged 
off—of 1,386,672. 

In 1929 revenue earned by the 
port, before interest on its in- 
debtedness and depreciation had 
been charged off, amounted only 
to $452,320. Today the Port of 
Mobile is one of the 10 top sea- 
ports of the U.S. Also, in August 
this year, a 36-foot channel to 
the Port was completed through 
Mobile Bay. “No seaport in the 
U.S. has developed so fast, so 
for and so_ successfully,” said 
Alabama State Docks Director 
Knox McRae last week. 

One of the clues for the Port 
of Mobile’s success may be found 
in its geographic location on the 
Gulf. Another is the fact that it 
did not just grow like Topsy, 
but basically was carefully plan- 
ned. It has its own terminus 
railroad, large and spacious tran- 
shipment sheds and proper and 
adequate port facilities of every’ 
kind. 

All ports are colorful and sti- 
mulate day dreams of far away 
lands for both the busy industrial- 
ist and the visiting tourist who 
can pause to watch the busy 
steamers come and go with their 
cargoes. This is particularly true 
of Mobile, whose busy Port sup- 
plies a 20th century buzz of 
commerce against a background of 
a city with narrow streets lined 
with graceful iron grillwork—re- 
calling bygone centuries. and early 
days of French occupancy. 

Though no “cargoes of ivory, 
apes, and peacocks”, as sung by 
the poet, are unloaded on the 
Mobile wharfs, any day there can 
be seen the products of vast 
forests and deep mines, navel 
stores, grains, cotton, and a thou- 


sand different industrial items 
from the manufacturers of a 
large segment of America, being 
shipped from Mobile to distant 
ports across the seven seas. 


And there can be seen any day 
mountains of bauzite for alum- 
inum production, iron ore, chrome, 
Maganese, nitrate and other ores 
and chemicals being handled at 
Mobile Port’s bulk materia] ter- 
minal, as they arrive from South 
America, Africa, and Europe, and 
elsewhere. 


Indeed, this fine ore terminal 
at Mobile is another “key” to 
this Port’s success. As regards 
this “success”, the cold figures 
of the U.S. Engineers alone speak 
volumes. In 1948, the Engineers 
reported tonnage handled at Mo- 
bile was 3,855,206.'In 1950 it had 
risen to 7,233,103 tons. At the end 
of 1955 the Engineers reported 
tonnage at Mobile had reached 
15,083,028. 

Alabama State Docks officials 
know already that the figures for 
1956 and 1957; when published, 
will show further astonishing 
leaps, since business in the past 
two years has vastly increased as 
some $600 million of new and ex- 
panded industrial plants have lo- 
cated in Alabama and as the busi- 
mess boom in the Port of Mobile’s 
trade territory which, in parti- 
cular, includes the Mid-West, 
which Mobile so splendidly serves, 
has continued unabated. 


Mobile’s Port is served by four 
railroads, the L. & N., Southern, 
G. M. & O. and the A. T. and N. 
All its 50 shipping berths are 
served by tracks. 

The Docks cover some 600 
acres, and new land is to be ac- 
quired. In this area are more than 
50 acres of transhipment sheds, 
and there are no less than 2,200,- 
000 square feet of covered area. 
Its concrete wharfs cover more 
than two-and-a-half miles with 
fresh water available at all berths, 
and most of the berths are serv- 
ed with bunker oil pipe lines. 

Another important attraction 
of the Alabama State Docks at 
Mobile is its public grain elevator. 
And among other facilities is its 
cold storage plant. 

The immediate expansion pro- 
gram calls for the construction of 
three more berths, expansion of 
the great ore terminal, and con- 
struction of an International Trade 
Center complete with manufactur- 
ing exhibits, offices for shippers, 
consular officials interpreters 


stenographie services, plus a pent- 
house restaurant, library, lounges, 
etc. 

It is these expansions and im- 
provements which, it is expect- 
ed, will mark the Port of Mobile’s 
30th birthday in 1958. 


Now Is The Time To 
Start Fall Gardens 


Cooler nights blanketing the 
state furnish a clue to prospective 
gardeners—for the ideal time to 
put successful fall and winter 
gardens is at hand. 


API extension Horticulturist 
John Bagby this week reminded 
farmers that early September is 
the best time to get started om 
those fall and winter gardens. 

Two good reasons stand out 
for beginning gardens within the 
next few weeks. Around this sea- 
son of the year Alabama usually 
has some good rains, making con- 
ditions favorable for getting crops 
up to a good stand. Then, too, 
such crops as cabbage, broccoli, 
and lettuce must be planted early 
enough so they will make most 
of their growth before cold wea- 
ther comes to nip tender buds. 

Bagby advised gardeners to 
plant a variety of crops in their 
fall and winter gardens.This var- 
iety will prevent the family’s ap- 
petites from becoming jaded on a 
diet of tufnip greens and collards. 
Other crops—besides turnips and 
collards—which can be planted at 
this time include cabbage, broccolj, 
radishes, lettuce, kale, mustard, 
and onion sets. 

Since most of these crops call 
for fairly amount of plant food, 
generous applications of fertilizer 
are required. In fact, Bagby re- 
commended four quarts of com- 
plete fertilizer per 100 feet of 
rows before planting, plus one oor 
more side-dressings with nitrogen. 
He added that, if water is avail- 
able, irrigation of these crops will 
definitely pay off in view of the 
fact that the state usually goes 
through dry spells in the fall, 
particularly October.

Social Security 
Officer at Calera 


Some claims for social secur- 
ity benefits are already being 
taken from very recently and new- 
ly covered groups of self-employ- 
ed people, Mr. J. W. Overstreet, 
Jr., manager of the Birmingham 
Social Security district office said 
today. These recently covered 
groups include lawyers, dentists, 
osteopaths, veterinarians, chiro- 
practors, naturopaths, and opto- 
metrists. They were covered for 
the first time by the 1956 amend- 
ments.to the Social Security Act. 

Mr. Overstreet emphasized that 
although these people have only 
been covered for about 14 years, 
it is possible for those of retire- 
ment age, who have retired, to 
start drawing benefits now. Re- 
tirement age is 65 for men and 
62 for women. Those aged 72 or 
over can start drawing benefits 
without retirement. 


This. group has been covered 
beginning: with and for the first 
taxable year that ends after 1955. 
For most of this self-employed 
group this would be the calendar 
year 1956. If you are in this 
group and reach retirement age, 
you can be insured as early as 
April 1, 1957. You will be insured 
if your net earning are $400.00 
or more in each of the years 1956 
or 1957.

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Auburn, Ala., Aug. 21—Farmers 
in Alabama’s twelve soil conser- 
vation districts are making pro- 
gress in conserving soil and wa- 


‘ter on their farms, according to O. 


C. Medlock, State Conservationist 
of the Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice. 

There are 58,095 farmers in 
Alabama cooperating with their 
districts. These farmers own more 
than 10 million acres of farm 
land. 

Basic plans for their farms have 
been made by 46,756 of the dis- 
trict cooperators, for progressive- 
ly adjusting the use of their land 
to its capability and giving it the 
treatment it needs for sustained 
production and soil improvement. 

In making the plans S.C.S. con- 
servationists advised these farm- 
ers on the capabilities of their 
land, and uses they might make 
of the land. With this informa- 
tion each farmer then made the 
plan himself for his farm, en- 
abling him to successfully do the 
kind of farming he wanted to do. 

The June 30 fiscal year re- 
port indicated an outstanding ex- 
ample of progress during the past 
year was the great increase in 
woodland work. District coopera- 
tors planted more than twice as 
many trees as they planted the 
previous year. They used more 


Farmers continued to plant 
large acreages of grass. A large 
number of them increased their 
per-acre yields of row crops and 
that had been in grass and le- 
gumes for several years for row 
crops. At the same time they 
planted other row crop fields tu 
grass and clover as a part of their

crop rotations. They considered it 
a good time to get into these long 
term rotations when emphasis 
throughout the nation was on get- 
ting more cover on crop land. 


Between July 1, 1956, and June 
30, 1957, 1326 cooperators built 
farm ponds. This was 72 more 
ponds than was built during the 
preceding year, These ponds sup- 
plied fish for the table, and wa- 
ter for farm use. Ponds also pro- 
vide wholesome recreation. 


Notable progress was also made 
in watershed protection and im- 
provement. Work plans were com- 
pleted for three watersheds. These 
were: High Pine Creek Watershed 
in Randolph and Chambers Coun- 
ties; Little New River Watershed 
in Marion and Fayette Counties 
and Brackin’s Mill Creek Water- 
shed in Dale and Coffee Counties. 
The local people in the Creek Wa- 
tershed in Jackson Counties were 
almost ready to begin operations 
in that watershed at the end of 
the year. They had all the ease- 
ments needed exept one and were 
organizing a drainage district to 
enable them to better carry out 
their operations. 


Interest in soil and water con- 
servation was high and soil con- 
servation district supervisors 
throughout the State continued to 
devote much of their time to dis- 
trict affairs, enlisting people in 
all walks of life in helping dis- 
tricts with their soil and water 
conservation programs.

Live Grading of Hogs 
Urged For Sales Basis 


The adoption of a system of 
live grading of hogs at tha mar- 
ket could mean more money to the 
farmers, save more money for the 
meat packer, and boost consum- 
er sales. 

This ‘week API Ektension 
Animal Industry Specialist G. B. 
Phillips, who heartily endorses a 
system of live grading of hogs, 
explained that this system, using 
official U. S. grades, would giva 
farmers more reasons to produce 
meat-type hogs. Grading would 
mean—just as it does for beef 
cattle—a higher price for the bet- 
ter quality hog. 

Most hog sales in Alabama’ 
are made on the basis of weight 
alone, and Phillips said this old 
method is out-of-date. Under the 
present setup the lardy hog us- 
ually brings the same price per 
pould as the meatier hog, unless 
hogs are auctioned off to the 
highest bidder. 

Since live grading wouls cut 
down on lard production, the pack- 
er can make more profit and 
thereby pay a higher price for the 
better hogs. And with good lean 
pork cuts on the market, retail 


sales would increase. 

Even now Alabama growers are 
making a fast switch to produc- 
ing the meat-type hog, as more 
and more farmers in the state 
discover this hog easier to market 
and easier on the pocketbook ta 
feed. The meat-type hog was first 
introduced on the Alabama farm 
scene about four years ago. 

Experiment Stations over the 
country have found that the meat- 
type hog took about 30 pounds 
less feed than the lard type.

On Friday, August 23, the first 
session of the 85th Congress ad- 
journed, but only after two high- 
ly controversial measures had 
passed both the House and Sen- 
ate. 


Civil Rights Bill 


Despite the repeated warnings 
of Southern members of Congress 
—including Senator Strom Thur- 
mond’s one-man filibuster—as to 
the dangers oof the so-called ci- 
vil rights bill, the measure passed 
both bodies by overwhelming 
votes. Unfortunately for those of 
us who will be primarily affected 
by it, this unnecessary legislation 
has become a political issue and 
was considered on that basis rath- 
er than on its merits. If adminis- 
tered on the same basis, the 
months ahead may be trying ones 
for residents of the deep South. 


Foreign Aid 


In its last important legislative 
action before adjournment, Con- 
gress approved a $3.4 billion for- 
eign aid appropriation bill. This 
compromise figure is approximate- 
ly $1 billion less than the Presi- 
dent originally requested but 
about $244 million more than the 
amount first voted by the House 
of Representatives. 

President Eisenhower has ex- 
pressed fear that the amount pro- 
vided may not be sufficient. How- 
ever, most members of Congress 
who have studied the program 
earefully are confident that the 
funds appropriated are more than 
ample for fiscal year 1958. 


Pending Legislation 


Since all pending legislation 
will carry over until the second 
session of the 85th Congress that 
convenes on January 7, 1958, there 
are many legislative proposals 
still in the “pipeline” for possible 
action next year. Tax  reduc- 
tion, always a popular cause in 
an election year, remains a live 
issue: Statehood for Alaska and 
Hawaii again may be debated. 
The budget, and the cause of 
economy, will also be on hand. 
These and other’ controversial 
measures must be considered be- 
fore a final verdict can be reach- 
ed on the record of the 85th Con- 
gress. 

In the meantime, most members 
of Congress are returning to their 
respective districts to discuss 
pending issues with their consti- 
tuents. 


Returns To District 


For the five years that I have 
served as a Member of Congress, 
it has been my privilege to re- 
port to you each week through the 
courtesy of this newspaper. When 
Congress reconvenes, I plan to re- 
sume my weekly reports.

|Feed Conversions 


For Broilers Is 
Going Down 


When broiler prices are low, 
efficient use of food grows in im- 
portance. And before long broiler 
prices may take their usnal win- 
tertime dip. 

This week API Extension Poul- 
tryman Hoyt M. Warren asked 
Alabama broiler growers to stop 
a few minutes and take a close 
look at their management pro- 
grams. He explained that in the 
past few years remarkable pro- 
gress has been made in breeding, 


feeding, and management of broil- 
ers. 

Warren pointed to 15 different 
trials completed this spring in 
Arkansas. In these tests, birds 
went to market when they were 
eight weeks old and their average 
weight ran 2.95 pounds. One thing 
that made the trials so successful

was a low mortality rate of only 
two percent.

But the most outstanding re Aboard Carrier Shangri-La 


sult of the tests was the feed con- 
version rate. The average of the 
tests showed that every 2.03. lbs. 


of feed produced a lb. of chicken 
meat—or 49.14 lbs. of meat for 
every 100 lbs. bag of feed. In fact, 
four of the 15 trials produced a 
lb. of meat with less than two lbs. 
of feed. 

Warren added that the carcass 
grade was good, with 96.9 percent 
of the birds going grade-A or 
better. He pointed out that the 
rations used in the trials con- 
tained three percent added fat. 

Warren said some Alabama 
growers are getting good con- 
version rates too. These growers 
are averaging between 2.10 and 
2.19 Ibs. of feed for each lb. of 
meat or between 47.5 and 465.7 
Ibs. of meat for each 100 lbs. of 
feed. He urged every producer to 
work for a 2.3 conversion rate or 
better in everday operations, ad- 
ding that growths with a 2.6 con- 
version rate are behind in the 
broiler efficiency race.

Higher Payments 


More than 37,000 Alabama dis- 
abled veterans will get higher 
compensation checks for service- 
connected’ disabilities, starting 
with checks mailed out at the end 
of October, 1957, Harley A. Smith, 
manager, Alabama VA Regional 
office, said today. 

Public Law 85-168, signed by 
the President, authorizes the in- 
creased payments, he said. 


Veterans already on VA’s com- 
pensation rolls need take no ac- 
tion to get the raise, Mr. Smith 
emphasized. It will be paid auto- 
matically. 


Also increased will be the spe- 
cial allowances for dependents 
paid veterans whose service-con- 
nected disabilities are rated at 40 
percent or more. 

With a few exceptions, the in- 
crease will be approximately 10 
percent across the board, except 
for totally disabled veterans rated 
at 100 percent, whose boost from 
$181 to $225 per month amounts 
to 24.3 percent. 


Unchanged are three statutory 
rates, two of them at $47 each, 
involving the anatomical loss, or 
loss of use, of one part of the 
body, and the third, at $67 as the 
minimun rate for arrested tuber- 
culosis. These rates may be pay- 
able in addition to the percentage 
ratings for service-connected dis- 
abilities. 

Compensation rates payable to 
veterans whose service-connected 
disabilities were suffered during 
peace-time service under non-ex- 
trahazardous conditions are 80 
percent of the new wartime rates. 
Peacetime service disabilities suf- 
fered under extrahazardous con- 
ditions may be payable at the 
wartime rates. 

Not affected by the increase are 
the compensation rates paid sur- 
vivors of veterans whose deaths 
were service-connected, nor pen- 
sions paid wartime veterans or 
their widows or children for non- 
service-connected disability or 
death.

Pontiac Observes 


Pontiac, among a relatively 
small number of automobile manu- 
facturers that have survived this 
country’s most competitive busi- 
ness, is observing its fiftieth year 
of passenger car production. 

On August 28, 1907, the Oak- 
land Motor Car Company was or- 
ganizad and _ production of -a 
pioneer “two-lunger” began on a 
mere 50,000 square feet of floor 
space. This working area had been 
set aside in the Pontiac Buggy 
Company which was founded in 
1898 and of which Pontiac Motor 
Division is a direct descendant. 
Escaping the fate of hundreds of 
other auto firms that went in and 
out of business almost overnight, 
Oakland remained “healthy” from 
the very start. 

In 1908, a revolutionary four- 
cylinder model was introduced and 
278 built. In 1910, a previously 
unheard of volume of 4,000 cars 
was produced. By this time Oak- 
land had become a thriving part 
of the “newly created General 
Motors Corporation. Another 
giant stride forward was taken 
three years later when the com- 
pany introduced its first six-cy- 
linder car—along with a light, 
fast four-cylinder model equipped 
with a self starter. The new six 
sold for $2450, a modest figure 
for that day. 


Oakland prospered as sales 
volume increased and in 1926 wu 
companion car was introduced that 
caught the public’s fancy instant- 
ly. The new six-cylinder baby of 
the auto industry was named 
Pontiac after the city of its birth 
and one of America’s most famous 
Indian chieftains. 

The very first Pontiacs were 
built in the crowded Oakland 
plant on an assembly line that 
rivaled a roller coaster in its dips, 
curves and careening angles. Late 
that same year however, con- 
struction was under way on a 

igantic new Pontiac plant located

on 246 acres in North Pontiac. It 
was considered something of a 
miracle in the production world 
that, within 90 days from the 
time ground was broken, cars 
were being produced in the new 
plant. 

Pontiac output reached 127,699 
in 1927 and 210,890 the following 
year By 1931, Pontiac was so far 
ahead of Oakland in sales thai 
the Oakland car was discontinued 
and the company became known as 
Pontiac Motor Division. In its 
final Pre-war year (1941) Pon- 
tiac produced 330,061 cars before 
converting to war production. Pon- 
tiac sales have constantly in- 
creased since production was re- 
sumed following World War [I. 

After 50 years since its origin, 
Pontiac operations extend over 
6.5 million square feet of floor 
space in the home plant plus ad- 
ditional assembly operations in 
seven GM car assembly plants 
across the country. 

During Pontiac’s 50 years of 
progress approximately 7,000,000 
ears have been produced. Nearly 
6,500,000 of these cars carried the 
name of Pontiac, over 4,000,000 
of which have been built since 
World War II. Payrolls have in- 
creased from one-half million 
dollars in 1921 (earliest figures 
available) to seventy-one and one- 
half million dollars in 1956.

FARMERS TO PROFIT BY NEW RULING 





WILMINGTON, DEL.—New help to the nation’s farmers who 
grow corn and. raise beef cattle was given today in an order 


‘from the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration that greatly broad- 
ened the field of application for 
toxaphene insecticides. 

The Food and Drug Admin- 
istration ruling established for 
the first time a_ tolerance* for 
toxaphene in the fat of meat 
from cattle. This permits feed- 
ing beef cattle with corn forage 
from corn treated with toxa- 
phene for corn borer control. 
Tolerance levels are set under a 
new law requiring the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education, and 
Welfare to determine what a- 
mounts of pesticide residue can 
safely be permitted to remain 
on food crops.- . 

In addition the tolerance of 
seven parts per million for toxa- 
phene in the fat of meat from 
cattle, sheep, and goats means 
these animals can also be spray- 
eG with toxaphene for protec- 
ticn against certain livestock 
insect pests.

Button Clover Seed 
In Short Supply 


A strong demand for button 
clover seed has caused a serious 
shortage of seed. Since many 
farmers have determined to use 
this excellent winter grazing le- 
gume, F. B. Hatchett, Shelby 
County work unit conservationist, 
Soil Conservation Service, wishes 
to point out a solution. 

He says, “While it is customary 
and best, to use 20 to 26 pounds 
of scarified button clover seed 
per.acre, it is possible to get ade-~- 
quate stands with as low as 10 
pounds per acre, especially when 
added other clovers. It is best 
to do a better-than-usual job of 
land preparation, smoothing, fer- 
tiltzing inoculation, and seeding 
if this 10-pound rate is attemped. 
It is best to always adequately 
lime any ground to be used for 
button clover, just as for its re- 
lative alfalfa-PH 6.5 to 7.0.” 

“Inoculate seed with alfalfa or 
burr clover inoculum. Use 800 
pounds per acre of 0-14-14 or its 
equivalent, or base fertilizer on 
soil testing laboratory findings.” 

Mr. Hatchett goes on to urge 
that grazing be discontinued early 
the first spring to permit wu 
heavy seed crop. It is practical tw 
add up to two bushels of oats or 
20 pounds of rescue seed, or a 
light seeding of wheat to increase 
grazing on the clover fields. 

Because of the high percent 
of hard seed in button clover, 
it will be best to plant another 
10 to 20 pounds per acre of scari- 
fied seed in the fall of 1958 on 
this ground.

year. Thq household employer 
must report these wages and send 
the social security tax to the 
District Director of Internal Re- 
venue at the end of each calendar 
quarter. The deadline for the next 
return is October 31. 

Copies of “Good News for 
Household Workers” and other in- 
formation about social security 
may be had free of charge at any 
social security office.

Dutch elm disease is spread by 
dark beetles which carry the fun- 
gus. If your tfee is attacked, it’s best 
to cut it down as quickly as pos- 
sible, and burn it, so that the dis- 
ease won't spread to nearby elms.

Whole towns have been hit by the 
disease! For instance, Mount Pulaski, 
Ill., had 600 elms in 1942, burt six 
years later it had only 16—plus 584 
hazardous dead tree trunks. Besides 
losing its fine elms, the town had to 
pay about $70 apiece to have the 
trunks removed! Many towns are 
fighting the disease with DDT spray 
and other contro] methods, arid mean- 
while lots of folks are planting honey 
locusts and maple as shade trees— 
‘cause they resist disease mighty well!

I just have room for another 
safety rule for tree farmers: Before 
I cut a tree, I always figure out a 
way of escape—well back and to 
one side, and at least 20 feet away.

On Asian Flu 


If the anticipated Asian In- 
fiuenza epidemic occurs this Fall 
or Winter the following informa- 
tion may be of some _ general 
value. 

The infective agent is a type 
of Virus, formerly not known in 
this Country. The mode of trans- 
mission is by “droplet infection”. 
One must come in contact with a 
case. The inculation period is 1 or 
2 days and the onset is sudden 
with symptoms of a “cold” with 
fever, general aching and with 
considerably more _prostration, 
than with the usual “cold”. The 
incidence is about 20% to even 
30% of the population. If one 
member of a family gets the in- 
fection, very shortly the éntire 
family is apt to be down with it. 

A disease with such an explo- 
sive onset and such wide distri- 
bution can disrupt many essential 
public services. For this reason it 
is recommended that individuals 
whose services are essential to the 
public welfare be given priority 
in the use of vaccine, until the 
supply is more plentiful. Heading 
this priority list are the doctors 
and their assistants. 

Duration is usually short, 8 
to 5 days, but convalescence is 
apt to be slow. The mortality rate 
has been low. It is recommended 
that patients be treated at home 
and that hospital admission be 
limited to those with serious com- 
plications. 

Your Health Department will 
not be supplied with Asian In- 
fluenza Vaccine but urges every 
one to get theis, as soon as avail- 
able, from their doctor. The Vac- 
cine is said to be about 70% ef- 
fective. About 2 weeks are re- 
quired for immunity to develop. 

In the event one should develop 
symptoms suggestive of influenze. 
he should immediately go to bed 
and notify his doctor...Failure.to 
do this and to stay in bed a suf- 
ficient length of time contributed 
to the high mortality rate in the 
Influenza epidemic of 1918. The 
Virus causing the 1918 epidemic 
was, however, much more virulent 
than the present Virus of Asian 
Influenza.

Education Bill 


Applications for schooling under 
the year-old War Orphans Edu- 
cation program have reached the 
239 mark in Alabama, the Vete- 
rans Adminigtration announced 
today. 

Many more young men and wo- 
men are expected to apply within 
the next few weeks, as fall terms 
get under way in schools through- 
our the state, Paul H. Tubb, chief 
of the education and training di- 
vision of the Alabama VA region- 
al office, said. 

The education program for sons 
and daughters of deceased war 
veterans became effective last 
October. All together, 150,000 
young people over the nation will 
be eligible for War Orphans 
schooling, according to current 
estimates. 

War Orphan students generally 
must be between 18 and 23 years 
of age. Also, they either must 


have completed or have been a 
pupil in a regular high school. 
They may receive up to 36 months 
of education, with the VA paying 
an allowance of up to $110 «a 
month for each month they are at 
school. 

Before they start school, they 
will be given vocational counsel- 
ing to help them select a goal and 
the proper course leading to the 
goal, Mr. Tubb explained.

In Montevallo 


Congressman Armistead Selden 
was a visitor to Montevallo Wed- 
nesday. He spent the day calling 
on the people up and down the 
street and at the college. 

Like everybody else, Mr. Seldex 
is seriously ccncerned about the 
school integration question. 

His reflections upon the serious 
situation are expressed in the fol- 
lowing telegram he sent to Presi- 
dent Eisenhower September 24: 

“The repudiation of your pub- 
lic declarations that federal 
troops would not be used to inte- 
grate the public schools of the 
nation has shocked and distressed 
people of a great section of the 
United States. , 

“To force federal troops with 
drawn bayonets on patriotic Am- 
erican citizens is not only un- 
thinkable, but its very legality is 
seriously questioned. 

“The advice of political oppor- 
tunists such as Nixon and Brown- 
ell will not stand the test of time 
and I urge you to permit the 
states to solve their own prob- 
lems in an orderly manner.”

Pays Kilowatt Tax 


Alabama Power Company today 
paid its 1957 kilowatt-hour tax 
amounting to $421,143. This is in 
addition..to all other taxes—local, 
state and federal—paid by the 
Company aggregating approxi- 
mately $21,900,000, of which it 
is estimated $1,900,000 will go to 
schools and other educational ac- 
tivities.

Fire Ant Control 


Program Planned 


Rep. Armistead Selden has been 
notified by the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture that it is formu- 
lating an all-out attack on the 
imported fire ant in Southern 
states where the insect pest is 
most prevalent. These areas in-| 
clude more than 20 million acres 
in Alabama, Mississippi, Louisi- 
ana, Texas, Florida, and Georgia. 

The fire ant eradication pro- 
gram will be conducted jointly 
by State plant-pest regulatory 
agencies and the Department of 
Agriculture, the Congressman 
stated. Field headquarters for the 
program will be at the Southern 
regional office of the department 
Plant Pest Control Division in 
Gulfport, Mississippt. 

According to Agriculture offi- 
cials, several treatment methods 
will be initiated beginning next 
month. In addition to possible 
quarantines, a number of insecti- 
cides will be used in the concen- 
trated fight to control the spread 
of the ant. 

Rep. Selden was active during 
the last session of Congress m 
securing the necessary federal 
funds to initiate the fire ant con- 
trol program. In a statement to 
the Times-Herald the Congress- 
man said, “I trust the eradication 
program will rid our area of this 
insect which has been spreading 
rapidly over parts of Alabama for 
several years.”

death rate has dropped to one per 
year, although the number of new 
eases found has shown little 
change. 


The first nine months of this 
year, 31 tuberculosis cases have 
been treated at home by the clin- 
ic; 12 cases have been sent to the 
sanatorium and these required 
treatment before and after sana- 
torium admission; 17 patients who 
‘were previously treated have been 
allowed to resume their normal 
activities; 1,128 chest X-rays have 
been made. 

The Tuberculosis Association 
kas purchased many of the X-ray 
films used in the clinic as well 
as drugs and other supplies. 


At last week’s Southern Tru- 
deau Society meeting, a most emi- 
nent New Orleans physician, a 
professor at Tulane School of 
Medicine, and staff member of 
many large New Orleans hospit- 
als, spoke at length on the relat- 
ive merits of home treatment and 
sanatorium treatment for tuber- 
culosis. It is his opinion that 
many patients do much better at 
home. Home treatment serves two 
purposes. The patient treated at 
home is more contented, recovers 


more rapidly and requires no re- 
adjustment first to sanatorium 
routine and then to home condi- 
tions, after several months ab- 
sence. It also releases sanatorium 
beds for acutely ill patients who 
peed expert nursing care and for 
those requiring surgery. 

This writer was avidly interest- 
ed in this lecture, since he is so 
entirely in accord with the New 
Orleans physician’s opinion, and 
some three years ago read a pa- 
per on the same subject at the 
annual meeting of the state pub- 
lic health workers. At that time 
Shelby County had the only loc- 
ally operated chest clinic in the 
state, and at present * there are 
20 X ray clinics. Shelby is still 
the only clinic with complete di- 
agnostic and treatment facilities.

Unemployment 
Tax Rate Changes 


Montgomery, Ala. — The Un- 

employment Compensation Divi- 
sion of the Alabama Department 
of Industrial Relations is mailing 
notices this week to some 8,000 
employers, informing them of 
their new UC tax rates effectiva 
October 1, 1957. 
- Employers who will receive the 
benefit of tax . rates computed 
under the experience rating plan 
for the first time on October 1, 
1957, are employers who became 
liable for the unemployment tax 
January 1, 1956, by reason of a 
change in the State and Federal 
laws covering employers who 
worked as many as four people, 
whereas prior to this date they 
were covered if they employed as 
many as eight. These employers 
and their employees have been 
paying the maximum rate since 
January 1956. Under the new tax 
rate, a majority will be entitled 
to the minimum rate permitted 
under the law, according to Ar- 
thur D. Kelly, director of the de- 
partment. 

Employers who are eligible for 
the minimum tax rate will realize 
a savings of $22 in taxes on each 
$1,000 payroll and their workers 
$9. The reduction of their tax 
rate will be based on their past 
unemployment experience. 

The reserve or trust fund 
reached an all-time high of 89 
million dollars at the end of 
August 1957. This fund can only 
be used for paying unemploy- 
ment insurance to eligible unem- 
ployed workers.

Reminders For 
Veteran-Students 


Three last-minute reminders to 
750,000 veterans who are entering 
training this fall under the Ko- 
vean GI Bill were issued today 
by the Veterans Administration. 

First, veteran-students were re- 
minded that they should have 
enough money of their own to 
tide them over the first two 
months of GI training. It takes 
that long, under the law, for a 
veteran's first monthly GI allow- 
ance check to reach him. 

The VA’s second reminder has 
to do with the monthly certifi- 
cations of class attendance. These 
should be signed by the veteran 
and a_ representative of his 
school, and sent to’ VA prompt- 
ly after each month of training 
completed. Late certifications in- 
variably mean late checks, Harley 
A. Smith, manager of the Ala- 
bama VA regional office, warned. 

The third VA reminder is for 
veteran-students who want to get 
part-time jobs after school, to 
supplement their GI allowances. 
There is no limit on the amount 
of money GI students may earn 
cutside of class. In fact, they 
need not report outside earnings 
to VA. 

The only “ceiling” on earning 
applies to veterans training on- 
the-job under the Korean GI Bill. 
In their case only, if earnings 
rise above a certain level, GI al- 
lowances will be reduced,

Montevallo 
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State Budget 
Reflects Growth 
Of the State 


Alabama’s State Legislature 
has just appropriated $116 mil- 
lion a year to run the schools, 
and another $31 million to operate 
many of the other State Depart- 
ments and services. 

This is by no means all the 
money it will take to operate 
the State government next year. 
As one top-ranking financial of- 
ficial said: “to the above $116 
million for education, and $31 
million for the State General 
Fund, one must also take into 
account the $40-80 million which 
the State Highway Department 
will use; the some $75 million 
Alabama will receive from var- 
ious Federal appropriations, plus 
quite a number of other funds 
which do not come under either 
the educational or general fund 
appropriation bills.” 


State Comptroller John Graves 
pointed out that “this current 
1956-57 State fiscal year, the 
State Government is using close 
on $500 million.” By way of com- 
parison, Graves pointed out that 
“fifteen years ago, in 1942, the 
total expenditures of the State 
amounted only to $91 -nillion.” 

Therefore, in 1957, for example, 
the Alabama educational forces 
are receiving far more. money 
than it took for the entire State 
Government to operate all its de- 
partments and services, including 
education. 

Another senior State official 
commented that any consideration 
of these comparative figures 
could cause some people to cri- 
ticize the growth of State gov- 
ernment. However, it was point- 
ed out, the figures indicate the 
rapid rise in recent years of Ala- 
bama’s average standards and 
way of life; its great effort in 
recent years to improve schools; 
develop our industrial and farm 
potential by many hundreds of 
millions; improve farm and busi- 
ness “research and general condi- 
tions; vastly increase the number 
of our hospitals and public health 
services; throughout the State 
build one of the finest road sys- 
tems in the nation; develop fur- 
ther our magnificent waterways, 
and take care of more adequately, 
the needs of our senior citizens 
in the sunset of their lives, 
through the old age pensions. 

“General business and farm 
statistics of Alabama have also 
shown tremendous increases,” the 
official stated, ‘‘so that the real 
story which these figures of gov- 
ernment expenditures reflect is

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Alabama’s Sales Tax Accounts For 
One-Third of All State Revenues 


One-third of all the State re- 
venues collected by the State Re- 
venue Department, come from the 
three-cent State sales tax, it was 
pointed out this week by State 
Revenue Commissioner W. LaRue 
Horn. The State sales tax was 
raised from two to three cents in 
1951. 


Total sales taxes collected by 
Horn for the fiscal year Oct. 1 
1956 through September 30, 195% 
totalled $67,757,128.63, and total 
revenues collected by his depart- 
ment from the 41 tax and license 
sources for which the State Re- 
venue Department is responsible, 
amounted to $199,092,884.67, a re- 
cord sum. 

Looking around among. our 
Commissioner Horn 
found that state sales taxes had 
also been the main source of re- 
venue for five of seven other 
Southern States which he checked. 

Sales taxes in Temnessee and 
Missisippi amounted to 35 per 
eent of their totals, according to 





Horn; in .Georgia, they produced 
89 per cent, and in South Caro- 
lina, Sales taxes realized 29 per 
cent of the revenues. 

By way of contrast, North 
Carolina’s major tax source was 
its State income tax which pro- 
duced 26 per cent of the income. 
Florida relied on its gasoline tax- 
es for 27 per cent of their total 
taxes. In Louisiana the best tax 
source was its severence tax on 
oil, timber, gas, sand and gravel, 
etc. However, the Louisiana sev- 
erence and sales taxes were al- 
most equal, it was reported, since 
the Pelican State collected $83 
million from its sales tax. 

In Alabama, the State sales 
tax is “earmarked” for public 
schools. 

Taking a quick look at the Far 
West, Commissioner Horn noted 
that sales taxes amounted to 50 
per cent of the taxes collected by 
the State of Washington, and as 
much as 59 per cent of the taxes 
collected by the State of Oregon.

Is Receiving National Recognition 


These records also show that 
Alabama added no less than 2,125 
miles of paved highways last 
year, and another 2,016 miles 
during the previous year. Between 
October 1, 1954 and September 30, 
1955, miles of roads added total- 
led 1 414—again, most of them 
during the year 1955. 

Therefore, since Oct. 1, 1954 
through Sept. 30, 1957 some 6,550 
miles of paving have been added 
to Alabama roads—or about 5,000 
miles since January 1955—for an 
easy all-time record as compared 
with any comparable period. 

State Highway Director Her- 
man Nelson also reports that on 
Oct. 1, 1957, the State of Ala- 
bama could boast of 22,880 miles 
of paved roads on its state and 
county road systems. 

Industrial leaders seeking sites 
for industrial expansion have be- 
come increasingly impressed by 
Alabama’s progressive road pro- 
grams which are being pushed. 

It is also a matter of fact, that 
executives of travel agencies, 
when advising motorists on routes 
into, or through, the South, are 
drawing attention to Alabama’s 


modern highways. 


Another indication of Alabama’s 
continued increasing emphasis on 
highway building can be noted 
from the number of road con- 
struction projects let by competi- 


tive bidding in recent years. In 
the fiscal years 1954-55, 1955-56 
and 1956-57 the number of such 
projects so let were 239, 339, 398 
respectively, for a total of 976. 
Alabamians who travel much 


within the State have noted and 
commented much on these new 
roads—particularly the increasing 
number of local roads as well 
as the major four-laners on the 
main highway system.

The Governor’s Race 


(Centreville Press) 


Many people are now beginning 
to talk about the Governor’s race 
which will come off next year, 
and some are beginning to pick 
the man they plan to support. 
Most everyone that will be in the 
race has already been mentioned, 
and we predict that some that 
are now running will not qualify 
when the time comes. It takes a 
lot of money to make a state- 


wide campaign now, and there are 
some planning to run who will 
not be able to make the race, be- 
cause they will be unable to get 
financial support. 

The Governor’s election next 
year will be the most important 
in the history of Alabama. If we 
fail to elect a good man, a man 
who believes in segregation and 
good government, then we are 
doomed to defeat in our effort to 
prevent integration of the races. 
There are three or four planning 
to run that should stay out and 
run some other time. All they 
will be doing is dividing the 
votes, and we need to put all of 
our votes on one good man. If 
the people who believe ip segre- 
gation divide their votes between 
three or four candidates, then the 
integration candidate will certain- 
ly come out high man the first 
primary. All of the Negroes and 
those who want integration will 
vote for one man. 

There are two or three good 
men running that believe in seg- 
regation, and have a good record, 
and if elected they would make a 
geod Governor, but all of them 
can’t be elected, and if all of them 
stay in the race we may wind up 
with the wrong man in the Gov- 
ernor’s office. 

We have been asked a number 
of times during the past few 
weeks if we plan to support 
Jack Owens for Governor this 


time. We have written Jack 
Owens that we can’t support him. 
In 1946 we helped to put Jack 
in the race for member of the 
Alabama Public Service Commis- 
sion and have given him our full 
support each time that he ran 


for office, including the time he 
ran for Governor. Jack has made 
a fine record as President of the 
Alabama Public Service Commis- 
sion, and we will continue to sup- 
port him for that job, but it is 
our firm belief that he will be un- 
able to win in the Governor’s 
race, and he will be taking some 
votes away from the man that 
can win. We have talked to people 
all over Bibb County and from 
other sections of Alabama and 
they feel that he can’t win, and 
they will not support him this 
time. 

We can’t afford to take a 
chance of supporting a man in 
the first primary with the view 
of picking another man the se- 
cond primary. This is dangerous 
politics. We should pick a man 
that stands a chance to win and 
stay with him all the way 
through. 

Jack Owens has been good to 
his home county, having answered 
every call that has been made on 
him, but he could do the State of 
Alabama much greater service at 
this time by declining to run for 
Governor this coming election. 
The people will give him a good 
vote for his present position, but 
we are afraid that they will not 
vote for him for Governor. He 
failed to carry his home county 
in 1954 in his race for Governor, 
and from what we can learn he 
will not carry Bibb County in 
his race for Governor next year. 

Remember, “the future of Ala- 
bama is far greater than the 
personal ambitions of any one 
man to become Governor.”

Women Aged 62 Eligible 
For Social Security 


Women who are at least 62 
years of age might be well ad- 


vised to contact their social se- 
curity office. Under the new s0- 
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cial security law, benefits are 
payable to the wife of a retired 
worked, to the widow of a de- 
ceased worker, or to the working 
woman herself upon retirement at 
age 62 instead of age 65, J. W. 
Overstreet, Jr., District Manager 


of the Birmingham social security 
office, said-today. 

The widow who draws on her 
deceased husband’s account re- 
ceives her full benefit, three- 
fourths of the monthly benefit 
he had accumulated, at the age 
62. Benefits for the wife or work- 


ing woman who draws before 
age 65 are reduced, however. The 
reduced benefit is permanent and 
applies after age 65 as well as 
before. 

A wife’s benefit at age 62 is 
reduced by 25 per cent. A woman 
drawing on her own account at 


age 62 receives a benefit reduced 
by 20 per cent.

High yields per acre are not 
proof of good conservation farm- 
ing. However it’s true that wise 
land use, rotations, fertilization, 
and cultivation to conserve Soil 
and Water leads to higher yields. 
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Frank Wilder, Fourmile cooper 
ator, has completed first picking 
of 9 500-Ilb bales on a five-acre 
allottment on a contour-planted, 
parallel terraced field. Good cul- 
tural practices plus the added 
water and light available to the 
plant-two skip-four rows brought 
this yield. He has 150 pounds 
left from the first picking toward 
anticipated second picking. 

At Arkwright, Wolfgang Von 
5-acre block and by irrigating has 
Maubeuge planted his cotton in a 


produced over 8 ginned bales.

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Regarding the Federal Interstate Highway System 


By James L. Ray, Jr.

In June of 1956 a Federal 
Highway Act was enacted by 
Congress to construct a system of 
“Interstate Highways”. This sys- 
tem, nationally, is to involve some 
41000 miles. Engineering design 
is to be of the highest standards. 
The State of Alabama is to get 
approximately 900 miles of this 
national total. In Shelby County 
there will be 22 miles*-f Inter- 
state Highway which will rough- 
ly parallel U.S, 31. This high de- 
sign highway will be of four lane 
construction with a wide median 
strip. The right-of-way will vary 
having a minimum of 150 feet 
each side of centerline of the me- 
dian strip or 300 feet total width. 
This right-of-way will be fenced 
with public access only at the 
points of interchange. There will 
be-no driveways, restaurants, ser- 
vice stations or other commercial 
establishments along these routes. 
Only at the interchanges will one 
be able to acquire these services. 
It is thought that these points of 
interchange will develop into 
small communities affording the 
needed servicés. 


In Shelby County the planned 
interchanges will be, progressing 
from north to south, at the Caha- 
ba Valley County Highway inter- 
section with U.S. 31; at a point 
just north of the Tom Lee proper- 
ty on U.S. 31 where the inter- 
state highway will merge with 
present four-lane U.S. 31 in the 
initial construction; at a point 
just south of Alabaster where 


the interstate highway intersects 
State Highway 25. There will be 
no “at grade” crossings. Cross- 
ings will be either over or under 
present highways. The preponder- 


ance of these crossings will be 
under present routes since con- 
struction of two lane structures 
would entail much less expense. 
As set out above, our citizens 
will have access to this highway 
at the four points of interchange. 

The construction of,the national 
system of 41000 miles is planned 
over a 13 year period. Soon a 
contract will be. let for the first 
6.7 miles in Shelby County from 
the Shelby-Chilton County line 
northerly to a point near Dargin. 
The financing of these highways 
is to be 90 per cent Federal Aid 
and 10 per cent State funds. En- 
gineering estimates indicate that 
these high design highways, in- 
cluding right-of-way costs, will 
aggregate some $500,000 per mile. 
To give some comparison of cost, 
the Secondary County highway or 
Farm-To-Market highway costs 
$16,000 to $18,000 per mile. Pave- 
ment type will be heavy duty 
consisting of concrete or bitumin- 
ous materials. Bitumious types 
will consist of approximately 6 
inches (opposed to the ordinary 1 
inch) of asphalt paving support- 
ed by 16 to 24 inches base course 
foundation to strictest specifica- 
tions. These routes are designed 
to connect the main cities of the 
country. Eventually it will be pos- 
sible for our citizens to get on 
this new interstate highway, for 
example, at Alabaster and go di- 


rectly to Chicago without a traf- 
fie light, traffic jam or any inter- 
ruption except refueling, food, 
lodging or other services. Also, in 
the event of a national emergency 
evacuation of citizens from cities 
and the movement of military ve- 
hicles will be greatly facilitated. 

The right-of-way procurement 


presents problems heretofore not 
experienced. For example, where 
this route passes through a citi- 
zen’s farm, the owner would not 
have access to that portion of his 
farm on the other side of the 
highway except through an under- 
pass or by going to one of the 
before-mention interchanges and 
crossing to the other side. The 
cost of an underpass 300 feet long 
would in many instances cost 
more than the entire farm. In 
many cases the State will buy 
that portion not accessible to the 
owner and resell to someone else. 
The State Highway Department 
has given assurances that an own- 
er will be given every considera- 
tion in arriving at an equitable 
offer for the right-of-way. This 
offer, however, is dependent on 
the appraisal of a highly qualified 
appraiser working for the State 
of Alabama whose appraisal must 
be reviewed and approved by au 
appraiser in the employ of the 
Bureau of Public Roads. 

This article is for the benefit 
and edification of our Shelby 
County citizens. I have presented 
the facts-as I know them. We are 
on the threshold of a prodigious 
undertaking that will make travel 
in our great country much safer 
and enjoyable.

The congregation will meet on 
November 10, 1957, to act on my' 
resignation.

How To Turn in The Alarm 


To signal a brush fire, open 
the box and throw the small tog- 
gle switch for 10 to 15 seconds. 
Repeat this action three times. 

To signal other than a brush 
fire, hold the toggle switch in po- 
sition from 15 to 25 seconds, and 
repeat up to ten times. 

Chief Pendleton stresses the im- 
portance of remaining at the fire 
alarm box after turning in the 
alarm. 


A part of the system is a sig- 
nal box at the fire house which 
indicates which of the alarm box- 
es the signal came from. The fire 
truck will go to that box, and the 
person who turned in the alarm 
must stay at the box to tell the 
firemen where the fire is. 

The system, installed free” of 
charge to the City, also has pro- 
visions for holding all traffic 
lights on caution when an alarm 
is turned in to enable the firemen 
to get to the station through tha 
traffic. 

When the alarm is sounded, it 
is important that all normal auto- 
mobile traffic pull over to the 
curb and stay put until the fire 
truck has gone to the fire. Other- 
wise someone is apt to get run 
over by a fireman or the truck. 
If you keep going when the fire 
alarm is sounded and get hit by 
a fireman, just charge the dam- 
lage up to your own stupidity and 
hard luck.

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Education Week 


Annual observance of American 
Education Week wil] take place 
throughoout the Nation, Novem. 
ber 10 to 16. Through the class- 
rooms of our schools everywhere 
there will be a parade of parents 
and others interested in the ac- 
complishments of our Public Ed- 
ucational System. 

Comparatively few may be 
aware that Amerioan Education 
Week originated with-The Ameri- 
can Legion in what may be re- 
ferred to as its cradle days. The 
founders of The Amevican Legion 
were wise and farsighted men. 
They appreciated the value of an 
_education. Some soldiers in World 
War I could not, write and had to 
mark crosses on the company 
payrolls. The founders of The 
American Legion knew that tha 
preservation of our cherished 
American Freedoms and Rights 
depended upon an alert’ citizenry 
and that this alertness was in di- 
rect ratio to the schooling and 
education of the citizen. Free 
people must be able to think for 
themselves and be articulate. 

At the same time, the early 
postwar depression brought the 
schools of America many serious 
problems. Lack of funds became 
so acute in many areas that class- 
rooms were shut down and teadch- 
ers were not paid. Many Ameri- 
can Legion Posts led community 
campaigns to raise money to keep 
their local schools going. 

The leadership of The Ameri- 
can Legion felt the need for a 
dramatic focusing of public at- 
tention upon the needs, problems 
and accomplishments of American 
schools. So back in 1921 they in- 
itiated the idea of a week set 
aside once a year for getting all 
the people acquainted with their 
schools. 

The American Legion found a 
ready co-sponsor for its project 
in the National Education Asso- 
ciation. For many years, the Am- 
erican Legion and the NEA 
sponsored observance of the week 
together. Later they were joined 
by the Congress of Parents and 
Teachers and the U. 8. Office of 
Education. 


Under this quadruple sponsor- 
ship, American Education Week 
has become a great institution, 
featured by community programs 
throughout the nation, 

We salute the American Legion 
on originating American Educa- 
tion Week as one of its massive 
accomplishments for God and 
Country! 


The Farmer’s Role 
Is Changing 


Today’s farmers, who number 
only one-eighth of our population, 
are faced with the task of produc- 
ing food and fiber for a rapid- 
ly expanding population. But the 
role of the farmer and agricul- 
ture is changing in a dynamic en- 
‘vironment. 

Farming is a basic industry. 
Over one-half of all raw materials 
used each year come from agri- 
culture. 

But farming is a different type 
of industry. The farmer is not 
just one skilled workman per- 
forming one job—he must be 
likewise skilled at doing a var- 
jiety of jobs. Besides doing the 
routine chores, the farmer has to 


be a mechanic, carpenter, and 
electrician to repair the machin- 
ery and buildings ha owns. He 
must be a good manager to make 
the best use of land, labor and 
machines. More and more, the 
farmer has to be a scientist with 
a knowledge of fertilizers, soil, 
chemicals for ridding animals and 
crops of pests and diseases and 
other subjects. As a businessman 
the farmer must know the right 
time to sell the crops and animals 
he raises. These are difficult 
tasks, requiring a high degree. of 
skill and judgment. 

For many years farmers as a 
whole lacked opportunity to ac- 
quire the modern facilities and 
conveniences that people in towns 
and cities enjoyed. Technological 
advances in agriculture and grow- 
th of the economy generally are 
helping to change. the situation. 
About 94 per cent of farms now 
receive electric service, for ex- 
ample, compared with only 11 
percent in 1935.

Gov. Folsom Is For Amendment No. 1 


Gov. James E. Folson pointed 
out this week that the first six 
proposed Constitutional amend- 
ments which will be voted on 
Dec. 17th will affect the whole 
State’s welfare and enonomy, and 
ro new taxes are involved in any 
of them. 


In addition, 19 other proposed 
amendments will be before the 
voters of the State, though they 
have only local application. 


The Governor said he intended 
to vote for Amendments 1 
through 6, but in accordance with 
his long-time policy, was taking 
mo stand on the “local” issues. 

Amendment No. 1 would autho- 
rize the issuance of $3 million of 
bonds to pay for inland water de- 
velopment to aid industrial devel- 
opment. No. 2 is a bond issue tq 
relieve the over-crowded, and di- 
lapidated conditioins of much of 
the Deaf and Blind School, in 
Talladega. No. 3 concerns an 
authorized bond issue for Bryce 
Hospital and other State insane 
institutions. 


No. 4 would authorize a $4.5 
million bond issue for the Univer- 
sity of Alabama Medical Center. 
No. 5 is for a $4.5 million bona 
issue for buildings at Alabama 
Polytechnic Institute, Auburn. No. 
6 is for a technical financial re- 
vision in interest rates on State 
bonds. All were set up for re- 
ferendum at the recent session of 
the State Legislature. 

Governor Folsom said, “I have 
supported all six. J] have been for 
all six in the Legislature, and 
they are all part of my program. 
Everyone knows I have gone up 
and down Alabama speaking on 
water development which is u 
“key” to our. future prosperity, 
and which is basic. 

“I am for important water de-

when bronze busts of George 
Westinghouse and Josiah Willard 
Gibbs are unveiled at the Hall of 
Fame for Great Americans at 
New York University. 

Details of. the ceremonies were, 
announced today (Sunday, No- 
vember 10) by Dr. Ralph W. 
Sockman, director of the national 
shrine. 

More than 1,000 persons are 
expected to attend the event, 
which will be held at 3:00 p.m. in 
the auditorium of Gould Memo- 
rial Library on NYU’s Univer- 
sity Heights campus in the Bronx. 
After the ceremonies the bronzes 
will be placed in the open-air 
colonnade of the Hall of Fame 
at University Heights. 

Westinghouse, inventor of the 
air brake and many electrical de- 
vices, was chosen for enshrine- 
ment in the Hall of Fame in 1955. 
His likeness, a gift of the Ameri- 
can Society of Mechanical Engi- 
neers, is the work of sculptor 
Edmondo Quattrocchi. 

Gibbs, a mathematical physi- 
cist and professor at Yale Uni- 
versity, formulated the theory of 
thermodynamics, the basis for 
much of modern physical chemis- 
try and chemical engineering. He 
was selected for the posthumous 
honor in 1950. 

The Gibbs bust is the gift of 
the American Chemical Society, 
Yale, and several individual do- 
nors, The sculptor was Stanley 
Martineau. 

The Westinghouse bronze will 
be presented to the Hall of Fame 
by Dr. William F. Ryan, presi- 
dent of the American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers. It will be 
unveiled by Walter J. Barrett, 
president of the American Insti- 
tute of Electrical Engineers. 

Dr. John G. Kirkwood, Sterling 
Professor of Chemistry and direc- 


, tor of sciences at Yale, will pre- 


sent the Gibbs bust, which will be 
unveiled by a nephew of the nine- 
teenth-century scientist, Dr. Ralph 
G. VanName, research associate 
emeritus in chemistry at Yale. 

Bronze plaques bearing quota- 
tions from Westinghouse and 
Gibbs will be placed in the Shrine 
beneath their busts.

The Westinghouse tablet will 


read: “If someday they say of 
me that in my work I have con- 
tributed something to the welfare 
and happiness of my fellow men, 
I shall be satisfied.” 

Inscribed on the Gibbs plaque 
will be this: “One of the princi- 
pal objects of theoretical re- 
search is to find the point of view 
from which the subject appears 
in its greatest simplicity.” 

Addresses of welcome will be 
delivered to the assemblage by 
Dr. Sockman and Dr. Carroll V. 
Newsom, president of NYU. The 
Reverend Dr. Sidney Lovett, cha- 
plain of Yale, will give the. invo- 
cation, and Dr. Arthur J. Brown 
the oldest member of the Hall of 
Fame’s College of Electors, will 
deliver the benediction. Dr. Brown, 
a retired minister, is now in his 
101st year.

ORDINANCE No. C-34 


An Ordinance Providing For The 
Clearing of Lots in The City of 
Montevallo, Alabama: 


Whereas, the condition of lots, 
tracts and parcels of land within 
the City present an unsightly ap- 
pearance and _ constitute health 
and definite fire hazards, and 

Whereas, the removal of all 
surplus grass, saplings, rubbish, 
and trash from said lots, tracts 
and parcels of land within the 
City will materially aid the ap- 
pearance of the entire City, it 
will also eliminate possible breed- 
ing areas for mosquitoes and flies 
and reduce to a great extent the 
danger from fire; 

Now, .therefore, be it ordained 
by the City Council of the City 
of Montevallo, Alabama, as fol- 
lows: 

Section 1. That it is the duty oi 
all owners of lots, tracts and par- 
cels of land within the City to 
keep said property in a safe, 
clean and presentable condition, 
and to remove therefrom all sur- 
plus grass, saplings, weeds and 
other growth, and all trash and 
rubbish found thereon. 

Section 2, Whenever it shall ap- 
pear to the City Clerk that any’ 
lot, tract or parcel of land with- 
in the City is in such condition, 
due to the overgrowth of grass, 


saplings, weeds or other growth 
thereon, and such growth is in 
excess of six (6) inches in height 
and/or the accumulation of trash 
and rubbish, that such condition 
constitutes a menace and hazard 
to the health, safety and welfare 
of the inhabitants of said City, 
he shall give notice to such per- 
son who appears to be the owner 
of said property, according to the 
records of said City, at the ad- 
dress specified on such records. 
Such notice shall be given by reg- 
istered or certified mail with re- 
turn receipt requested, to the ef- 
fect, that the lot, tract or parcel 
of land belonging to such persen, 
presents a condition, the contin- 
uation of which is contrary to 
the public health, safety or wel- 
fare of the inhabitants of said 
City, and that unless the condi- 
tion is remedied within fifteen 
(15) days from the date of the 
notice, the City will undertake tuo 
correct the condition by what- 
ever means may be necessary and 
will charge the expense thereof 
against such owner. 

Section 3. In the event it be- 
comes necessary for the City to 
do the work needed to put the 
property herein referred to, in a 
safe and sanitary condition, the 
City Clerk shall keep an itemized 
list of the expense of doing such 
work and the cost thereof shall 
thereon become a lien and a 
charge against the said property,

Formation of the Committee for 
the adoption of Amendment No. 
4 and the appointment of Frank 
P. Samford of Birmingham as 
chairman has been announced. 

Amendment No. 4 is one of 25 
Constitutional Amendments to be 
voted on in a state-wide election 
December 17. 


Amendment No. 4 embraces 


three measures that will have al] 


far-reaching effect on the health 
of all Alabama citizens, Mr. Sam- 
ford said. 


It involves. a $44 million bond 
issue which is to be used for 
three purposes: 

$2,750,000 for acquisition of land 
adjoining the present Medical 
Center in Birmingham. 

$1,000,000 for construction of a 
new research building costing’ 
$2,000,000, half of which will be 
paid for by Federal grant, and 

$750,000 which will be matched 
two to one with Federal funds 
and provide a $2,250,000 purses 
home to train more nurses for the 
whole state. 

Amendment No. 4 is one of se- 
veral health measures which vot- 
ers will be asked to approve, Mr. 
Samford said. They all are im- 
portant to our well-being and 
to medical progress in this state. 

“This is a now-or-never pro- 
position with the people,” Mr. 
Samford explained. “We cannot 
afford to miss the opportunity 
for the far-reaching benefits of 
this program. And if they are not 
passed in the coming election, 
they may be lost to us for many 
years”.

WHEREAS, notice of such election, to- 
gether with the proposed amendment is 
required by law and by the provisions of 
the act submitting the amendment, to be 
given by a proclamation of the Governor to 
be published in each county in the State of 
Alabama once a week for four successive 
weeks next preceding the day appointed for 
the election: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, James E. Folsom, 
as Governor of the State of Alabama do 
hereby give notice, direct and proclaim that 
on Tuesday the 17th day of December 1957, an 
election will be held at the several polling 
places within the State of Alabama, in the 
manner and form provided by law upon the 
following proposed amendment to the Con- 
Stitution of the State of Alabama of 1901: 

“The bonds issued hereunder, to- 
gether with the bonds now or hereafter 
outstanding under authority of Amend- 
ment XVIII, proposed by Acts 1923, 
page 594, and proclaimed ratified No- 
vember 15, 1924 (Proclamation Record 
D., page 107) and Amendment C, pro- 
posed by Acts 1953, page 436, and pro- 
claimed ratified December 28, 1953 
(Proclamation Record, Volume I, page 
144), together with redemption pre- 
miums thereon, shall be payable from 
any funds heretofore and hereafter de- 
rived from the proceeds of the tax at 
Such rate or rates not exceeding. one- 
half of one per centum of the assessed 
value of the property situated in the 
county which may from time to time 
be levied and which has been levied 
under Amendment XVIII and also from 
the proceeds of any tax or taxes levied 
under this Amendment; and the Board 
of Revenue and Road Commissioners 
or other governing body of Mobile 
County is hereby vested with full au- 
thority to continue to levry a tax in the 
amount authorized by said Amendment 
XVIII, until all bonds issued pursuant 
to this amendment have been paid in 
full, or provision for such payment 
made, without again submitting the 
question of levying such tax and is- 
Suing such bonds to the qualified voters 
of Mobile County. 

“The proceeds from each sale of any 
of the bonds shall, after payment of the 
expenses of issuing the same, be covered 
into the county treasury and set apart 
therein in a special trust fund to be 
designated the ‘Public School Bond 
Fund.” The money paid into such fund 
Shall be disbursed to the custodian of 
county school funds, and shall be used 
solely for the acquisition of public 
school sites, for the construction, re- 
construction, alteration and improve- 
ment of public school building facilities, 
for the procurement of equipment there- 
for, and for payment of obligations in- 
curred for any of such purposes in Mo- 
bile County. 

“The Board of Revenue and Road 
Commissioners or other governing body 
of Mobile County is hereby vested with 
full authority except as limited herein, 
to provide the terms of the bonds and to 
provide for the sale and issuance there- 
of; and such county governing body is 
hereby specifically authorized to pledge 
to the payment of such bonds so much 
of the proceeds of any tax hereinbefore 
or hereafter levied pursuant to Amend- 
ment XVIII, which has not already been 
pledged to the payment of other bonds 
of the county, and so much of the 
proceeds of any tax levied pursuant 
to this amendment as are needed for 
the payment of the bonds hereby au- 
thorized. The bonds may be sold, exe- 
cuted and delivered at any time and 
from time to time, may be in such 
forms, denominations, series and num- 
bers, may be of such tenor and ma- 
turities, may bear such date or dates, 
may be in registered or bearer form 
either as to principal or interest or both 
with rights of conversion into another 
form, may be payable in such install- 
ments and at such place or places, may 
bear interest at such rate or rates 
payable and evidenced in such manner, 


and may contain provis‘ons for redemp- 

tion at the o of Mobile County to 

be exercised by said Board of Revenue 
and Road Commissioners or other gov- 
erning body of Mobile County at such 
date or dates prior to their maturity 
and upon payment of such redemption 
rice or prices, all as shall be provided 
said county governing body in the 

resolution or resolutions whereunder the 
bonds are issued. The principal of each 
series of bonds shall mature in annual 
installmnets in such amounts as shall be 
specified in the resolution or resolutions 
of the said county governing body under 
which they were issued, the first of 
which installments shall mature not 
later than one year after the date of 
the bonds of such series and the last 
of which installments shall mature not 
later than twenty-five years after the 
date of the bonds of the same series. 
When each series of bonds is issued, 
.the maturities of the bonds of that 
series shall, to such extent as may be 
practicable, be so arranged that during 
each then succeeding fiscal year of the 
county the aggregate installments of 
principal and interest that will mature 
on all bonds that will be outstanding 
hereunder, immediately following the 
issuance of the bonds of that series, 
will be substantially equal; provided, 
that the determination by the said 
county governing body that the require- 
ments of this sentence have been com- 
plied with shall be conclusive of such 
compliance and the purchasers of the 
bonds with respect to which such de- 
termination is made and all subsequent 
holders thereof shall be fully protected 
by such determination. None of the 
bonds shall be sold for less than face 
value plus accrued interest thereon to 
the date of delivery, and all of the 
bonds shall be sold only at public sale 
or sales, either on sealed bids or at 
public auction, after such advertisement 
as may be prescribed by the said county 
governing body, to the bidder whose 
bid reflects the lowest net interést cost 
to the county computed to the respec- 
tive maturities of the bonds sold; pro- 
vided, that if no bid deemed acceptable 
by the said county governing body is 
received all bids may be rejected. 

“The bonds shall be signed in the 
name of the County of Mobile by the 
Chairman of the Board of Revenue and 
Road Commissioner or other presiding 
officer of the county governing body 
and shall be countersigned by the 
County Treasurer, and the seal of the 
county, if any, or a facsimile thereof, 
shall be impressed, printed or otherwise 
reproducel thereon and shall be at- 
tested by the signature of the clerk of 
the county governing body; provided 
that a facsimile of the signature of any 
one or any two (but not all) of the 
officers whose signatures appear on the 
bonds may be reproduced on any of 
the bonds in lieu of being manually 
signed thereon. Any coupons attached 
to the bonds and representing install- 
ments of interest thereon shall be signed 
with the facsimile signature of the 
chairman of the county governing body, 
which facsimile signature shall consti- 
tute sufficient authentication of said 
coupons. 

“All bonds issued underys the pro- 
visions of this amendment, together 
with the interest income therefrom, 
shall forever be exempt from all taxa- 
tion in this State. 

“The provisions of this amendment 
shall be self-executing, and authoriza- 
tion from or other action by the 
Legislature shall not be a_ prerequisite 
to the issuance of bonds hereunder; 
provided, however, that the Legislature 
may enact appropriate legislation, not 
inconsistent with this amendment, re- 
specting the use of the proceeds from 
the bonds and providing for the pay- 
ment of the principal thereof and the 
interest theeron.” 

I further direct and proclaim that notice 
of this election upon Tuesday the 17th day 
of December 1957 upon the above set forth 
amendment to the Constitution of the State 
of Alabama of 1901, be given by publishing 
tie same once a week for four successive 
weeks next preceding Tuesday the 17th day 
of December 1957 in each county in the 
State of Alabama in a newspaper published 


in said county.

Amendment 5 
Will Provide For 
Auburn Research 


Every Alabamian has a stake 
in Amendment 5, which will be 
voted on in the election of Tues- 
day, Dec. 17. Amendment 5, if 
approved by the voters, will pro- 
vide byildings and equipment for 
more research in agriculture and 
veterinary science at Auburn— 
with no new taxes. 


Through expanded research 
ways can be found to improve the 
production, marketing, and utili- 
zation of farm products. The 
obvious result will be increased 
efficiency jn farming; then, since 
Alabama’s economy is_ closely 
tied to its agriculture, better 
farming will create greater 
wealth for all the state. 

“I believe you will agree that 
this is sound reasoning,” says 
Tom Russell, Chairman of the 
State Committee for the Adoption 
of Amendment 5. “Those of us 
who have formed the State Com- 
mitte believe it very deeply. 
Through our county committees 
we intend to put the facts be- 
fore the people.” 

Briefly some of the more basic 
facts are: 


1. Amendment 5 provides for 
$43 million, through a bond issue, 
for much needed buildings and 
equipment for regearch in agri- 
culture and veterinary medicine 
at Auburn. 

2. Amendment 5 specifies that 
the money be raised by bonds— 
not new tax money. The bonds 
will be retired in 20 years from 
the General Fund. 


3. Today’s demands for re- 

search in agriculture and veteri- 
nary science run far ahead of 
API’s. present buildings and 
equipment. 
- 4, Modern research requires mo- 
dern equipment and highly train- 
ed scientists. Much of Auburn’s 
research is being carried on with 
outmoded equipment and in over- 
crowded buildings. .

The plant 
site is readily accessible to the 
great Warrior and Cahaba coal 
fields where the company own ex- 
tensive reserves and is within 
easy transmission distance of the 
Alabama and Georgia electrical 
loads.

city, are expected to be delivered 
in August and October, 1959, and 
the third in October, 1960.

At the peak of construction 
about 700 persons will be work- 
ing on the job, most of them em- 
ployed by contractors.

Mr, Crist said, “The location of 
this plant, which will be one of 
the world’s largest power pro- 
ducers, in Shelby County, Ala- 
bama, shows how our group feels 
about the future of this Alabama- 
Georgia area into which its power 
will flow.

The first 
of these will be in the Warrior 
field, south of Parrisn, Alabama, 
and is scheduled to come into full 
operation late in 1960 with a pro- 
duction of approximately 14 
million tons annually. 


A second mine, to be located in 
the Cahaba field, is in the plan- 
ning stage. The Cahaba field has 
been thoroughly explored and ex- 
tensively drilled; it is expected 
that mining conditions and feasi- 
bility can be definitely establish~ 
ed by driving an _ exploratory

Harrison, author of the 
bill and sponsor of its passage in 
the State Legislature, explained 
the provisions of the law. 

Briefly stated, the law provides 
for the formation of an industrial 
development department for Shel- 
by County to be financed by the 


After general discussion of the 
provisions of the plan under the 
law, Chairman McDow appoint- 
ed Cecil Duke, Karl Harrison and 
Wales Wallace as a committee to 
serve with him to formulate a 
tentative budget for operation of 
the county industrial development 
department under the provisions 
of the law and to prepare the 
same for presentation to the 
governing bodies of the towns of 
the county and to the County 
Board of Revenue. 


The law provides that the bud- 
get. of expense of operating the 
county industrial development de- 
partment shall be provided by the 
County Board of Revenue two- 
thirds, and the municipalities of 
the county, one-third. The one- 
third part of the municipalities is 
to be apportioned to each town on 
a population basis. 

In order to institute the prog- 
arm, a majority of towns of the 
county must be committed to par- 
ticipation in the program and re-« 
quest the County Board of Reve- 
nue to set it up under the law.

Westinghouse 
Employes Get 
Pay Increase 


Pittsburgh, Pa., Nov. 22—Ap- 


Westinghouse Electric Corpora- 
tion will soon get a _ cost-of-liv- 
ing pay increase as a result of 
the living cost index announced 
today by the Bureau of, Labor 
Statistics. 

The pay raise will be the sixth 
such quarterly adjustment receiv- 
ed by Westinghouse employes 
since August, 1956, and will be 
the second pay boost to be an- 
nounced in the past six weeks. 
Today’s announced increase will 
become effective between Novem- 
ber 25 and Dec. 1, and will boost 
wages and salaries paid by the 
company at the rate of $2,500,000 
a year. 

The rise in the cost of living 
over the August index . means 
that hourly employes will re- 
ceive a one-cent increase if the 
unions representing them have 
contracts calling for the adjust- 
ment on a cents-per-hour basis. 
Some individual union contracts 
provide for the change to be in 
the form of a percentage. In 
these cases, and for hourly and 
salary employes who are not re- 
presented by a union, the increase

will be one-half of one per cent. 

The cost-of-living provision, 
which was part of the five-year 
contract offered to unions in 1955, 
provides for quarterly adjust- 
ments of one cent an hour or % 
per cent for each % point change 
in the cost-of-living incex. 

For employes paid weekly, the 
new increase will be effective 
with the next pay period. For 
those paid on a monthly basis, 
the raise will go into effect De- 
cember 1. 

Including the latest increase, 
pay rates for Westinghouse em- 
ployes will be 15 per cent higher 
than rates in October, 1955. The 
average hourly increase over the 
past two years has been about 32 
cents.

A PROCLAMATION 
BY THE 
GOVERNOR 


of the State of Alabama upon a certain pro- 
posed amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama, which said amendment is herein 
set out, and ordered that the said election 
be held on the first Tuesday after the ex- 
Piration of three months from the final ad- 
journment of the session of the Legislature 
‘at which the amendment was proposed; and 

WHEREAS, the first Tuesday after the 
expiration of three months from the final ad- 
journment of the session of the Legislature 
at which the amendment was proposed will 
be and occur on Tuesday, December 17, 
1957; and 

WHEREAS, notice of such election, to 
gether with the proposed amendment is 
tequired by law and by the provisions of 
the act submitting the amendment, to be 
given by a proclamation of the Governor to 
be published in each county in the State of 
Alabama once a week for four successive 
weeks next preceding the day appointed for 
the election: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, James E. Folsom, 
as Governor of the State of Alabama do 
hereby give notice, direct and proctaim that 
on Tuesday the 17th day of December !957, an 
election will be held at the several polling 
places within the State of Alabama, in the 
manner and form provided by law upon the 
following proposed amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the State of Alabama of 1901: 

“In addition to all other taxes now 
or hereafter authorized by the Consti- 
tution and laws of Alabama, the sev- 
eral school districts of Cleburne County 
shall have the power to levy and collect 

a special district tax of fifty cents 

($.50) on each one hundred dollars 

($100) worth of taxable property in 

such districts for public school pur, 

poses; provided, that the time during 
which such tax is to continue and the 
purpose theerof shall have been first 
submitted to a vote of the qualified 
electors in each such district and voted 
for by a majority of those voting at 
such election, the election to be held 
in the same manner as now provided by 
law for an election on the school dis- 
trict tax authorized in Article XIX of 
the Constitution of Alabama. The funds 
arising from such special tax levied in 
any district which votes the same in- 
dependently of the county shall be 
expended for the exclusive benefit of the 

district, as the law may direct.” .

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College Awarded 
Science Grant 


Alabama College has received 
a $48,400 grant from the Nation- 
al Science Foundation with which 
to conduct a six-week summer 
institute for high school science 
teachers. 

Dr. Paul Bailey, professor of 
biology at Alabama College, will 
direct the institute. 

In a letter to Dr. Bailey, Harry 
C. Kelly, assistant director for 
scientific personnel and education 
for the foundation, said “Because 
of the importance of sustaining 
our country’s technical leader- 
ship, we welcome your efforts to 
help our teachers fulfill their role 
in preparing high quality. scien- 
tists and engineers of the future.” 

“Fifty stipends will be award- 
ed. They will be for $75 per week 
to the holder, and an additional 
$90 will be granted for each de- 
pendent for the six weeks,” Dr. 
Bailey said. 

“In addition, tuition will be paid 
and travel allowances will be 
made,” he said. 

“We will offer courses espec- 
ially designed for the high school 
science teacher in biology, chem- 
istry, physics, “and mathematics. 
In addition, a lecture series fea- 
turing outstanding people in these 
areas will be available to partici- 
pants,” he said. 

The staff of the institute will 
be selected from outstanding men 
in these fields,

(a) for the purpose of acquiring, pro- 
viding or constructing sanitary or storm 
water sewer$, or street or sidewalk im- 
provements, the cost of which, in whole 
or in part, ‘is to be assessed against 
the property drained, served or bene- 
fited by such sewers or abutting such 
improvements; or (b) for the purpose 
of acquiring, providing or constructing 
school houses. provided that there shall 
be pledged for payment of the principal 
of and interest on such obligations or 
securities a tax which the governing 
body of such municipality shall have 
determined, upon the basis of its 
estimate of the revenues from said tax, 
will be sufficient to pay said principal 
and interest at their respective ma- 
turities.””

Is Urged For 
Christmas Gifts 


Postmaster Morris Watson said 
today, “Early mailing of all 
Christmas cards and gifts is the 
biggest single factor in getting 
all of the mail delivered before 
Christmas. Extra help will be 
available, and everything is gear- 
ed up to handle a record Christ- 
mas mail in Montevallo this 
legible and complete, 


The postmaster suggested that 
you take special care in prepar- 
ing gift packages for the mails. 
Make sure that all addresses are 
year.” 

“If you have any articles of un- 
usual size or bulk, better check 
with the Post Office before at- 
tempting to mail them,” the post- 
master warns. The limits on size 
and weight of packages varies, 
depending on where you mail 
your package. 

When wrapping gifts for mail- 
ing, it is always better to use 
corrugated cartons, especially 
where there are a number of 
various sized objects in the ship- 
ment. Use plenty of wadded tis- 
sue or newspaper for extra pro- 
tection against shock, and se- 
cvrely wrap each package or car- 
ton in heavy paper, and tie it 
with strong cord. Be sure to in- 
clude an EXTRA label with your 
return address and the recipient’s 
address inside of the carton or 
package before it is wrapped. 

Postmaster Watson says that if 
you will follow these three simple 
rules, you are certain to have 
your gifts delivered before Christ- 
mas Day: Wrap them securely, 
address them correctly, and mail 
them early. 

When mailing your Christmas 
cards, use the free labels from 
the Post Office reading “All for 
Local Delivery” and “All for Out 
of Town Delivery”. By sorting 
your Christmas cards and tying 
them in two separate bundles, 
with the addresses all facing one 
way, you’re sure to speed their 
arrival, 


Christmas cards and packages 
for out-of-town destinations 
should be mailed by Dec. 10, and 
Christmas mail for local delivery 
should be sent at least a week 
before Christmas.

Farm Bureau

The Alabama Farm Bureau 
Federation, with nearly 70,000 
member families, has officially 
endorsed five proposed constitu- 
tional amendments designed to 
promote the health, education and 
wellbeing of the people.

No. 2—A $3,000,000 bond issue

puses at ‘the Alabama Institute 
for Deaf and Blind, Talladega. 

No. 3—For raising the auth- 
orized rate from 8 percent to 43% 
percent on a $4,000,000 bond issue 
already ratified for buildings at 
state hospitals for mental defi- 
cients, but which have not been 
sold due to the low interest rate 
limitation, 


No. 4—A $4,500,000 bond issue 
for buildings and improvements at 
University of Alabama Medical 
Center in Birmingham. 


No, 5—A $4,500,000 bond issue 
for buildings and equipment for 
the School of Agriculture, Experi- 
ment Stations, and School of Vet- 
erinary Medicine at Auburn. 


No. 6.—To raise the authorized 
interest rate from 2% to 4 per- 
cent on a $2,000,000 bond issue al- 
ready authorized for “hospitals, 
health centers, tuberculosis hospi- 
tals and related medical facilities. 


Alabama FBF Pres. Walter L. 
Randolph said that efforts had 
been made for many years to geb 
badly needed facilities at Auburn 
but with only limited success. He 
pointed out that the Dec. 17 vot- 
ing will provide opportunity for 
the people to solve the problem 
without additional taxation, since 
bonds will be retired out of cur- 
rent revenues, 

Randolph said rural people also 
have an important stake in an ex- 
panded medical college, the Talla- 
dega school where scores of hand- 
icapped children are housed in 
outmoded and potentially danger- 
ous facilities, the state mental in- 
stitutions, and expanded local hos- 
pital facilities.

securities a tax which the governing 
body of such municipality shall have 
determined. upon the basis of its 
est'mate of the revenues from said tan, 
will be sufficient to pay said principa 
and interest at their respective ma- 
turities.” 

I further direct and proclaim that notice 
of this election upon Tuesday the 17th day 
of December 1957 upon the above set forth 
amendment to the Constitution of the State 
of Alabama of 1901, be given by publishing 
the same once a week for four successive 
weeks next preceding Tuesday the 17th day 
of December 1957 in each county in the 
State of Alabama in a newspaper published 


in said county.

TATE OF ALAPAMA 
A PROCLAMATION

WHEREAS, the Levyislature of Alabama 
at the Regular Session 1957, ordered an 
election to be held by the qualified electors 
of the State of Alabama upon a certain pro- 
posed amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama, which said amendment is hercin 
set out, and ordered that the said election 
be held on the first Tuesday after the ex- 
piration of three months from the final: ad- 
journment of the session of the Legis'ature 
at which the amendment was proposed: and 

WHEREAS, the first Tuesday after the 
expiration of three months from the final ad- 
journment of the session of the Legislature 
at which the amendment was proposed will 
be and occur on Tuesday, December 17, 
1957; and 

WHEREAS, notice of such election, to- 
gether with the proposed amendment is 
required by law and by the provisions of 
the act submitting the amendment, to be 
given by a proclamation of the Governor to 
be published in each county in the State of 
Alabama once a week for four successive 
weeks next preceding the day appointed for 
the election: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, James E. Folsom, 
as Governor of the State of Alabama do 
hereby give notice, direct and proclaim that

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First Six Proposed Amendments. Are|Calera Personals 
Closely Related to Each Other 


The first six proposed amend- 
ments which Alabamians will 
vote on this Dec. 17 are all tied 
together in a rather neat package. 
They are inter-related. 


Whereas Numbers 2, 3, 4 and 
6 are for better health in the 
State; Nos. 1 and 5 are directly 
concerned with adding more pay- 
rolls, and better farm incomes, 
to increase the earnings of the 
State which, in turn and over the 
years, will help pay for Amend- 
ments Nos. 2, 3, 4, and 6. Amend- 
ment No. 1 is for the building of 
river docks and river develop- 
ment; No. 5 is to improve and ex- 
ypand the Auburn school of scien- 
tific agriculture and make room 
for more students to receive a 
veterinary education. These first 
six amendments are all for bond 
issues. None of them involve any 
new taxes. 


In addition, State voters will 
be weighing carefully the pros 
and ‘cons of 19 other amendments 
also to be voted on Dec. 17. 

Amendment No. 1 is for a $10 
million bond issue without any 
new tax, though only $3 million 
will be able to be used at first 
and the other $7 million cannot be 
spent until the Legislature auth- 
orizes it, for later river develop- 
ment programs. 

The $3 million would be spent 
building river docks and ware- 
houses in various parts of the 
State, 


Industry Expands On 
River Banks 


As America’s industrial might 
both expands and decentralizes, it 
is locating new plants on the 
banks of rivers. Industry needs 
water to manufacture its goods, 
and also for cheap ‘transportation 
of its raw materials and finished 
goods. Alabama has about the 
finest system of rivers in the na- 
tion. The Tennessee River flows 
north to Chicago and the Port of 
New York via the Mississippi, 
Missouri and new St. Lawrence 
Seaway, etc. The south flowing 
Warrior and Tombigbee, like the 
Alabama. Coosa and Tallapoosa, 
flow into the great Port of Mo- 
hile. The Chattahoochie goes 
South into the Texas to Florida 
Intra-coastal Canal and the Gulf 
of Mexico, and so forth and so on. 

But these rivers have to have 
locks and dams, and they also 


have to have river bank docks 
and harbors in order to be useful 
as locations for industrial expan- 
sion, 

New Industrial Sites 


_ Amendment No. 1 is aimed at 
building such river docks and 
warehouses, similar to three such 
facilities already in the making 
at Florence, Decatur, and near 
Huntsville. The Amendment will 
also assist further development of 
the Tennessee River in addition 
to that: which is already being ac- 
complished at those three centers. 

Amendment No. 3 is for a $3 
million bond issue to construct 
new buildings at the deplorably 
over-crowded and largely out-of- 
date Talladega Institute of tho 
Deaf and Blind. There will be no 
new taxes for this, but industrial 
payrolls, such as those earned on 
river bank plants, and incomes 
from agriculture, will help pay 
for these needed improvements 
over the years. 

Amendment No. 4 is for the 
edadly needed $4,500,000 bond issue 
without new taxes, for the Uni- 
versity of Alabama Medical 
School so that it can expand and 
also conduct more basic research 
for you and you and you. 

Amendment No. 6 will allow the 
State to sell $2 million of bonds, 
with no new taxes, to match fed- 
eral funds for building TB hos- 
pitals, health centers, and gen- 
eral hospitals. 

So four of the first six propos- 
ed constitutional amendments are 
aimed at better health services 
for Alabamians, and two are for 
raising more and better payrolls 
for the State. Thus, the six are 
closely related.

Social Security 
Provides Worker's 
Survivors Benefits 


Do you krow which members 
of ycur family would be eligible 
for social security benefits if 
anything should happen to you? 

J. W. Overstreet, Jr., district 
manager of the Birmingham so- 
cial security offiee; said that 
many questions received in the 
district office indicate that work- 


ers and their families do not un-, 


derstand the survivors benefits 
provided in the social security 
law. Consequently, families may 
lose benefits in the event of the 
death of the worker. 

The law now permits widows 
to draw monthly benefits at age 
62. Widows who are younger may 
draw monthly benefits if they 
have in their care a child of the 
deceased worker who is entitled 
to benefits until age 18. Many 
people, however, are not aware 
that a disabled son or daughter 
over 18 may now qualify for a 


child’s benefit if the disability 


began before age 18. 

Under certain circumstances a 
widower who was dependent on 
his wife may qualify for month- 
ly benefits. Dependent parents 
may qualify if the worker was 
not survived by a spouse or u 
child entitled- to monthly beriefits. 

Mr. Overstreet pointed out that 

in almost every case a lump-sum 
death benefit can be paid to sur 
vivors. This payment is in addi- 
tion to any monthly benefits the 
family may get. He emphasized 
that benefits are not paid auto- 
matically; families must make 
application for them. 
— The social security office rec- 
ommends that every worker find 
out what payments may be due 
his family in the event of his 
death. Workers need this informa- 
tion to plan effectively for the 
financial security of their fami- 
lies. Your social security office 
has a booklet entitled “Your So- 
cial Security” which provides thiz 
information. You may write or 
telephone your social secutity of- 
fice for a copy.

For during the days preceding 
the holidays, both pedestrians and 
drivers are apt to be so preoc- 
cupied with Christmas prepara- 
tions and festivities that they let 
their guard down in traffic. And 
when you add to this the state of 
confusion brought about by the 
holiday spirit, crowded streets 
and the hazards of winter weather 
—at least, in the northern states 
—the stage is set for danger. 

For those who must venture 
out at the last minute (and, 
despite all good intentions, 
there’s always at least one for- 
gotten gift), remember and ob- 
serve these ic, - common- 
sense pedestrian rules: 

Cross the street only at corners, 
use pedestrian crosswalks, néver 
dart into traffic from - between 


parked cars, stay alert, and watch 
for cars from all directions.

GOVERNOR 


WHEREAS, the Legislature of Alabama 
at the Regular Session 1957, ordered an 
election to be held by the qualified electors 
of the State of Alabama upon a certaid pro- 
posed amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama, which said amendment is herein 
set out, and ordered that the said election 
be held on the first Tuesday after the ex- 
iration of three months from the final ad- 
ournment of the session of the Legislature 
at which the amendment was proposed; and 

WHEREAS, the first Tuesday after the 
expiration of three months from the final ad- 
journment of the session of the Legislature 
at which the amendment was proposed will 
be and occur on Tuesday, December 17, 
1957; and 

WHEREAS, notice of such election, to- 
gether with the proposed amendment is 
required by law and by the provisions of 
the act submitting the amendment, to be 
given by a proclamation of the Governor to 
be published in each county in the State of 
Alabama once a week for four successive 
weeks next preceding the day appointed for 
the election: 

NOW, THEREFORE, 1, James FE. Folsom, 
as Governor of the State of Alabama do 
hereby give notice, direct and proclaim that 
on Tuesday the 17th day of December 1957, an 
election will be held at the several polling 
places within the State of Alabama, in the 
manner and form provided by law upon the 
following proposed amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the State of Alabama of 1901: 

“In addition to all taxes now or here- 
after authorized by the Constitution and 
laws of Alabama, Russell County shall 

have the power to levy and collect a 

special county-wide school tax of eight 

mills on each dollar’s worth of taxable 
property in Russell County, the pro- 
ceeds of which shall be used exclusively 
for public school purposes; provided 
that such tax and the purpose or pur- 
poses thereof, and the time such tax is 
proposed to be continued, shall have 
been first submitted to the vote of the 
qualified electors of the county and voted 
for by a majority of those voting at 
such election. The special tax pro- 
vided for herein may be renewed from 
time to‘time, in the maner provided 
herein, for such periods of time as are 
necessary. If any proposal to levy the 
tax is defeated in any election, subse- 
quent elections thereon may be held 
at any time. The elections provided for 
hercin shall be called, held, conducted, 
paid for, and governed otherwise in the 
manner provided for an election on the 
school district tax authorized in Amend- 
ment III, Article XIX of the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama, by Article 7, Chanter 

10, Title 52, Code of Alabama (1940), 

The county tax collector shall collect 

the tax in the same manner and under 

the same requirements and laws as the 
taxes of the state are collected, and he 
shall keep the proceeds of this tax 

Separate and apart from all other funds, 

and shall keep clear accounts thereof. 

The tax collector shall distribute the 

proceeds of this special tax in such 

manner as to turn over to the custodian 
of the county school funds of Russell 

County the revenue derived from the 

tax levied on all taxable property situ- 

ated outside the corporate limits of 

Phenix City, such revenues to be used 

by the county board of education for 

educational purposes in connection with 
schools located or to be located outside 
the corporate limits of Phenix City, and 
to turn over to the custodian of school 
funds of the city school system of 

Phenix City the revenue derived from 

the tax levied on all taxable property 

situated within the corporate limits of 

Phenix City, such revenues to be used 

by the city board of education for edu- 

cational purposes in conection with 
schools located or to be located within 
the corporate lifhits of Phenix City. 


“In the event that any special prop- 
erty tax authorized herein shall be au- 
thorized by a majority of the qualified 
electors voting on the question at the 
eelction, the county board of education 
of Russell County and the city board 
of education of Phenix City may, at 
such times as to them seem necessary 
and proper, sell and issue their tax 
anticipation bonds for the purposes for 
which the tax was authorized, which 
bonds shall be in such amounts as the 
respective board of education shall desig- 
mate and, except as othewise provided 
herein, shall be subject to the provisions 
of the general laws now pertaining to 
the issuance by county and city boards 
of education of capital outlay warrants, 
and no further election shall be required 
for the issuance of such bonds. The 
revenue derived from the sale of these 
bonds shall be expended by the county 
board of education and the Phenix City 
board of education for public school 
purposes only. Any bonds issued un- 
der the authority of this amendment 
shall be payable solely out of the pro- 
ceeds of the special property tax hereby 
authorized, all or any part of which 
may be pledged therefor. The bonds 
issued under the authority of this 
amendment shall constitute negotiable 
instruments, although payable from a 
limited source, and shall be eligible for 
the investment of trust funds. The bonds 
shall not constitute general obligations 
of the county and shall be in addition 
to all other bonds or warrants which 
the county or city boards of education 
have heretofore issued or are authorized 
to issue under the Constitution and laws 
of Alabama.” 

I further direct and proclaim that notice 
ot this election upon Tuesday the 17th day 
of December 1957 upon the above set forth 
amendment to the Constitution of the State 
of Alabama of 1901, be given by publishing 
the same once a week for four successive 
weeks next preceding Tuesday the 17th day 
of December 1957 in each county in the 
State of Alabama in a newspaper published 
in said county.

WHEREAS, notice of such election, to- 
gether with the proposed amendment is 
required by law and by the provisions of 
the act submitting the amendment, to be 
given by a proclamation of the Governor to 
be published in each county in the State of 
Alabama once a week for four successive 
weeks next preceding the day appointed for 
the election: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, James E. Folsom, 
as Governor of the State of Alabama do 
hereby give notice, direct and proclaim that 
on Tuesday the 17th day of December 1957, an 
election will be held at the several polling 
places within the State of Alabama, in the 
manner and form provided by law upon the 
following proposed amendment to the Con- 
Btitution of the State of Alabama of 1901: 

“The bonds issued hereunder, to- 
gether with the bonds now or hereafter 
outstanding under authority of Amend- 
ment XVIII, proposed, by Acts 1923, 
page 594, and proclaimed ratified No- 
vember 15, 1924 (Proclamation Record 
D., page 107) and Amendment C, pro- 
posed by Acts 1953, page 435, and pro- 
claimed ratified December 28, 1953 
(Proclamation Record, Volume I, page 
144), together with redemption pre- 
miums thereon, shall be payable from 
any funds heretofore and hereafter de- 
rived from the proceeds of the tax at 
such rate or rates not exceeding one- 
half of one per centum of the assessed 
value of the property situated in the 
county which may from time to time 
be levied and which has been levied 
under Amendment XVIII and also from 
the proceeds of any tax or taxes levied 
under this Amendment; and the Board 
of Revenue and Road Commissioners 
or other governing body of Mobile 
County is hereby vested with full au- 
thority to continue to levry a tax in the 
amount authorized by said Amendment 
XVIII, until all bonds issued pursuant 
to this amendment have been paid in 
full, or provision for such payment 
made, without again submitting the 
question of levying such tax and is- 
suing such bonds to the qualified voters 
of Mobile County. 

“The proceeds from each sale of any 
of the bonds shall, after payment of the 
expenses of issuing the same, be covered 
into the county treasury and set apart 
therein in a special trust fund to be 
designated the ‘Public School Bond 
Fund,’ The money paid into such fund 
shall be disbursed to the custodian of 
county school funds, and shall be used 
Solely for the acquisition of public 
school sites, for the construction, re- 
construction, alteration and improve- 
ment of public school building facilities, 
for the procurement of equipment there- 
for, and for payment of obligations in- 
curred for any of such purposes in Mo- 
bile County. 

“The Board of Revenue and Road 
Commissioners or other governing body 


of Mobile County is hereby vested with 
full authority except as limited herein, 
to provide the terms of the bonds and to 
provide for the sale and issuance there- 
of; and such county, governing body is 
hereby specifically authorized to pledge 
to the payment of such bonds so much 
of the proceeds of any tax hereinbefore 


or hereafter levied pursuant to Amend- 
ment XVIII, which has not already been 
pledged to the payment of other bonds 
of the county, and so much of the 
Proceeds of any tax levied pursuant 
to this amendment as are needed for 
the payment of the bonds hereby au- 
thorized. The bonds may be sold, exe- 
cuted and delivered at any time and 
from time to time, may be in such 
forms, denominations, series and num- 
bers, may be of such tenor and ma- 
turities, may bear such date or dates, 
may be in registered or bearer form 
either as to principal or interest or both 
with rights of conversion into another 
form, may be payable in such install- 
ments and at such place or places, may 
bear intercst at such rate or rates 
payable and evidenced in such manner,

and may contain provisions for redemp- 
tion at the of Mobile County to 
be exercised said Board of Revenues 
and Road Commissioners or other gov- 
erning body of Mobile County at such 
date or dates prior to their maturity 
and upon pazmess of such redemption 
ice or prices, all as shall be provided 
said county governing body in the 
resolution or resolutions whereunder the 
bonds are issued. The principal of each 
series of bonds shall mature in annual 
installmnets in such amounts as shall be 
specified in the resolution or resolutions 
of the sald county governing body under 
which they were issued, the first of 
which installments shall mature not 
later than one year after the date of 
the bonds of such series and the last 
of which installments shall mature not 
later than twenty-five years after the 
date of the bonds of the same series, 
When each series of bonds is issued, 
the maturities of the bonds of that 
series shall, to such extent as may be 
practicable, be so arranged that during 
each then succeeding fiscal year of the 
county the aggregate installments of 
principal and interest that will mature 
on all bonds that will be outstanding 
hereunder, immediately following the 
issuance of the bonds of that series, 
will be substantially equal; provided, 
that the determination’ by the said 
county governing body that the require- 
ments of this sentence have been com- 
plied with shall be conclusive of such 
compliance and the purchasers of the 
bonds with respect to which such de- 
termination is made and all subsequent 
holders thereof shall be fully protected 
by such determination. None of the 
bonds shall be sold for less than face 
value plus accrued interest thereon to 
the date of delivery, and all of the 
bonds shall be sold only at public sale 
or sales, either on sealed bids or at 
public auction, after such advertisement 
as may be prescribed by the said county 
governing body, to the bidder whose 
bid reflects the Jowest net interest cost 
to the county contputed to the respec 
tive maturities of the bonds sold; pro— 
vided, that if no bid deemed acceptable: 
by the said county governing body is 
received all bids may be rejected 

“The bonds shall be signed in the 
name of the County of Mobile by the 
Chairman of the Board of Revenue and 
Road Commissioner or other presiding 
officer of the county governing body 
and shall be countersigned by the 
County Treasurer, and the seal of the 
county, if any, or a facsimile thereof, 
shall be impressed, printed or otherwise 
reproduced thereon and shall be at- 
tested by the signature of the clerk of 
the county governing body; provided 
that a facsimile of the signature of any 
one or any two (but not all) of the 
officers whose signatures appear on the 
bonds may be reproduced on any of 
the bonds in lieu of being manually 
Signed thereon. Any coupons attached 
to the bonds and representing install- 
ments of interest thereon shall be signed 
with the facsimile signature of the 
chairman of the county governing body, 
which facsimile signature shall consti- 
tute sufficient authentication of said 
coupons. 

“All bonds issued under 
visions of this amendment, togcther 
with the interest income therefrom, 
shall forever be exempt from all taxa- 
tion in this State. 

“The provisions of this amendment 
shall be self-executing, and authoriza- 
tion from or other action by the 
Legislature shall not be a prerequisite 
to the issuance of bonds hereunder; 
provided, however, that the Legislature 
may enact appropriate legislation, not 
inconsistent with this amendment, re- 
Specting the use of the proceeds from 
the bonds and providing for the pay- 
ment of the principal thereof and the 
interest theeron.”

Port of Mobile 
Breaks All Records 


The U. S. Engineers have just 
reported an all-time record ton- 
nage of 17,516,991 was handled last 
year by the Port of Mobile. 


This compares with the 15,083,028 
total tonnage handled in 1951. 

In praising this 1956 record Port 
business reported by the U.S. En- 
gineers, Governor James E, Fol- 
som pointed out the Alabama State 
Docks at Mobile was developed 30 
years ago on an original $10 mil- 
lion bond issue. ‘‘Think of the hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars worth 
of new prosperity and payrolls 
those State Docks have brought to 
Alabama in that short time,’ he 
said, adding: “I surely hope every- 
one will vote for Amendment No. 1 
on Dec. 17 which is for another 
bond issue—this time to promote 
more State docks on the banks of 
our rivers to create more prosper- 
ity and payrolls.” 

State Docks Director Knox Mc- 
Rae said the breakdown of the 
Port’s record tonnage was given 
by the Engineers as follows: 

Imports 6,730,125; Exports 1,489,- 
161; Coastwise-in 649,357; coast- 
wise-out 1,205,346; Local 2,596,069; 
Intra-port 83,469; Internal 1,912,310, 
and Shipments 2,751,154. 


Last year, the State Docks at the 
Port grossed almost $6 million af- 
ter more than $1 had routinely 
been written-off for depreciation. 

“The total good these Docks, and 
the entire Port of Mobile has done 
to Alabama’s farm life and industry 
tc improve the prosperity of the 
State cannot be estimated,’”’ the 
Governor said, ‘‘and the true value 
of the Docks today probably could 
not be correctly calculated if we 
wanted to put a price tag on them 
for the purpose of selling them— 
which we certainly have no inten- 
tion of doing.”

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Chamber Urges 
Re-establishment 
Of States Rights 


Calling upon America’s leaders 
tc re-establish an “indestructible 
union composed of indestructible 
states”, Alabama State Chamber 
of Commerce directors adopted a 
resolution at the 20th anniver- 
sary meeting in Mobile strongly 
opposing courses being followed 
by all three branches of the Fed- 
eral government. 


“There is nothing”, the resolu- 
tion read, “an outraged people 
cannot do if they are determined 
to right their wrongs.” 


The resolution cited several in- 
stances of federal misuse of con- 
stitutional authority. Under the 
income tax amendment. the re- 
solution reads, Congress may im- 
pose taxes without limit. The 
Supreme Court has held Con- 
gress may spend billions of dol- 
lars for any purpose which Con- 
gress determines is for “the gen- 
eral welfare” and no one, not 
even a sovereign state, can even 
question the legality of such an 
appropriation. 

Besides invasions of _ states 
rights, the resolution continues, 
in the fields of industry and la- 
bor by the Executive, the Con- 
gress and the Supreme Court, 
and in the field of education by 
the Supreme Court, the Court 
has protected former Communists 
with respect to the rights of a 
state to admit them to practica 
law, or to even question them as 
to their background as Com- 
munists, by denying states the 
right to convict Communists of 
seditious activities on the ground 
that the field has been fully oc- 
cupied by Congress. 

States are thus being stripped 
of their powers and unless the 
people can compel a change in 
the path now being followed, our 
country may awake someday to 
find 48 provinces ruled from 
Washington and then have a con- 
stitution in name only, the re- 
solution read. 

The resolution urges a_ re- 
storation. of the forms of checks 
and balances in government which 
made America great.

WHEREAS, notice of such election, to- 
gether with the proposed amendment is 
required by law and by the provisions of 
the act submitting the amendment, to be 
given bv a proclamation of the Governor to 
be rndlished in each county in the State of 
Alabama once a week for four successive 
weel:s next preceding the day appointed for 
the election: , 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, James E. Folsom, 
as Governor of the State of Alabama do 
hereby give notice, direct and proclaim that 
on Tucsday the 17th day of December 1957, an 
election will be held at the several polling 
places within the State of Alabama, in the 
manner and form provided by law upon the 
following proposed amendment to the Con- 
Stitutinn of the State of Alabama of 1901: 

3 “Obligations hereafter incurred and 
secusties hereafter issued for any of 
the following purposes and under the 
following circumstances by a munici- 
pality having a population of less than 
six thousand ‘inhabitants shall not be 
deemed to constitute indebtedness _of 
such municipality within the meaning 
of Section 225 of this Constitution: 
(a) for the purpose of acquiring, pro- 
viding or constructing sanitary or storm 
water sewers, or street or sidewalk im- 
provements, the cost of which, in whole 
or in part, is to be assessed against 
the property drained, served or bene- 
fited by such sewers or abutting such 
improvements; or (b) for the purpose 
of acquiring, providing or constructing 
school houses, provided that there shall 
be pledged for payment of the principal 
of and interest on such obligations or 
securities a tax which the governing 
body of such municipality shall have 
determined, upon the basis of its 
estimate of the revenues from said tax, 
will be sufficient to pay said principal 
and interest at their respective ma- 
turities.”’

Christmas Seals 


Reports from the treasurer’s of- 
fice show that thus far in the an- 
nual sale of Christmas Seals there 
has been collected in Shelby Coun- 
ty $890.15. This is about one-third 
oi the quota requested of the coun- 
ty, and it is hoped that everyone 
who has received stamps will keep 


them, use them on packages and 
letters during the Yuletide season, 
and will speedily forward a dona- 
tion to help in the fight against 
tuberculosis. 

Montevallo has been a leader in 
response to this annual piea. No 
place in the county has been more 
liberal or more aware of the health 
problem the disease presents. In 
this year’s campaign it is certain 
that the citizens will more than 
do their part in putting Shelby 
County over the top. 

Conrad Fowler of Columbiana, 
chairman of the drive, speaking of 
this fact, pointed out that those 
who have studied the situation 
know that tuberculosis can happen 
‘tG anyone, young or old, rich or 
poor, that it is a grim fact that 
wberculosis is no respecter of per- 
sons, for at any time or any place 
it may strike. Every five minutes 
another American breaks down with 
TB. “To an adding machine,” he 
said, ‘‘that’s only one statistic, but 
to a family, a TB statistic is a 
breathing, flesh and blood, loved 
human being. That is why it is so 
important that we buy and use 
Christmas Seals to fight the di- 
sease.”’ 

There has been great progress in 
preventing people from dying of 
tuberculosis. In Shelby County an 
especially fine preventive work is 
being done. The County Health De- 
partment reports 17 cases of dis- 
continued tfeatments this year be- 
cause the disease was either cured 
or arrested. But there is much still 
to be done. People still catch the 
disease. The urgent need is to stop 
it from causing widespread suffer- 
ing. The seal sale is for the bene- 
fit of all of us.

Expansion of Inland Waterways 


The voters of Alabama will 
have an opportunity on December 
17th to register by their favor. 
able endorsement Amendment 1, 
their conviction as to the great 
importance inland navigable wa- 
terways play in Alabama’s in- 
dustrial growth. For Amendment 
I authorizes the State of Ala- 
bama, through the Alabama 
State Docks Department, to build 
dock and terminal facilities on 
the navigable rivers and streams 
throughout the whole state. This 
amendment provides that only 
three million dollars of a ten mil- 
lion dollar bond issue be made 
available for current inland dock 
12eds. The balance or seven mil- 
tion dollars will not be available 
for use until allocated by future 
legislative action. 

This amendment clearly pro- 
vides that any monies made avail- 
able under this amendment be us- 
ed solely for the Inland Docks 
development program and they 
may not be used to satisfy any 
other indebtedness of the Ala- 
bama State Docks Depaitment. 

That portion of the three mil- 
lion dollars, which is needed for 
current docks and warehouse 
building programs, will be obtain- 
ed by the sale of general obli- 
gation bonds, which bonds will be 
serviced and retired from earn- 
ings of the Inland Docks’ and the 
State Docks located at Mobile. 

The inland dock and warehouse 
facilities will be under the direct 
administration of the Alabama 
State Docks Department. This 
amendment requires that dock and 
warehouse facilities be established 
only where economic surveys in- 
dicate that such proposed facili- 
ties are warranted. The amend- 
ment further provides that the 
Alabama State Docks Depart- 
ment shall fix all rates of charges 
for service provided and rendered 
by inland dock and warehouse 
facilities. 


Amendment I expressly denies 
to the State the authority to con- 
demn or acquire by right of 
eminent domain. any privately 
owned ports, terminals, docks or 
loading facilities located on any 
mavigable river or stream except 
such facilities at Port Mobile. 
The State Docks Department will 
be required to make to each re- 
gular session of the Legislature 
a report as to property acquired, 
facilities owned, results of opera- 
tions and other information that 
the Legislature deems necessary.

Mr. J. L. Switzer, local man- 
ager of Southern Bell Telephone 
Company, showed Mayor Wyatt 
through the Montevallo exchange 
one day this week. He pointed out 
the many intricate and improved 
facilities that have been installed 
to give. better service to telephone 
subscribers in this area. — 

The work of ‘nstalling this new 
plant has been in progress for 
several months by Western Elec- 
tric experts. It has now been 
turned over to Southern Bell for 
final tuning up and co-ordinating 
for the intricate job it is de 
signed to do. 

At present there are 1264 phones 
in Montevallo. The new exchange 
is designed and equipped to serve 
1640 phones, which is estimated 
to be the local load by the middle 
of the year 1961. 

When the peak contemplated In 
1961 is reached, it will be possible 
to further add to the exchange 
facilities for further requirements. 

The new equipment will be in 
full use in the next two or three 
weeks and will make phone serv- 
ice available to many new cus- 
tomers who are now on the wait- 
ing list. 

Through the Montevallo ex- 
change also will be provided ‘lo- 
cal service between Montevallo 
and Calera, which will go into el- 
fect at 1:01 a.m. on March 16. 

Another important feature is 
the addition of two more trunk 
lines into Birmingham (we now 
have only one) which will greatly 
accelerate long distance service. 

Power storage facilities at the 
exchange are doubled so as to 
guarantee a longer operating per- 
iod in case of power failure. This 
is a safety stand-by feature which, 
thanks to the good service of Ala- 
bama Power Company, is not like- 
ly to he needed—but in case 
something should happen, it will 
be there to keep the phones op- 
erating for many hours.

Farm Loan Assn. 
Officials Meet 


A. S. Miree, secretary-treasurer 
of the local. National Farm Loan 
Association, has returned from 
Montgomery, where he conferred 
with officials of the Federal Land 
Bank and secretary-treasurers ot 
other Farm Loan Associations 
serving the south half of the state. 

Mr. Miree reports that the crop 
situation varies rather widely, 
some farmers having gotten out 


enough crops to realize a fair re- 


turn, while others have suffered 
a rather sharp loss. In discussing 
the status of Federal Land Bank 
joans it was the conclusion that 
each case would have to be con- 
sidered on its own merits. 

Mr. Miree feels that the loans 
through the local association have 
been made on a sound basis, that 
members have definitely demon- 
strated a desire to maintain their 
accounts in current condition, ‘and 
that fair and understanding loan 
treatments developed over the 
years are available to deserving 
members, who find themselves 
unable to fully meet maturing in- 
stallments. 

The Federal Land Bank reports 
an. increasing demand for farm 
loans. Some of the demand, he 
said, is due to bad crop condi- 
tions, but there is also a continu- 
ing need for money with whicn 
to carry out normal farm opera- 
tion. Mr. Miree states that his 
association is prepared to meet 
the long term credit needs of 
farmers in this area.

Christmas Tree Care 
Halts Fire Hazards 


You wouldn't build a fire on the 
living room floor, but an improp- 
erly decorated Christmas tree 
amounts to the same thing. Don't 
invite Santa to come to your fhouse 
on a fire engine; follow these pre- 
cautions in Christmas tree lighting 
and decorating: 

Choose a small tree, rather than 
a large one. 

Store the tree outdoors until a 
day or two before Christmas. 

When the tree is brought into the 
house, stand it in water and set it 
in a cool part of the house, away 
from radiators, heaters and fire- 
places. Don't allow it to block an 
exit. 





Check Carefully 

Be sure every lighting set ’and 
electric cord you use is in good 
condition—no worn or frayed 
wires, no loose sockets. 

When you buy new sets or cords, 
look for the approved Underwrit- 
ers’ Label, The ones that bear it 
haves passed tests for fire and 
shock hazards. 

Provide a switch some distance 
from the tree for turning tree 
lights on and off. 

Ornaments should be made 
fireproof materials, metal or glass. 

Never set up electric trains un- 
der the tree. 

Don’t let gift wrappings pile up 
under the tree: 

Don’t leave tree lights burning 
when no one is home. 

From time to time, check nee- 
‘dles near the lights to see if they 
have started to turn brown. 

' When needles start to fall, take 
the tree down and discard it out-

Robert Eugene Reid Retires After 
34 Years Service at Alabama College

Two “‘old timers’ left Alabama 
College Tuesday. Both have serv- 
ed the school long and well. 

The Alabama College Alma Ma- 
ter was the first to go.

As the student body in convo- 
cation heard their new Alma Ma- 
ter for the first time, they paid 
tribute to Robert Eugene Reid, 
as he retired after more than 34 
years of continuous service to the 
college. 

Reid joined the maintenance de- 
partment of the college in 1922. 
At the convocation, he was pre- 
sented with a resolution passed by 
the faculty and with a clock as a 
retirement gift by his fellow work- 
ers. ’ 

The resolution said “the mem- 
bers of this faculty join the prest- 
dent of Alabama College in ex- 
pressing enthusiastically their ap- 
preciation to Mr. Reid for his un- 
tiring efforts for the past 34 
years.” 

“‘Some people have been after 
me to take in some cabinet work. 
I don’t think I'll do much though. 
I'll help out my friends, but I’m 


going to spend most of my time 
resting, fishing, and enjoying be- 
ing with my wife,”” Mr. Reid said. 

Reid is a native of Chilton 
County. His wife is the former 
Mattie Evelyn Bean, also of Chil- 
ton County. 

“Things have really changed 
since | came here,” Mr. Reid 
said. ‘‘Main Dormitory (freshman 
women's dormitory) was the only 
residence hall here when I came” 
he said. 

“All the ball grounds and sports 
areas have been built since then. 
When I came here; all they had 
was two tennis courts,” he said.

Indications Point Toward New Mining 
Operations in West Shelby County 


There have been indications 
enough to justify the hope that 
coal mining in the Cahaba field 
of West Shelby County will again 
come into large-scale operation 
in a few years. 

This prediction is based on 
occasional surmises of the plans 
of Southern Electric Generating 
Company for operation of the 
huge new steam plant to be 
built at Wilsonville on the Coosa 
River. 

Irving Bieman, Business Editor 
of the Birmingham News, comes 
up with a morsel of information 
on the subject now and then 
which he gets from _ industrial 
talk around Birmingham. 

Monday of this week Mr. 
Beiman gave out some indicators 
that look interesting for the 
future of our local area coal 
mines—or coal mines to-be. 

He says the Wilsonville plant 
will use about 3 million tons of 
coal a year. To provide this 
amount of coal, he says half of 
it will come from a mine in 
Walker County and half from a 
new mine to be opened on the 
Montevallo seam near Maylene. 

Also there has been some local 
talk in this part of the county 
about some activities that look 
like new coal mine preparations 
near Maylene. * 


We have heard that a railroad 
spur track route has been sur- 
veyed to a place where the new 
mine will be located. 


We have also heard it stated 
that Southern Electric Generating 
Company has acquired extensive 
coal mining properties in the 
Cahaba field north and west of 
Montevallo. 


At any rate, we hear enough 
“indicators” to make us hopeful. 
Certainly, a coal mine operation 
to produce a million and a half 
tons of coal: a year would give 
jobs to enough people to add up 
to a good boost for payrolls 
around here. r 


One prominent business man 
has ventured the guess that when 
the new plant is finished and gets 
into operation, it will require a 
larger group of employees and a 
bigger payroll to dig. and supply 
the coal than it will to actually 
run the generating plant. 


Therefore it looks more and 
more certain that the decision of 
Southern Electric Generating 
Company to locate its operations 
in Shelby County will prove to 
be what it was originally re- 
presented—one of the greatest 
forward steps in broadening the 
industrial and economic base 
of Shelby County.

Probably one of the most wide- 
spread of the early New Year’s 
superstitions concerned the ‘‘first- 
feoter,’’ the first person to cross 
the threshold. on New Year morn- 
ing. Women and light-haired men 
were considered unlucky ‘‘first- 
footers," as were people who 
walked pigeon-toed. 

In some villages the superstition 
was taken so seriously that a dark- 





haired man was given the job of 
acting as first-footer. Going from 
house to house, he would be first 
to cross over the threshold, thus 
preserving the good fortune of the 
community. F 

Anglo-Saxons, believing that 
something might happen when the 
New Year burst in, often climbed 
upon the roof on New Year's Eve 
so as to have a good view of any 
such event. 

And we moderns manage to 
make plenty of noise, presumably 
because our primitive ancestors 
believed that noise would keep evil 
influences at a distance.

“There are really two Ala- 
bamas,” said Alex Dreier in his 
Salute to Alabama Sunday Dec. 
22, on NBC-Monitor over a coast- 
to-coast radio network. ‘There 
is the sleepy, easy-going Ala- 
bama of the past and the Ala- 
bama of 1958—vigorous, industri- 
ous and industrial, forward-look- 
ing and forward-moving. 

The Alabama salute was one 
of the series of radio programs 
featuring Alex Dreier as ‘‘Man 
on the Go—for the Van on the 
Go,” and sponsored by North 
American Van Lines, Inc.,- World- 
wide long-distance moving firm. 
Alex Dreier has been a top NBC 
news analyst for 17 years. 


Governor James E. Folson ad- 
dressed the nation’s audience at 
the start of the broadcast, saying, 
“Our sincere thanks to Alex 
Dreier, Monitor’s Man on the Go, 
from Alabama, the state of cot- 
ton and steel, azaleas and agri- 
culture. Admitted to the Union 
138 years ago, Alabama has come 
into its own during the last half 
century. It’s a great place to visit, 
an even greater place to live. We 
hope you'll soon be “Alabama 
bound!”’ 


A vivid picture of Alabama’s 
agricultural belt along the coast, 
the rich coal and iron district 
ruled by Birmingham, ard the 
power-producing Tennessee Valley 
area to the north was given by 
Alex Dreier. 

Speaking of the northern area, 
Dreier said, ‘“‘Less than a life- 
time ago, this was nothing more 
than poor farming country. Then 
three mighty dams went up, and 
angry rivers became docile, 
worthwhile lakes. They produced 


‘electricity that brought the won- 


ders of power and light to the 
most rural areas, and a new way 
of life to the people. If these 
people are still a little bewildered 
by modern Alabama, they have 
lots of company. 

“In central Alabama,”’ he con- 
tinued, ‘“‘giant steel mills and 
blast furnaces turn night into day, 
and factories disgorge a variety 
of stoves, machinery and chemi- 
cals. And reigning over it all, 
with just a touch of coal dust on 
its handsome face, is mighty 
Birmingham, the Pittsburgh of 
the South. But don’t think Birm- 
ingham spends all its time un- 
derground; far from it. Its citi- 
zens point to one of the most 
modern cities in the nation, and 
certainly, with its many parks, 
playgrounds, roses and dogwood 
trees, one of the most beauti- 
ful.’’ 

Dreier gave a graphic history of 
Montgomery, modern state capi- 
tal and ‘Cradle of the Confed- 
eracy,”” housing its valuable col- 


- lection of Confederate documents 


and relics in the Memoriai Build- 
ing. He paid tribute to Daniel 
Emmett, composer of “Dixie,” 
and to Hermaan Arnold, who 
turned a song into a world-famous 


band piece. 

Describing the Normal and In- 
dustrial School at Tuskegee, 
Dreier paid special tribute to its 
founder, Booker T. Washington. 

Mobile, the state’s seaport, 
was called Jubilee Town, the 
birthplace of the Mardi Gras, and 
the home of Bellingrath Gardens, 
the Azalea Trail and pretty girls. 

Dreier concluded with an ac- 
count of the world’s only monu- 
ment to the boll weevil, at Enter- 
prise. 


“But Alabamans have since 
built a bigger, better monument 
than that one,” he said. “It’s 
called the New Alabama, and it’s 
dedicated to the New Industrial 
South. It’s a monument that keeps 
on growing, fed by the most 
unique fuel ever invented—Amer- 
ican free enterprise. It is this 
Alabama that gives the past only 
a sidelong glance as it fixes its 
sights on the future.” 

The sponsor of the program, 
North American Van Lines, Inc., 
is represented in the state by 13 
local agents in Alabama cities.
